LETTER X. 



YOU did me a particular kindnefs in 
letting me know that all my letters 
came to your hands, for I was a little con- 
cerned for the two lafl: : and iince you fttll 
defire it, dear coufin, I {ball continue to in- 
form you of every thing that pafTes, and of 
all that is worthy of obfervation in this 
country. 

The royal palace is bulk upon a hill which 
infeniibly defcends to the very banks of the 
river called Manzanarez : it commands a prof- 
ped feveral ways upon the country, which is

very plea fan t there. You go ^to it tTiTough 
the CaUemayor^ that is to favjr, the great ftreet, 
which indeed is both very long and broad, 
feveral confiderable houfes add to its, beauty. 
There is a large open place before the palace, 
no perfon of what quality foever, is allowed 
to come with a coach itit-othe court, but thfey 
ftop under the greatarch of the porch, except 
it be when bonfires are made there, or when 
thWe are mafquerades, and then coaches go 
in, a very fmall number of halbardeers ftand 
at the gate; upon my aiking, why fo great a 
king had fo fmall a guard, '* Why I madam, 
fays a Spaniard to me, Are not we all his 
guards ?" He reigns too abfolutely in the 
hearts of his fubjcAs, either to fear any thing, 
or diftruft them. The palace fiands at the 
end of the city, towards the fouth, it is built 
of very white ftone, two pavillions compleat 
the front, the reft is not regu ar. Behind it 
there are two fquare courts, each confiding 
of four fides, the iird is adorned with two 
large terrace -walks, which run quite through, 
they are raifed upon high arches, and are 
beautified with ballifters and ftatues : that 
which I obferved very fingular, was, that the 
women's ftatues had red paint on their cheeks 
and ihouldcrs \ you go through fine porches

which bring you to the ftair*ca(e^ which is 
extremely large ; the apartmems are furni(hed 
with excellent piSures, admirable tapcftry, 
very fine ftatues, ftately hou{hold goods, ancf 
in a word, with every thing fuitable to a 
Toyal palace, fiut there are many of the 
it>oms dark, I faw fome which had no win* 
<low, and received light only when the door 
opened, thofe which have windows are not 
much lighter, becaufe of their fmallnefs ; 
they alledge that the heat being fo exceffive, 
they are willing to hinder the fun from com- 
ing in, as much as they can. There is alfo 
another reafon, for glafs is very fcarce and 
. dear ; and as to other houfes, there afe many 
which have windows without any glafs, and 
when they would defer ibe a compieat houfe, 
they will ^«li you in one worJ, that it is 
glazed. This want of glafs does not appear 
without, becaufe of the lettices. The palace 
is adorned with feyeral gilt balconies, which 
indeed look very fine. All the councils fit 
there, and when the King has a mind to be 
profent) he pafles through certain galleries 
and fmall entries unperceived. There are a 
great many peo{de perfuaded, that the caftle 
of Madrid, which Francis I. caufed to be 
built near the wood of Bologne, was after*

wards the model of the King of Spain's pa^ 
lace ; but it is a miftake, for there is not any 
lilcenefs. The gardens are not fuitable to the 
dignity of the place, they are neither large 
enough, nor fo well improved as they ihould 
be J the ground, as I have obferved, reaches 
to the very brink of Alanzanarez, the whole 
is inclofed with walls ; and if thefe gardens 
have any beauty, they owe- it purely to na- 
ture. They work hard to get the young 
Queen's apartment ready for her reception, 
all her fervants are named, and ,the King ex* 
pefls her with the greateft impatience. 

The Buen Retiro is a royal houfe nearjone 
of the gates of the city, the Count Duke 
cauied at firft a fmall houfe to be built there, 
and called it Galinera, it was for keeping his 
fine poultry in, which had been prefentcd to 
him, and as he often went to fee them, and 
the fituation of the place was on the defcent 
of a little hill, which commanded a pleafant 
profpedl, fo he was invited to undertake a 
confiderable building. Four large apaitments 
and four great pavillions make a perfeiSb 
fquare. In the middle there is a flower-pot, 
well fi)rniihed with flowers, and a fountain, 
whafe ftatue (which throws the water when 
they have a mind) fprinkles the flowers and 

the 
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the crofs- walks, which gq from one apart- 
tnent to another. This building has the fault 
of being too low, the rooms are large, 
{lately, and adorned with curious paintings. 
Everything fhines with gold and lively colours, 
with which the ceilings ^hd floors are beau- 
tified. I took notice in the great gallery, of 
the entry of Queen Elizabeth, mother to the 
late Qtieen ; (he is en horfeback, with a rufF 
and farthingale, ihe has a hat trimmed with 
jewels and a plume of feathers ; (he is fat, 
fair, and pleafiog 3 (he has fine eyes, and her 
looks are fweet and ingenious. The room 
for ading plays in, is well defigned, very 
large, all well fet out with carving and gild- 
ing, there may fit fifteen in a box without in- 
convenience to each other, they have all let- 
tice windows, and the. King's box is richly 
gilt; there are neither galleries nor amphi- 
theatre, every one fits upon benches on the 
fljor. On the fide of the terrace is the ftatue 
of Philip II. upon a horfe of brafs, this piece 
is of great value, thofe that are curious pleafe 
themfelves with taking a draught of him. 
The park is above a good league in compafs, 
there are in it divers feparate lodges, very 
handfome, and which have good accommo- 
dation of room I there is a canal which is 
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fupplicd with water from fprings at a vaft 
charge; and another fquaic place in which 
the King has fmall gondolas painted and gilt, 
thither he goes during the great heats of the 
fummer, the fountains, trees, and meadows, 
making that place more cool and pleafant 
than any other ; there arc grottos, catara£ts» 
ponds, ihades, and in fome parts even fome* 
thing of the wild fields, which difplays the 
fimplicity of the country, and is extremely 
delightful. 

The Cafa del Campa is for rural enjoyment, 
it is not large, but its fituation is fine, being 
upon the bank of Manfanarez, the trees in it 
are high, and yield a fbade at all times. I 
fpeak of the trees in this country, becaufe 
there are but very few of them to be found ^ 
there is water in many parts of it, particularly 
one pond which is furrounded with large oaks. 
The ftatue of Philip IV. is in the garden, 
this place is a little negleded. Here I faw 
lions, bears, tigers, and other wild beads, 
which live very long in Spain, becaufe the 
climate is much the fame of that from which 
they come i many people go there to fiudy, 
and the ladies ufually choofe this place to 
walk in, becaufe it is lefs frequented than 
others. But to return to Manfanarez ; this 

river 
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f\ver does not run up to the city ; tt certain 
times it js neither a rivers nor fo much as a 
brook, though at other times it is fo large 
and rapid, that it carries before it all that 
ftands in its way ; all the fummer, people 
walk in it, there is fo little water in it at this 
feafon, that you can hardly wet your foot, 
and yet in winter, all on a fudden, it over- 
flows theadjacent country ; tbis is caufed by 
th« melting of the great quantities of fnow 
which covers the hills, and fo defcends into 
the Manfanarez in violent torrents of water. 
Philip II. caufed a bridge to be built over it, 
which they call the Segovie«bridge, it is very 
lofty, and every way as fine as the Pont-Neuf, 
over the Seine, at Paris ; when ftrangers fee 
it, they fall a laughing, they think it ridicu- 
lous to have caufed fuch a bridge to be built 
where there is no water. Hereupon there 
was a perfon faid, witt41y enough, '<< He 
would advife them to fell the bridge, and buy 
fome water." 

The Florid is a moft pleafant houfe, and 
its gardens are infinitely delightful ; there are 
in it great numbers of Italian ftatues by the beft 
mafters ; the water there makes a pretty fort 
of a murmur, which with the fweet fmell of 
the flowers, (of which they have a colle£lion 

B 4 ' of 
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of the rareft and beft fcented) is very charm- 
ing. 

From thence \ve come to the PradoNuevo, 
where there are feveral fpouting fountains, 
and treees there are of a very extraordinary 
height^ this is a walk, which though it be 
not even ground, yet i3 not lefs agreeable ; its 
defcent is fo eafy, that the unevennefs of the 
place can hardly be perceived. 

There is alfo the Carzuela, which affords 
not any thing but country delights, and fome 
cool rooms, where the King comes and refts 
himfelf after hunting ; but it is the profpeA 
which yields the pleafure, and delightful ob* 
jtSts might be made there. 

That I may tell you of fomething elfe be- 
fides the King's houfes, you muft know, dear 
couiin, that on May-day they refort to a place 
without the gate of Toledo. This is called 
£1 Sotillo, and none excufe themfelves from 
going thither ; to be fure then I went, but it 
was more for the fake of feeing than to be 
feen, though my French, drefs made me very 
remarkable, and drew a great many eyes on 
me. The women of great quality never go 
abroad to take the air in their whole life, ex- 
cept it be in the firft year of their marriage, 
I mean into public walks and places ; and 

then

then too, it is under the very nofes of their 
huibands, the wife at the lower, and the huC- 
band at the upper end of the coach ; the cur-* 
tains are all open, and (he finely ornamented : 
but it is a ridiculousi thing to fee thefe two 
creatures fit like ftatues, looking at each 
other, and without fpeakinga word for an 
hour. There are certain days fet apart for 
walking and taking the air, all Madrid goes 
abroad then ; the King is feldom there, but 
except the King aiid a few courtiers, no one! 
fails of going. That which makes it very 
troublefome, is their long traces, which take 
up a great compafs of ground, and occafions 
the horfes often to entangle. Several ladies 
who are not of the higheft rank refort thither, 
but with their curtains ; they only look thro' 
fmall glalles which are fattened into the fides 
of the coach. But at night the ladies of qua- 
lity come incognito ; and when it is dark 
they pleafe themfelves fo far as to walk on 
foot : they wear white mantles upon their 
heads ; thefe are a kind of hood made of 
woolen fluff, which covers them all over ; 
they embroider them with black filk : thefe* 
are only the ordinary women, and fuch as go 
upon fome intrigue, who wear them j yet 
fometimcs^ as I have faid> certain court-la* 

B 5 diet 
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dies will go in this drefs. The cavellcro* 
alfo alight and walk, and fay fome odd thing 
or other to them, but they meet with their 
match. 

The Count de Berka, the German envoy> 
told me, that the other night as he was at 
fupper, and his windows (becaufe of the cold) 
being (hut, fomebody knocked at the lettice of 
his ball, he fent to fee who it was ; they found 
three women in white mantles, who defired ta 
have the windows open that they would be more 
conveniently entertained in the hall : they 
all came in concealed, and placed themfelvea 
in a corner, and fo ftood all the while he was 
at table. He intreated them, but in vain, ta 
fit down and eat^ fome fweetmeats ; but they 
' would not do either ; but after they had faid 
a great many merry things to him, in which, 
they abundantly (hew.ed a firange quicknefs. 
of wit, they went away. He dtfcovered that 
thefe were the DuccheiTes de Medina Celi^ 
d* OiTuna, and Ducada, having feen them at 
their own houfes ; for ambafladors have the 
privilege fometimes to go to the grea^ ladies,, 
and give them a vifit of audience ; but he 
was willing to have yet a greater certainty, 
and therefore caufed them to be followed : 
they were feen to go into one of their boufes 
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by a private door^ at which fome of their wo^ 
men waited for them. Thefe little diiguifeB 
are not always attended with over much iono- 
€ence. 

As to the men, when night comes, they 
walk on foot to the prado ; they«make up ta 
the coaches in which they fee women, and 
leaning upon the boots, they either throw 
flowers, or fprinkle water upon them ; ao^ 
when they are permitted, they go into the 
coach to theiiu ' 

But as to the meeting on May-day, it ii» 
certainly a great pleafure to fee ihe citizena 
and the people how they fit ; fome upon the 
young co£n,, fome upon the ftdes of the Man*- 
fiuiarezr,, others playing at ombre,, and others,, 
cither with their wives^ children, friends, or 
niftreffes, bafking themfeLves in the fun ;. 
fome are eating of a fallad with leaks and 
onions, others hard eggs, and others gam** 
mon of bacon, and ti/eagalinas de hcBe^ whick 
are fea-hens, and very excellent. They ali 
drink water like ducks, and pky either upoa 
the guitar or harp. The King came tbejee 
with Don John, the Duke de Medina Celi» 
the Conftable de Caftile, and the Duke de 
Praftratie ;. I only faw ^is coach of grcea 
oiL-clotb> drawn by (ix^ pyed horfes,, thefineft 

ii» 
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in the world ; and all ' covered over with 

fpangles of gold, and knots of rofe*colored 

ribbon : the curtains of the coach were of 

green damafk, with a fine gold fringe, but 

fo clofc drawn, that you could not perceive 

any thing, hut through the foiail glalTes on the 

fides of the coach. It is the cuftom, when 

the King pafles by, to ftand ftiil^ and in re- 

ife&, to draw the curtains ; but we, accord* 

ing to the French fajhion, let oqrs be open, 

and were fatisfied in making a very low 

bow. ' The King took notice of a fpaniei I 

had in my arms, and which the Marchionefs 

d' Alvi, who is a very handfome lady, defired 

me to carry to the Conftable of Colonna's 

lady ; and as I loved it mightily^ (he fent it 

to me very often. The King fent the Count 

de los Arcosi, Captiin of the SpaniOi guards, 

to a(k me for it ; he came up to the coach 

fide on horfeback. I immediately gave ic to 

him, and the creature had the honor to be made 

much of by his Majefty, who was mightily 

pleafed with the little bells about her neck, 

and the buckles upon her ears. He had a 

dog which he loved extremely, and he fent 

to ai(k me if I would be willing that be ihould 

• keep mine for Daraxa, whfch was the name 

4>f his. 

You 
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You may eafily imagine, dear coufin, what 
anfwer I made. He returned me the fpaniel^ 
but without either her collaTr or buckles, and 
he ordered the Count de los Arcos to grve me 
a gold box full of paftrils, which he had about 
him, and defired me to keep it. It is but of 
fmall value^ but coming from fuch a band, 
I mightily eft^em it. 

It was Don John, who is my kinrwomah^s 
friend, who obtained this mark of the King'a 
bouncy tome; for he knew of my being in 
Madrid, though I have not had the honor 
yet to fee him. 

Two days afterwards, as I was all alone in 

my apartment, bufy in painting a fmall piece, 

I faw come in, a man whom I knew not; but ' 

one, who by the air of his face, I could eafily 

judge to be of quality: he told me, that not 

having met with myJcinfwoman, he was re- 

folved to tarry till (he^came, for he had letter^ 

to give her. After fome little difcourfe, he 

gave occafion to talk of Don John, and told 

me, that he doubted not but that I frequently 

faw him. I replied, that indeed, fince my 

arrival, this prince came often to vifit my 

kinfwoman, but he • never aiked for me. 

<< The reafon of that, perhaps, adds he, was 

becaufe you was iick that day." I was not 

fick. 
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fick, replie_d I, and I flioufd have been very 
glad both to have feen and heard him, for I 
have been told both good and ill of him, -and 
I have a mind to know whether they do him 
right or wrong. I have fignified my defire ta 
my kinfwoman, but (he told me, there waa 
Ao way to gratify me, for he was fo devout,, 
that he would fpeak to no woman. <* Is it 
poffible, fays he, fmiling^ that his devotion 
ibouid fo much difturb his mind i for my 
part, I am confident he afted foe you, and* 
was aflTured that you- was ill of a fever/** 
^ Of a fever! cried I, that is very firange!^ 
I befeech you>. how do you know it?" But 
jud then, my kinfworaan came in, (he was. 
extreamly amazed to find Don John with me^ 
and fo was I^ for I little thought it was be,. 
He told her feveral times, that he knew not 
Ikow to pardon her for the idea (he had given 
me of him, that he was no bigot, and that he 
was. perfuaded, true devotion did not make a 
man rude and inhuman.. 

I think him very handfome, of a noble car- 
^xiage» very well bred| extreamly witty, and.o£ 
great quicknefs of mind« As my kinfwo* 
man ha& a great fliare of wit, fo Che cleared 
herfelf well enough from what he taxed hec 
with. But wbca he was gone, ihe was ready 

to 
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to eat me for anger, becaufe I denied having 
bad a fever. I defired her to excufe me, be- 
caufe I was ignorant what (he had faid ta 
him, and that I could not divine : {he an* 
fwered me, ^' that at court, they muft 
be able to divine, or clfe they would z& ai 
very filly part*'* 

She aflced the Prince, if it wa9 true, that 

the Queen-mother had written to the King, 

and begged that Ibe might fee him, and that ht- 

had refufed her. He agreed it was, and alfo,, 

that it was the only reafon which hindered 

hts Majefiy from going toAranjucz, left fhc 

ihould come to him there, contrary to ^h» 

prohibition for her not ftirring out of Toledo^ 

What, my lord, faid I^ will not the King fee 

the Queen his mother ? *< Say rather, replied . 

be, that it is ftate-policy which forbids fove« 

reigns to follow their inclinations when tbejr 

do not fuit with the public good. We have 

a conftant maxim in the council of fiate, al» 

ways to confult the fpirit of Charles V. in all 

diflEicult nutters ^ we enquire what he would 

have done upon fuch an occafion,,and that w0 

endeavour to practice in our turn. For mf 

parr, I am of opinion with a great many 

others, that he ought not to fee his mother^ 

fiace it was fit fot him to baniih her ^ and the 
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King himfelf is fa fully perfuadcd of this, that 
he anfwercd her, it could not be.** But it 
was not difficult for me to fee, that Don John 
fitted the genius of Charles V. to his own. 
The King is gone to Buen Retiro, where 
I had the honour to rfee him firft, at a play; 
for he opened the lettice of his box to look at 
us in ours, becaufe we were dreifed in the; 
French maYinen The Damilh ambaflador's 
lady was drefled after the fame fafirion, and 
ib handfome, that he told the PVince of Mcfn^ 
teleon, he was mightily taken with as*, only 
It was pity that our heads were not trimmed, 
and our bodiea drefled after theSpanifii mode; 
that the more he looked at the cloaths x>f the 
l^rench ladies, the more they difpleafed him ; 
that the men's, did not fo much offend him; 
The opera of Alcihus was a£ted before liim, 
but 1 gave little attention to it, looking fo 
earneftiy at the King*, that I migljit be able to 
defcribe him to you. I nmft tell you then, 
that his complexion is delicate and fair ; .he 
has a broad forehead, his eyes are fine, and 
have a great deal of fweetnefs- in them y his 
face is very long and narrow; his lips, like 
thofe of the hbufe of Auftria, are very thicky- 
and his mouth is wide ; his nofe is very much; 

y CharUs II» 
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hawked ; his chin is (harp, arul turns up; he 
has a great head of hair, and fair, lank,. and 
put behind his ears 3 his ftature is pretty high, 
ftraight and llender ; his legs are fmall, and 
almoft of a thicknefs : he is naturally very 
kind and good ; he is inclined to clemency, 
and of the great variety of council he has given 
him, he takes that which is moft for the ad- 
vantage. o£ his people, for he loves them ex- 
treamly. He is not of a vijcniidlive fpirit, he 
is fober, liberal, and pious y his inclinations 
are virtuous ; he is of an even temper, and of 
eafy accefs : he hath not had all that education 
which is requilite to form the mind, but 
yet he feems not deficient. I will now 
note fome pf his merry humors which have 
been told me, and though they are of no 
great importance, yet it may fiill be pleafant 
to know them. 

It is not long fince the Lady Conneftable 
de Collonna, who is in a religious houfe at 
St. Domingo, got out of the abbey, from 
whence (he had made feveral efcapes; the 
nuns, tired with her behavior, refolved to 
admit her no more; and indeed, the laft timp 
&e endeavoured to get in, they plainly told 
her, that (he might either betake herfelf to 
the world, or cbufe fome other place than 

their 
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their houfe for a retirement. She was ex» 
treamly ofFended at this refufal, which by no 
means fuited with a perfon of her quality and 
merit. She got fome of her friends to apply 
themfelves to the King, and he fent orders to* 
the abbefs to receive her in again. The 
abbefs and all the nuns were obftinate in their 
rofufal, faying, <^ that they would them- 
felves reprefent their reafons to his Ma- 
jcfty in perfon/*^ When this anfwer of the 
nuns was related to the King, he burft 
out a laughing, and faid,. ^ It will be pretty 
fport to fee this proceffion of the nuns, who 
will come along finging^ Liiira aas Domin&r 
ie h Cdntejtabik.*^ But yet thty did not 
g&, and chofe rathar to. obey, which is always, 
fiifeft. 

Some dajs ago it rained and thund^ed moil 
terribly. The King, who fometimes pleafes 
bimfelf in playing little tricks^with his cour- 
tiers, commanded the Marquis d'Aftorgas to 
wait for him upon the terrace-wa)k in the 
palace. The good old man faid to him,, 
failing, " Sir, will it be long before yoa 
come V* ««'Why do you aft ? faid the King/' 
w That your Majefty, replied he, may fend 
a coffin to put me in, for there is no likeli- 
kood that I ihould be able to contend with 

fuch 
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Ibch weather as this," ** Go, go. Marquis^ 
fays the King, I will come to you." The 
Marquis went out, and without any fcruple^ 
ftepped into his coach, and went diredtly 
home. Two hours afterwards, the King faid,. 
^* For certain the good old man is wet to the 
ikin, let him be called in, I have a mind to 
fee him in fuch a condition.'' But they told 
the King, that, he did not expofe himfelf at 
all, upon which he faid, << that he was not 
only old, but wife." 

There was taken fome time ago near the 
palace, difguifed in man's cloaths, one of the 
bandfomeft mifles of Madrid ; (he had fet upon 
her gallant, of whom iht ^believed fht had. 
caufe to complain; he knowing her by her 
voice, and the manner. of handling her fword, 
^ould not make ufe of his to defend himfelf; 
fo far from it, that he opened his waiftcoat^ 
and gave her free leave to tbruft at him^ 
thinking perhaps, that flie either was not 
angry, or had not courage enough to do it j 
but he deceived himfelf, for with all her 
flrength (he made a pafs at him, which made 
him drop down ; (he no fooner perceived his 
blood, but (he threw herfelf upon the ground, 
and cried out moft dreadfully, tore her (kin 
off her face, and pulled her hair off her head ;. 
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the people which were got about her, plainfy 
perceived by her loolcs, and her long hair, that 
ihe was a woman ; the officers of juftice feized 
her i and fome lords pafling by at that time^ 
feeing her, related to the King what had 
happened. , He had a mind to ifpeak with her; 
Ihe was brought before him, ^ Art thou (he^ 
faid he to her, that has wounded a man near 
the palace V* ^* Yes, Sir, anfwered fhe, I was 
reiblved to be revenged of an ungrateful man ; 
he promifed I fhould have his heart, yet I am 
aflured he gave it Iincc tcr another/* << But 
why art thou for alIG£ted, replied he, fince 
thou haft got thy revenge ^'' ** Ah, Sir, coo- 
tinued flfe^ in feeking my revenge, I have 
{mniibed myfelfy I am now upon the brink of 
defpair ; I befeech your Majefty to command 
them to put me to death, for I have deferved 
the fevereft torment/' The King took pity 
on her, and turning to thofe about him, 
«< Well, really, faid he, I can hardly believe 
that there is rn the world fo miferable a ftate, 
as to love and not to be beloved. Go, faid 
he, thou haft more love than reafon, but en* 
deavour to be wifer for the future, and do not 
abufe that liberty I reftore to thee." And 
thus (he withdrew without being carried to 

Ae 
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th£ place where they keep miferable wretches 
that have led bad lives. 

All this that I have told you of the King* 
has carried me rrom the opera of Alcinus ; 
the firft time I favv it was with fo much wan- 
dering of mind, that when I faw it again, it 
appeared quite new to me; there was never 
feen more forry machines; they made the 
gods come down on horfeback upon a beam, 
which reached from one end of the theatre to 
the other ; the fun flione by the help of a 
dozen of oiled paper lant horns, in each of 
which there was a lampA When Alcinus 
pradi/ed her enchantments, and invoked the 
demons, they came conveniently out of hell 
by ladders : Le Gratiofo, that is to fay,, the 
jack-pudding, faid a thoufand impertinences ; 
the fingers had indifferent good voices, only 
they fung too much in the throat. Heretofore 
there was a liberty for feveral forts of people 
to come into the great room ; but this cuftom 
is changed, and now there is only fuffered to 
come in, the great lords, and at the moft,-ti- 
tulados, and the knights of the three military 
orders. This room is certainly a very fair 
one, it is all painted and gilt ; the boxes, as 
I have already told you, are always barred 
with Icttices, like thofc wc have at the opera; 

but 
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tut they reach from top to bottom, and look 
as if they were chambers; that fide where 
the King (its is magnificent. As to the refl^^ 
the fined comedy in the world (I mean thofe 
that arc afied in the city) very often receives 
its face from the weak fancy of fome ignorant 
wretch or other. But there is one in particu- 
lar, and a (hoemaker, who decides the matter, 
and who hath gained fuch an abfolute autho- 
rity fo to do, that when the poets have writtea 
their plays, they go to him, and as it were, 
fue for his approbation ; they read to him 
their plays, the fhoemaker, with grave looks 
thereupon, utters abundance of nonfenfe, 
which neverthelefs the poor poet i^ obliged to 
put up with ; after all, if lie happens to be at 
the firft adding of it, every body has their 
eyes upon the behaviour of this pitiful fellow ; 
the young people, of what quality foever, 
imitate him. If he yawns, they yawn, if he 
laugh, fo do they. la a word, femetimes he 
grows angry or weary, and then takes $l little 
whiftle and falls a wkiftling; at the fame time 
you fhall hear a hundred whiftles, which 
makes fo ibrill a noife, that it is enough to 
confound the heads of the fpe^ators. By 
this time our poor poet is quite ruined ; all 
his ftudy and pains having been at the mercy 

of 
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cf a blockhead, according as he was in a good 
or bad humor. 

In this play-houfe, there is a certain part of 
it) which is called La Cafuela j it is like the 
amphitheatre; all the women that are not 
over- virtuous fit there, and thither the great 
lordd go to talk with them ; fometimes they 
make fuch a noife that they would outdo the 
thunder, and they fay things (o very pleafant, 
that they would make one die with laughing; 
for their wit is free from all reftraint of decen- 
cy. Befides, they are informed of all things 
which happen in the town; and if they had 
a merry jeft to break upon their Majefiies, 
they had rather be half hanged than lofe it* 

It may ^e faid, that the women players are 
adored in this court ; there is hardly any that 
is not the miilrefs of fome great perfon, and 
for whom feveral duels have been fought, and 
a great many people killed. I do not know 
how charming their difcourfe may be, but I 
am fure their perfons are the uglieft in the 
world ; they are extravagantly expeniive, and 
fooner muft a whole family perifh with hungec 
and thirft, than one of thofe beggarly players 
Ibould want the leaft Aiperfluity. 

We are now in a feafon that is troublefome 
taoughy for it is the cuftom here to put their 

mules 
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mules to grafs, and almdft eveyy body ^alks 
on foot. At this time you can fee nothing but 
grafs brought from all parts, and the greateft 
lord hardly keeps two mules to draw him, for 
this reafon they often go on horfeback. 

Thofe horfcs which have been at the bull- 
baitings, and are good for thefe fort of fportSy 
are dear, and much in requeft. The King 
had a mind to divert himfelf, and ordered a 
bull-feaft to be on the twenty-fecond day of 
this month. I was very glad of it, for though 
I had heard much talk of them, I never faw 
any yet ; and the young Count de Conifmark, 
who is a Swede, would taurife, or bait the bull 
for*a young lady of my acquaintance, fo tha^ 
I was the more eager to go to the Placa-roajor, 
where my kinf woman, as (he was a titulado of 
Caftille, had her balcony fet up with a canopy, 
a carpet, and ciifliion of ftate. To give you 
a particular account of vail that paflfes at thefe 
feafts, I muft tell you, that after the King 
has appointed one of them, there are fome 
cows, which they call mandarines, led into 
the forefts and mountains of Andalufia, it is 
known that the moft furious bulls are in thofe 
places, and as they are trained up for this 
purpofe, fo they run into the wood ; the bulls 
fpy them out^ and eagerly court them, thofe 

fly 
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ly and thefe purfue them, and fo are decoyed 
into certain pallifadoes, fet on purpofc along 
the way, which is fometimes thirty or forty 
leagues in length, feveral men are arm^d with 
half-pikes, and well mounted, who hunt thefe 
bulls, and hinder them from coming back , but 
it is not feldom that they are forced to fight 
them within thefe pales, and frequently they 
are killed or wounded. 
. There are people placed all along the road^ 
who bring advice when the bulls will arrive 
at Madrid, and there alfo they fet pallifadoes 
in the ftrcet to prevent any. mirchief. 

The mandarines, who are real traitors, go 
conftantiy before, and the poor bulls quietly 
follow after into the very place defigned for 
baiting them, where there are large ftables 
built on purpofe, with (butters, contrived to 
keep them in } there are fometimes thirty, 
forty, or fifty together ; this ftable has two 
doors, the mandarines go in at one, and 
efcape at the other; and when the bulls think 
to follow them dill, they are hindered by a 
trap, in which they are caught. 

After they have relied a few hours^ they 
are one after another led out of the ftable into 
the great fquare, where there are a great many 
young, lufty, ftrong peafants, fome of whom 
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take the bull by the horns, and others by the 
tail, and becaufe they mark him upon the 
buttock with a hot iron, and flit his ears, thejr 
call them heradores. This is not fo eaAJy 
done, for there are frequently divers perfons 
killed, and this is the beginning of the (hew, 
which always mightily delights the.peo|>Ie, 
whether it be upon the account that blood i» 
flied, or elfe, that they lo? e to fee fomething; 
extraordinary, and at firft fight furprizing, 
znd which afterwards furniflies them with 
matter for many reflexions s but though un- 
lucky accidents do happen at thefe feafts, yet 
it does not appear that they take any warning 
from them, for they are ftill forward to expofe 
themfelves at every baiting that is made. 

The bulls are fed, and the bed: of them are 
picked out for the baiting; they can even 
diflinguifli thofe that are either fons or brothers 
of thofe bulls which made a great flaughter in 
former feafts ; they tie to their horns a loQg 
ribbon, and by the colour of "that every body 
knows them again, and recites the hiftory of 
their anceftors ; that the grandilre or great 
grandfire of thcfe bulls bravely killed fuch and 
fuich-a-ooe^ and they acpsSk ao left from 
d^ofe that then a|)tpear« 

Wbctt 
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When tbey have fufficientif reftcd^ the 
Placa*inayor ia covered mth fand, and round 
it are placed bars equal to a man's hdgbth, iipdn 
which are painted the arms of the King and 
his kingdoms. I fancy this place to be larger 
than the Palace-royal at Parts, it is longer 
than it is broad, and about it are boules built 
upon pillars and «xhes like towers, five ffoHea 
high, and to each there is a ro«r of balconies, 
into which there are large gUis-doors. The 
King's ftands more forward than the reft, is 
more fpacious, and all gilt. It is in the middle 
t>f oneof the fidcF, with a canopy over it; over 
ogainft it are the ambaCadors balconies, whe 
have a place when the King gioes to diapel; 
that is, the Nuncio, the Emperor's ambafla- 
dors, that of France, of Poland, the Vene«- 
tian, and diat of Sayoy ; thofe of England, 
Holland, Sweden, Denmark, and other Pro* 
tdftant Princes, have none there. The coun« 
cils of Caftille, Arragon, the Inquifition, Italy, 
Flanders, the Indies, the Orders, War, the 
Croifado, and of the Finances, are on the 
right hand of the King : they are diftinguiflied 
by their arms upon their crimfon velvet car* 
pets, which are all embroidered with gold. 
After thefe^ are placed the city companies, 
the judges, the grandees and titulados, ac- 
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cording to their fetrcral degrees, and at 'the 
King's charge, or elfc.at the city^, who hire 
thefe balconies of private perfons that dwell 
iherc^- .^^. . \ / 

For all thofe I have now named the Krn^ 
makes a collation ; and it is given in very neat 
baflcets, to the women as well as the. men j it 
confifts of dried fruits, rweatfineats, and water 
cooled with ice ; befides prefentsof gtovcs, rib-r 
bons, fans, paftiles, filk {lockings, and garters^ 
jnfomuch that thefe feafts always coft above a 
hundred choufand crowns ; and this expence is 
defrayed out of the fines and forfeitures adjudged 
to the King, or to the city ; this is a fund which 
muft not be meddled with, though it were to 
fave the kingdom from the greatefl danger; 
the doing of it might caufe a fedition. So 
(bewitched are the people with this kind of 
pleafure. 

From the Ipvel of the pavement to the fi^ft 
balcony, there are fcaftolds made for the reft 
of the people ; they give from fifteen to twenty 
pifiols for a balcony ; and there is not any but 
what are let, and adorned with rich carpets, 
and fine canopies. The people are not feated 
tinder the King's balcony, that place is filled 
with bis guards; there are only three gates 
open into it, through which perfons of 

quality 
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Quality pafs in their richeft coaches, and par*^ 
ticularly the ambafiadors ; and they make 
feveral turns round it, a little before the King 
comes. The Cavaliers falute the ladies who 
ftaitd in the balconies, without being covered 
with their mantles or vails, they are decked 
out with all their jewels, and whatever they 
have that is fineft. One can fee nothing but 
extream rich fluffs, with tapeftry, cuflitons 
and carpets, alLof raifed work in gold. I 
never faw any thing more glorious -, the King*8 
balcony is hung round with green and gold 
curtakis^ which he draws when he will not be 
feen. 

The King came about four o'clock, and 
immediately all the coaches went. out of the 
fquare. Generally the ambaflfador of France is 
the mofl taken notice of, becaufe he and all 
his train are drefled. after the French mode ; 
and he. is the only ambafiador that has this 
privilege herej for the others are in the Spanifh 
drefs. There are five or fix coaches that go 
before the King's, . in which are the ofHcers^ 
and the gentlemen an4 pages of his chamber^ 
The coach of honour, in which there is no 
perfon, marches itpmediately before his. Ma^- 
jefly's own, whole coachman and poflilion 
are always bareheaded, a footman carrying 
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tkek bat^ ; ibe cogch is furfoundbd with fdofw 
gjiiacds. Thoife yv^hom they call the life* 
guafds. have p^rtifans, and march yery near 
tbft coach ^ aod o^xt the boots walk a great 
maa)f of the Kmg*a pages, cloathed in blacky 
)Mld .without fw)Ocd$» which is the only mark 
U> Khqw them from other f a^s. As the ladies^ 
that are defigoed toht ab«ut the young Quten» 
iu:f%already named, fo tbey ail came under 
Ihe.condud of the Dutchc(i of Terra Nova, 
in the King's coaches ; they march by the 
m&m boots of the higheft quality^ feme oa 
faofft .tbat they might be nearer, arid x)therft 
mounted on the fineft horfes in the worlds 
tKun04 up for that ifxxxpokf and wliich the/ 
call borfcis of motion. That Ihey may per* 
form this piece of gaUaatry^ they muft havf 
Itove from their miftrefles^. othehrift it is a 
great blemiih to their reputation, and what may 
engage the lady V kindred in trouble, for Casf 
^ cake their honor to be concerned in this li« 
^rty : but when ihe approves of it, they may 
|iradife all the pleafant humors for which thefe 
fort of feafts mtnifter xiccafion. But though 
^y need fear nothing from the ladies they 
ierve, nor their relations, yet tbey are not 
freed frpm all vneafinefs, for the duennas^ or 
^wsomen of honor, of wbkh t^ere is too great 

a pro* 
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a provifion in each coach, and the guard la* 
dies who go on hprfeback, are troublefome 
ebfervers; hardly can one begin to difcourfe, 
but thefe old hags will draw the curtain, and 
will tell you, that that love which is fulleft 
of refpeA is the moft difcreet ; fo that very 
often one muft be content to let the eyes 
fpeak, and to ligh fo loud, that one may be 
heard at a diftance. 

All things being thus difpofed, the captain 
of the guards, and the other officers j mounted 
upon very fine horfes, enter the fquare, at the 
beadof tbeSpanifli, German, and Burgundian 
guards $ they are cloathed in yellow velvet or 
fattin, which is the livery of the King, trimmed 
with tufted crimfon galoon, mixed wiffa goi4 
and filver* The yeomen of the guard, which 
I call the Ufe*guard, wears only a (hort cloak 
of the fame Inrcty^ over black cloaths. The 
Spaniards wear breeches tucked up after the 
old way. The Germans, who are called 
Tedefques, wear them like the Switxers j they 
(land in ranks near the King's balcony, while 
the two captains, and the two lieutenants, who 
carry each of them a ftaff of command in their 
bandS) and are followed by a great many 
liveries, march all four in a rank at the head 
of the guards, fevaral times round the place^ 
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to give the neceflary orders, and to falute the 
]adies of their acquaintance ; their Horfes cur- 
vet and bound continually ; they are covered 
with knots of ribbons, and embroidered 
houfings: they are called pifladoyes for dif* 
tindion. Upon this day every one of thefe 
lords afFed to wear that colour which their 
miftreireft love moft. 

When the people are come without the 
bars, and are feated upon their fcafFolds, the 
place is watered with forty or fifty tuns of 
water, which is brought thither in Iktle cart9. 
Then the captains of the guards come back, 
and take their pofts under the King's balcony, 
where all the guards are ]ikewi(e placed, and 
make a fort of a fence, (landing very dofe to- 
gether; and although the bulls are fbmetimps 
ready to kill them, yet they muft not go back, 
nor ftir from their place ; they only prefent to 
them the point of their halberds, and fo with 
a great deal of hazard defend themfelves. 

I do afTure you that this ftrange njumber of 
people (for fcvcry place is full, even the tops of 
the houfes as wel) as the reft) in the balconies 
fo richly fet out, with fo many beautiful womea 
in them, this great court, the guards, and in 
a word, the whole place, makes one of the 
iinefi {hews that ever I faw. 

As 
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As Toon as the gusirds are pofleiled of the 
quarter where *the King is^ fix alguaxils, or 
city door-keepers, enter the fquare, each hold- 
ing a white rod : their horfes are excellent, 
harnefied after the Morifco faihion, and co- 
vered with little bells. Their habit is white; 
they wear plumes of feathers, and put the beft 
looks on they can, in fo much danger as they 
are in ; for they are not allowed to ftir out of 
the lifts : and it is their bufinefs to efcort the 
knights that are to fight* 

I fliQuId teli you, before I proceed any further 
in this (hort defcriptton, that there are certain 
laws eftabJiihed for this fort of bull- baiting, 
which are called dueUf that is, duel, becaufe 
one knight aflTaults the bull, and fights him in 
fingle combat. Thefe are fome of the things 
which are obferved : one muft be a gentleman^ 
born, and known for fucb, chat he may fight 
on horfeback. It is not allowed to draw the 
fword upon the buM, unlefs he has infulted 
over you; they call it infulting when the 
bull breaks or forces the garrochion or lance 
out of the hand, or if he make your ha^t fall 
oiF, or your cloak, or has wounded you or 
yourhorie, or any of your company. In this 
cafe the knight is obliged to puih his horfe 
4ire£kly upon the btril; for this is an 0mpinn^ 
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that is to ftf) an affront, that engager One to 
he revesgjedy or to die^ and ha mull give him 
Uka CucbUoikj or a back ftroke upon liis bead 
or neck* But if the horfe on which die Ca-* 
vellero rides, refuies :to go up to the buU, 
then tmincdiately he alights, and covragioufly 
marches on foot to this ikrce animal. The 
fvpord is very ihort, and about three fiogera 
brpad. The other knights which are there 
to f^ht, are all obliged to alight off their 
horfes, and accompany him that is under the 
tmpnmo \ b|K they do not Xeeond him, fo as 
to aSlft him in the leaft againft his enemy. 
If they all march up in this'nuinner towards 
the bull, and he fifes to the other end of the 
fquare inftead of tarrying for them, or meeting 
them, after they have purfued him fornix time, 
they have fatisfyed the laws of duellings 

If there be in the town any hor&s that,hayi^ 
been at a baiting, and are dexterous at it, 
though they SS not know the owners, yet 
they will borrow thems nay, though they 
do not defire to fell them, nor the others in a 
Condition to buy th:m, yet they never refulis 
them. If by mifchance the horfe is killed, 
and they oflFer to pay for him, it is not aci* 
cepted, becaufe, to receive money upon Aich 
m tfpcafion wi>iild not be agreeable to the 

Spaniih 
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JSpanifll geocrofitjr. Ncv«rtb6lf(s^ k woul4 
^wx a piaa to have a liorfe that kc had uken 
^aina fo breed up^ wkhoot any more aido 
taken from him by the firft ftranger* and 
through hit mffrns killed. This fort of com** 
bat is reckoned fo dangerous^ chat indvlgin*- 
ck§ are <xpofed in feireral churches for thoie 
4%yBy becaufe of the great maflacre that Jb 
ihea made. Several Popes would have ^ukfe 
aboliflied fuch barbarous fights, but the Spa^ 
piards begged the court of Rome fo eariielUy 
to let them contiiiuf, that their humor 4ias 
been complkd with» and to thU day they arc 
toJerated* 

. The firft day I was ihcre^ the alguaztls 
came to the gate, which is at the end of the 
Uft^ to efcort the fix knights, (of whom the 
Count de Coaingteark was one) who offered 
themfelves to oombae. Their borfes are 
bandfome to admiraliod, and mod richly 
hameflcd: befides thofe they j-ide on, they 
had each of them a dosen led by grooms^ 
with as many mules loaded with rcjoncs of 
ganrochionSy whkh are^ as I have faid, Itnces 
made of very dry fir, about four or Stve. foot 
kiog, painted and gilt, and the iron-work 
very well poliflied ; and the mules were 
covered with velvet cloths of the fimte colour 

as 
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as thofc of the combatants, with their arms 
embroidered in gold : this is not pradifed at 
all fcafts i when the city orders one, there is 
far lefs magnificence ; but as the King com- 
manded this, and it was upon his marriage, 
nothing was omitted. 

The Cayelleros were drefled in black, em- 
broidered either with gold and filver, iilk or 
bugles; they had white plumes of feathers, 
fpotted with: feveral colours, and a rich knot 
of diamonds, with a hat-band of the fame. 
They had fcarfs, fome white, and others 
crimfon, blue and yellow, embroidered with 
gold. Some wore them round their waift, 
others over their (boulders* like a belt^ and 
others about their arm ; thefe laft were nar- 
row and fhort ; without doubt their miftr^es 
prefented them, for commonly they run to 
pleafe them, and to (hew that there is no 
danger to which they would not expofe 
fhemfelvcs for their diverfion. They had 
alfo a black cloak which wrapped about them. 
But the ends being thrown behind them, it 
did not binder their arms : they wore little 
white bufl&ins, with long gilt fpurs, which 
have only one iharp point after the faftion of 
the Moors ; they alfo fit a horfe like them, 
which is called Cavalgas a la glneta. 

The 
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The Cavelleros were handfomely mounted, 
and looked gracefully enough for this coun- 
try ; they were nobly born, and every one 
had forty footmen, fome cloathed in gold 
mohair trimmed with lace ; others in carn»- . 
tton-coloured brocade, ftriped with gold and 
filvcr, and the reft In fome other fafhion. 
Every one of them was drefled like a ftranger, 
foch as Turk, Hungarian, Moor, Indian^ 
or wild people. 'Several of the footmen car- 
ried a bujidle of thefe garrochions I before 
mentioned, and this looked very welt r thus 
with all their train they crofled tHe Placaw 
mayor, condu&ed by the fiX aiguazils, and 
the trumpets founding. They came before 
the King's balcony, and made a profound 
reverence to him, and defired leave of him 
to fight, the bulls, which he granted them, 
and wiflied them vidory. Then the trumpets 
every where began to found again, and this 
was done, as i^ were, in defiance of the bulls. 
All the people fell to (houting, and repeating 
Fivaf viva los braves CavelUros : after this 
they feparated, and faluted the ladies of their 
ac<]uaintance. All the footmen went out of 
the lift, except two for each knight, which 
are left to carry their rejones ; thefe keep clofe 

to 
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to their mftftcn, and it is very SMom thtf 
ioriake them. , 

Several young men enleied into the fquare^ 
there are many come a great way off to figbl 
on thefe days : thefe I now fpcak of are on 
foot, and not being noUy born» they vfe no 
ceremonies with them* While onc^ Cavellero 
is lighting, the reft wilhdraw> but not out 
of the bars i and they do not aflault that buU 
which another has uadertak^a to fights unlefs 
iie makes at them. T4)e firft to whom the 
bull makes at when they are altogether^ is he 
that fights him. Whenever be wounds n 
knight, they cry out Fitim es empinn^^ that ia 
to fay, it is an obligation upon fuch an one 
ta revenge the affront be has received from 
the bull \ and indeed honor engages him, tV* 
ther on horfeback or on foot, to attack the 
ball, and give him a cut with bis fword^ as 
I have before obferved^ either upon his head 
or throat, without ftriking him in any othei 
part. Afterwards he may fight him as be 
will, and ftrike him where be can^ but in 
doing this his life is a thoufaaKi times in 
-danger. When this blow is ^iven, if the 
knights are on foot, they nay mount theit 
horfes. 

When 
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Whoi the King thought it ivas time ta 
hegki the baiting, two ^alguaauls came under 
hit balcony, and he then gave to Don John 
the keys of die ibhie wj^ere the bulls are fe* 
cured ; for the King keeps the key, and whej» 
they muft be thrown, he delivers them into the 
bands of a privado, or chief minifter, as a fa- 
vor» Immediately the trumpets found, the 
timbrels and the drums, the flutes and bag*- 
pipes make a noife round the place one after 
another, and the algiAxils, who are naturally 
great cowards, go trembling to open the 
doors where the bulls are kept. There 'was 
^ man hid behind the door, who fliut it as 
hA as he could, and then by a ladder climbed 
up to the top of the ftable ; for it is ufual 
with the bull, incoming out, to look behind 
the door, and to begin his expedition by kill- 
ing, if he can^ the man that fiands there : 
after that he fets to running with all his 
might after the alguazils, who fpur thehr 
horfes to fave thetn/elves, for they are not al* 
lowed to ftand upon their defence, and tlieir 
beft play is to run away. T|iofe men vho 
are on foot, throw at him arrows and very 
iharp dares, which are trinHQ^d with cut^pa- 
per j^ tbefe dsurts ftick in him in fooh a maa» 
ner, and the pain caullng him to ftir much, 

makes 
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makes the iron enter deeper ; befides, wfaerr 
be runs, the paper makes a noife, arid he 
being on fire, it vexes him extreamly f his 
breach looks like a thick mift about h^m-, 
his eyes and his noftrils are IHce fire, he runs 
fwifcer thait a race^horfe, and holds it much 
longer; in h6t he ftrikes terror. The 
)6iight wha is to fight him comes near him^ 
takes a rejone, holds it like a poniard, the 
bull makes up to him^ ht decline his blow^ 
and thrufls his gorrochron at Mm $ the bull fd 
thrufts it back, that the wood being weak, 
it breaks ; inmiediately his footmen, in num- 
ber ten or twelve dozen, prefent him with 
another, which the Cavellero thrufis alfo into 
his body^; the bull then falls a bellowing-, 
grows^ angry» runs,. leaps, and woe be to 
them that fiand in his way. And if at any 
time he is ready to run at a man, a'clbak or 
hat is thrown at him, and this flops him ; 
or elfe, the man muft fall down to the ground', 
and the bull in running, pafies over him. 
They have alfo great figures made of pafiet- 
boards, with which they deceive him. That 
which helps them further is, the bull always 
fluns his e}'es juft before he* puflies with bis 
^brns, and they are fo ^uick in that moment 

- to 
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to avoid the blow ; yet this is not fo certain^ 
but that a great many perifli. 

I faw a black, with a (hort poniard, go 
dire£Uy to the bull, when he was in the beigth. 
of his fury, and between his horns thruft it 
into the very feam of his ikull, which is a 
place very foft and eafy to be pierced, but 
withal very fmall to hit. This was one of 
the boldeft and moft dexterous blows tbat^can 
be imagined. The bull fell down dead upotli 
the fpot ; and prefently the drums founded, 
and feveral Spaniards ran with their fwords 
in their hands, to cut in piecds the beaft that 
was no longer able to hurt them. When a 
bull is killed, four alguazils go out to fetch 
four mules, which fome grooms, cloathed in 
yellow and carnation* coloured fattin, lead m. 
They are covered with feathers and little filver 
^ells s they have filken traces, with which 
they tie the bull, and fo draw him away ;. 
then the trumpets and the people make a pro^ 
digious noife. 

There were twenty baited the firft day ; 
among them a furious one «ame out, which 
very dangeroufly wounded Count Coningfmark 
in his Teg, and yet the force of the blow did 
not light upon him, but upon his horfe, 
whom it burft ; he quickly got oflF him, and 

though 
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though he is no Spaniard, yet he would jiot 
be excufed from any of the law? : it would 
have drawn pky from any body, to fee one 
of the fineft horfes in the world In fuch a 
condicioni he ran violently about the place, 
and killed a man with a blow upon his head 
and bf eaft : the great rail was opened for 
bim, and he went oat. As for the Co^unt^ 
as foon as he was wpunded» a very fine Spa« 
|iMk lady, who believed thai he fought for. 
her iake, ftood forward in her balcony, and 
wkh her handkerchief made ft^veral figos, in 
fdl probability to encourage hiin, but he did 
jicMt feem to oeed betng aniniatecli ^ftod though 
he had loft abundance of htood^ tfnd w«i 
forted to lean upon one of bis foetrntMi, who 
beld him 11^, yei with. great fiereeneis ^e ad* 
tranced m^ith Jiif fword in hi$ band, made a 
4iifc./tQ give 4 very great wcHiod to the buM 
pn his. head ; and then prefelltly Himiog btm^ 
Jelf (owtrds the fide wbeie this young ladyy 
for whom he fought, was, he kifled his fword^ 
and ;fufitired hialfelf to be carried away by his^ 
.people half dead. 

But you muft not thiok thitt thefe kind of 
^accidents interrupt the feafts; it is faid that 

« 

it never ends but by the King's order ; fo that 
vhcQ any knight is wounded^ the others ac* 

company 
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tompaiiy biai tatte bars, and immediately 

they return to. f^bt.. ' There was a Bifcanier 

fo bold, as to throw himfelf cW his horfe 

upon the back of the bull, held him by hi$ 

horns, and in fpite of all the endeavours of 

ihe animal to throw bim ofF, yet the Bifca* 

nier fee ^pon him £>r above a qua^-ter of a^ 

hour, and broke dm of hb horns. If the 

bulls defend tbemfetves too loiig, then the 

King will have (Others come out, (feir fttfk

Tbqr-areveiy {t6^ 

quently lulled, the bull takes them upon hit 

horns, and tofles them up in the air like foot* 

balls ; fometimes they hamftring the buH with 

eertain irons ihade cro(s-ways, which they 

put at the end of a long pole, ^d this they 

call Jareiar <d iori». 

There was another Cavallero under the 
mpinrn^ becaafe ixk fighting bis hat fell off; 

he 
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he did not alight, but drfew-bis fword, zrtd 
pufhing bis borfe upon the bull which ex-» 
peded him, gave him a wound in the neck ^ 
but as it was a flight one, it ferved only to* 
enrage him the more : be tore up the- eaftH' 
with his feet, he roared,, and leaped about 
like a flag. . I cannot wetti deftribe to you 
this combat, nor the aodamations of everjr 
body, the clapping of hands, and the multi* 
tude of handkerchiefs which were thrown up 
in thi^ air, for an exprefHoni of admiration^ 
fome crying out, FiHor t FiAw- / HaTorof 
JHh T9ro / the more to ipxcite the bull's fiirjr. 
Neither can I tell yoa my particular feel- 
ings,- and how rtiif heart fs»led me every 
time* I faw the£btfirrlb]e creatures ready to 
Jj^ill thofe brave Cavdlerbsr tfie(e things art 
iequa]ly:impoffibleto me. • -■ 

There was^a Tolediao, both young and 
handfome, who ^ could not avoid being 
wounded by the horns of a bull, who tofleil 
•him up very high, and he immediately. <lied ; 
there were two others mortally wounded, and 
four horfes either killed or defperately hurt, 
and yet every body faid it had not been a fine 
baiting, becaufc there was ib little blood Jhed; 
»nd to have been fuch, there fliould have 
been at leaft ten men killed upon the fpot* 

It 
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It is bard to dcfcribe the dexterity of the 
'CaveUerOs ia^6gfbtingy and that of the horfes 
in avoiding the bull. They will turn fome- 
.time^.ao. hqur dhoui hixn^ and tihougb'they be 
not ^"foot diflant £rom him, yet he ' is not 
able to touch theix, but when he does hit 
them be Wounds tbem cruelly. The King 
threw fifteen piftoLes to the black that killed 
^hci.bull with his poniard> and he gave as 
much to one that had fitbdu^ another^ and 
faid be w6ttld remember the knights, that had 
/ought. ■ , - 

I obferved a Caflillian, who knew not how 
io defend himfelf, jump upon a bull as nimble 
as a bird. Thefe feafls are fine, great, and 
«iagnificent ; it is a noble fight, and cofts 
an abundance of money. It is impoflible to 
;gtve a juft defcription^ it muft be feeo to be 
vrell underftbod. But I afiure you that all 
this did not pleafe me ; do but think if a 
man that is very dear to you, (hould be fo 
rafli as to go and expofe himfelf againft a furi- 
ous beaft, and that for your fake (for gene- 
rally that is the motive) you fee him brought 
back weltering in his blood, and half dead, 
is it poffible I (ay, for you or any one to 
approve of fuch aAions and cuftoms ? Nay» 
/uppofe a perfon had no particular concern, 

would 
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would they dciire to be prefent at fuch fports, 
that coft the lives of fa many men 7 For my 
part, i. wonder that in a kingdom, where 
their King bears the ■ name of Oatholic, 
there flioald be fach barbarous diveriions per- 
mitted. I am (Msfied that it is very ancient, 
becaufis they derive it frdm the Moors ; but 
yet methinks this, aa well as divers other 
cuftoms they have from thoie infidels, ought 
to be entirely abolifiied« 

Don Fernand obferving me much difturbed 
and uneafy during the baiting, and taking 
notice that I was fometimes as pale as death, 
I was h much frighted to fee fome of thofe 
killed who fought, (aid to me fmiling, ^ What 
would you have done, madam, if you had feen 
this diverfioA fome years ago ? A Cavdlero of 
birth, paffionately loved a young woman, who 
was only a jeweller's daughter, but a perfed 
beauty, and hekefs to a great eftate. This 
Cavellero having undmilood that the moft 
furious bulls of the mountains were taken^ 
and thinking it would be a glorious adion to 
vanquifli thent, re(blved to taurine, as they 
call it, and for that purpofe defired leave of 
Ms miftrefs. She was fo furprized at the 
bare propofal only which he made, that fhe 
fwomed away) aoi by all that power which 

he 
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ke had given her over hiaiTel/, ihe charged 
bim not to think of it, as he valued his Hfe* 
But in fpite of this charge, be believed he 
could not give a more ample proof of h\%^ 
Jowe^ and therefore privately caufed all things 
neceilarjr tq be got ready. But as indttftri- 
ous as he was to hide his defign from his 
m^rcfs, ihe was informed of it, and ufed 
all means to difluade him from it. In fine, 
the day of the feaft being come, he conjured 
her to be there, and told h^r that her very 
prefence Would Se fufficient to make him con- 
quer, and to acquire a glory which would 
render him yet more worthy df her. * Your 
love, faid ihe, it more ambitious than it is 
kind, and mine is more kind than it is am« 
bttious. Go where you think glory calls 
yoa, you havs a. mind I ibould be there, 
you Will iigfat before me ; well, I do aflure 
you that I will be there^ but yet perhaps my 
prefence will afford you more matter of 
trouble than emulation.* However he left 
her, and went to the Placa-*mayor where 
there was already a v^ afiembly ; but 
fcarce had he begun to defend himielf againft 
the fierce bull which aiTaulted him, when a 
country youth threw a dait at this terrible 
creactirCf whkb piesced him fo deep, that it 

put 
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{)ut him to a great deal of pain. He imme* 
Stately left the Caveliero that was fighting 
him, and roaring ran direftly after him that 
woupded bim ; this youth thus frighted 
would have faved himfelf, when his cap which 
covered his head fell off, and then the love- 
lieft and the4ongeft hair which could be/een 
appeared upon his fhoulders, and this difcover- 
ed the combatant to be a maid of about fifteen 
or fixteen years of age. Fear had put her 
in fuch a trembling, that fhe could neither 
run, nor any way avoid the bull. He gave 
her a defperate pu(h on the ilde^ at the fame 
inflant her lover knew that it was {he, and 
was running to afEfl her. Good God ! what 
a grief it was for him to fee his dear miflrefs 
in this fad condition ! Paffion tranfported 
him, he no longer valued his life, and grew 
more furious than the bull, and performed 
things almoft incredible. He was mortally 
wounded in divers places. On this day, cer- 
tainly th.e people thought the -baiting fine, 
they carried thefe unfortunate lovers to her 
. unhappy father's houfe, they both defired to 
be in the fame chamber, ^nd though they had 
but a ihort time to live, yet begged the fa- 
vour they might be married j - accordingly 
they were married, and fince they could not 

live 
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Tive together, yet at leaft they were buried 
together, in one and the fame grave.** This 
ftory has greatly increafed the averfion I 
had already conceived ^gainft thefe fort of 
feafts, and I told Don Fernand To, after I 
had thanked him for his trouble in relating 
it to me. 

Hithertfo I have faid nothing to you con- 
cerning the Spaniih language, in which lam 
endeavouring to make fome progrefs. It 
pleafes me extremely, it is expreflive, noble^ 
and grave, love finds it commodious for its 
operations, and can play the fool prettily enough 
in it. The courtiers fpeak more concifely 
than others, ^hey make ufe of fuch abftra£led 
^comparifons and metaphors, that unlefs a 
.perfon is ufed to hear them, half their mean« 
ing is loft. I have learned feveral langUFges, 
or at leaft underftand the firft rudiments of 
them, and in my mind, it is only our own 
which exceeds the Spanifli. 

I come juft now from feeing ten gallies 
which are arrived, this is fomewhat ftrange in 
a city that is eighty leagues from thefea, but 
thefe are land*gallies s for if there be fea- 
horfes and dogs, why not land gallies ? They 
are Ihaped like a chariot, but four times 
longer, they have fix wheels| three on a fide. 
Vol,. II. D and 
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and io not ^ much flov;rer than a chariot, 
the opper part is round, and is isvuch itke a 
galley, they arc cov«^ with canvafs, and 
will contain forty pcrfons ; thwe yau may 
fieep, drefs yi€luals, &c. indeed it is a moving 
&0ufe; they p«it eighteen or twenty horfes to 
draw it, the machine is To long that it cannot 
be turned but in a teld i they com« ufually 
from Galicta and Manca, the country of the 
t»rave Don Quixot, they fet out eight, ten, 
or twelve in a company, to affift one another 
in cafe of need j for when one overturns, it 
makes a great havock, and none can efcap^ 
having a broken arm or legi there muft be 
above a hundred to raife it up again. In it 
are carried all forts of provifions, for the 
country through which they pafe i$ fo very 
barren, that on mou^ntains which are four* 
foore leagues broad, the largeft tree one meeta 
with is a little wild tyme $ there is in it nei-<- 
ther inn nor inn keeper, you fle«p in the 
galley, and it is a miferable country for tra« 
vellers. 

Monfieup MolIir4^ the Pope^ Nuncio, 
(boafecrated the Patriarch of the Indies on 
Trinity- Sunday^ and the King wm there. !• 
hw bim come in, he had a black fuit^ and »

^ \iAiich tliey ti«ver c^k herd, tiiat ttle brifH^r^ 
laid apon hit ihouiders^ and tooked veiy dlfih* 
greeable. I obferved, iteit during the cere- 
mony be eat of fomethihg Whieb wai htid td ' 
him in a paper^ they told me it wa^ eitber 
leeks or fiiailotg^ of whi^h be eats very oftefttf 
I was tod far off to fee hiift wdl, he did n6t 
return toBmiretiro^becaufeof Cor^U9-Cbriiti 
^ay, at which ceremofiy he WAuld aiifl'. In 
commg ova of the cbtirch, I knew a Freikrb^ 
g^tlemaiH wbofe nattit is Junoas^ ht is of 
Bdirrdeaux, wherQ,Ifaw bim* I aflc^bioi 
how long he had been here, be told fiHe 
but a little wbiie^ and that bis firft btlfineft 
would have been to^bavie fettt- me, bad be tsut 
been engaged at Bayon, not to lofe a minue^'a 
time, in the fearch of a very wicked^fetlow^ 
who was fuppof^d to be fecreded at Ma« 
drid 5 that k was not tbe curiofity to fee tbe 
Patriarch of the Indies eonfecrated, whieli 
di»w bim to tbe Hieroniixiitte, (otheiwife the 
Daughters of tbe Conception) but that having 
defired to fpeak witb ont of tbe nuns, he 
was told that he could nor fee her till tbe 
King was goner He added, that this was 
one of Ak moft b^jeautitel women in tbe • woi^#:

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aad hath been the cauFe of a great uhhappf'- 
^efs in the family of MoDfieur de Laiide. I 
reoiember to have feen her as I have gone hy:, 
and intreated him to tdl me the matter,. 
*^ Jt is, fays be, too long and melancholy a 
mifchance to relate presently., but if you will 
fee the young nun I fpeak of, I am per-* 
fuaded (he will not be unp!ea(ant to you^*^ 
I willingly accepted this offer, becaufe I have 
fq pftcut been told^ that they have fo much 
more wit in inona(leries,.than in. any otheir 
pAace in the world. We went into a parlour^ 
Vfbich had three fuch terrible iron doors with 
fj^ikes, as greatly furprized me. How is 
tbis ? faid {, it has been told me, that the. 
n^ms in this country are very amorous, but I 
cannot be pcrfuaded that Jove is bold enough 
tq ventMre over thefe long fpikes, and thro^ 
tbefe little holes, whece a perfon. muft un- 
doubtedly perifli. <* Your arc deceived, 
madam, cried Juncas, at the appearances of 
things ; if :the lady who is comiag, can 
fpare me fo much time« I will foon tell you 
what I learned of a friend of mi^e, a Spa* 
ni^rd, the firft journey I made higher." r At 
thJ9;very inftant Doiina Ifidora came into the 
lUjlour« ' I found ^er muchh^odfomer^ than 

I had 
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I tuii fancied her in my own mind to bt. 
M onfieur de Juncas told her that I was a. 
French lady,, who. had a great defire to be 
acquainted with her,, upon his report of b^r- 
merits. She thanked me in a very modeft^ 
manner, and afterwards told us, ^^ . That^ it 
was very true, that the wretch - after vfhotn 
enquiry was made, bad been lately at Ma- 
drid ; but that (he was certain he was not 
now there, and that be had even had the im« 
pudence to fend her a letter by the hands of a 
man where he lodged ; that the letter was 
brought to her after his departure, and that 
file would' not receive^ it«'' It (eems tortntc^ 
faid I, iatercttpting of Jier^ that he could not 
be taken,.' fuppofitng be were yet here;. 
^^\ SomcJtin^^, fays.Donna Ifidopa^ permiffion 
is obtained from . the -King. There are cer»* 
fain crimes^ for which thcNre is no bnStusLty^ 
and his is one of them." She fell a weep«-

I (hQidd MW t«U you that I bav« leen the 
xeremoi^y on Corpui9*Cbrifti day, which i^ 
very (bknwly ii^epl b^re,^ There M ^ gene*- 
ral proceffioa of all the pariAes and mpnafte*- 
ries, which are very numerous i the ftreet^ 
through which the b^ly (acrament is to pafs, 
are bung with the ricbeft tapeftry in the 
wofld^ for I do not only fpeak of that which 
belongs to the crown that is there, but zlfy 
of that which belongs to a tbouland particu^^ 
lar perfpns who have moft admirable tapeftry. 
AU the balconies are then without their let* 
iices, adorned with carpets, rich cufbions^ 
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and canopies : they hafig ticking acrof? the^ 
ftreets ta hinder the fun from being trouble- 
fome, and they throw water upon it, to mafce 
the air coolerr All the fireets are'fpread with 
fand, well watered, and filled with fo great U 
quantity of flowers, that you can hardly 
tread upon any thing el fe. The repofitories 
are extraordinary large, and adorned with the 
greateft fplendour. 

No women go in the proceflion : the King 
*wa8 there in a black lutcfttihg taiFety fuit, a 
Ihoulder-belt of blue filk, edged with white 
his fleeves were of white tafFety, embroidered 
with filk and bugles ; they wete very long 
and open before : he had fmail fleeves hang- 
ing down to his wafte ; his cloak was wrap- 
ped about his arm, and he had on his collar 
of gold arvd precious ftones, at which their 
hung a little (heep in diamonds : he had alfo 
diamond buckles at his (hoes and garters, and 
a great hat-band of the fame, which fliined 
like the fun ; he had likewife a knot which 
buttoned up his hat, and at the~ bottom of 
that a pearl which they call the ^peregrine ; 
it is as big as the ruflet pearl, and of the fame 
fbape i it is pretended to be the fineft in 
Europe, and that both its colour and kind 
is in perfeftion* 

The 
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The whde court, without exception, fol*^' 
ipwed the holy facFamenr, ttie councils walked 
after it, without any order or precedency, juft 
as they happened to be, holding whiter wax 
candles in their hands ;• the King had one, and 
went foremott, next the: tabernacie where the 
fecrament was. It is- certainly^ one of the 
fineft ceremonies that can be jleen» I obferved 
that all the gentlemen of the bed-chamber 
had each a great gold key by bis fide^ Whichf 
opens the King's chamber, intoc which they 
can go when they will;* it is ^ large as m 
ceUar*door keyi. I there faw feveral knightsr 
ef Malta, who w€>re every one a cfx>fs of 
Malta, made of hollandj and' embroidered 
upon their cloaks ; ir was near two o'clock 
ami the prooeflion wac not yet gone ki ; when 
it pafled by the- palace, they -fired* feveral^ 
vockets, and other in vmtionsi > /.. ^ . « 

The King went to meet 'the proceffion at 
St. Mary's, which' is a church' near the pa^ 
lace. Upon this^ all the ladies begin to wear 
their fummer garments, they malee their baU 
eonies very fine, in which they have -either 
feveral baflcets* of flowers,, or bottles- filled 
with fweet water, which they throw about. 
whilft the.procefiion pafles by; commonly 
the thvee companies who guard the King, are

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Cornaro the Venetian Ambaflador, caufed 
their coaches to drive up to ours, and talked 
with us; when all on a fudden we faw a 
great illumination all along the walic, and at 
the fame time appeared fixtjr Cardinals upon 
niules, in theit habits and red caps ; after 
them followed the Pope ; he was carried upon 
a machine all covered with a foot carpet 5 he 
fat under a canopy in a great chair, and St. 
Peter's keyis laid upon a culhion, with a veflcl 
full of holy water of orange-flowers, with 
which he fprinkled every body. The fliew 
marched on gravely; and when they were 
come to the end of the Prado, the Cardinah 
began to play a thoufand cunning tricks to 
make his Holinefs merry; fome threw their 
hats upon the trees, and Handing directly un- 
der, they fell upon their heads again; and 
others flood upright upon the faddies of therr 
mules, and made them run as fdft thty could. 
There was a^aft nXimber of people followed 
them ; we aflced the Pope's Nuncio what this 
meant, and he aflbredus he underftood not 
any thing of it) and that he did not like thfs 
fort of mirth. He fent to enquire from whence 
the Holy College came in that manner ; and 
we underftood it was the Baker's Holy-day^ 
^nd that every year they make this fine 

ibew 
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ihew. The Nancio had a great mind to 
have tJifturbed them with a volley of cudgels, 
and had already commanded his attendants to 
begin the fray, but we interceded in the be* 
half of thefe poor people, who had no other 
intention than to celebrate tfae^feftival of therr 
faint. In the mean time, fome that had oveit. 
heard the orders wl^ich were given, and werb 
difturbers of the public peace, gave informal 
tion thereof to the Pope and Cardinals; this 
was enough to put all in confufion; every 
one efcaped as well as he could, and their fear 
made our pleafure fhort-^ived* In France 
fuch mafqiierades would not be fuffered ; but 
perhaps there are many things innocent in one 
country which would hot be'fo in another* ■'■>

, <« TherCaftilUans had their reafons why 
they wouid ncft let any fort of manufia&irQs 
be fet up in tlte Indies, nor any ihifFs made 
there, nor any of thofe things which are in- 
.difpenfably neceflTary. Thrs, 'pdlky .caufos 
evei^y tiung to go< from Eurogep and make 
.riie Indians, who paffionatdly Jore all ^the 
commodities and^ocnaments which come from 
.thence^ freely to facrifice their fxlver to their 
&ti$fa^ion» By this means, they are put out 

of 
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cf a capacity to grow rich, beceufe they are 
forced,, at very dear rates, to buy the leaft 
trifle ihey want, and with which they amuie 
them. 

•* Thp flota confifts of divers veflels loaden 
•with rich merchandizee which are fent to the 
Indies ; and there are other great fliips of war 
which are called galleons, which the King 
fends to convoy them. Thefe^ men of war 
ought not to carry any merchant goods, but 
the luft of gain tempts them againft the ex- 
prefs prohibition of the King ; and fometimes 
they are fo full laden, that if they fiiould 
happen to be attacked^ they could not defend 
themfeives. Whe^i thefe vefTels are ready to 
fail, the difpatch which the merchants obtain 
from the council of the Indies at Madrid for 
leave to^ fend -them^ eoft for each of them, 
from three to lix thoufand crowns, according 
to the bignefs of the vefleL It is eafy to ima- 
gine, that fince they give fo much, they are 
fitre of gaining a great deal more. • 

^ The /galleons go no further than Porto

•quantity of illver in bars zhi wedg-csy and 

divers merchandizes, which are c<mv^ed by 

land-carriage to Porto Veto, where the ga2<- 

leons are, and where there is kept one of the 

greateft fairs in the worU, for in lefi than 

forty or fifty days there is fold of all £ons of 

European goods, to the value, at kaft, of 

twenty millions of crowns ready money.. 

After the fair is over^ the galkons return to 

Carthagena, at wbicji j^^ce there i» a conft*' 

derabie trade for indiaA gooda, aAdtfaofeof 

the kingdom of St, Foy, as well as for thofe 

from Morrgenta* After thiS) th^ go to the 

Havanna, to take in ncccfiary provifions for 

this voyage, and ham thence they are oonw 

fQonljr two months ui failing from Oui)£. 

But as to the flota, it fiops at Porto Ricp to 

refrelh, and arrives at Vera Cri»& in five 

weeks, there they unload their merchandisesf 

fwhich is afterwards carried by land fourfcore 

leagues beyond, to the.gieat city of Mexico^ 

thp 
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Ae falc of them is quickly over, and the flota 
parts aftervfrard^ to go to the Havanna ; but 
this muft be paft^ only itr the month of April 
or September) becaufe of the north winds* 
The galleons are commonly nine months iii 
their voyage to Peru, and the flota is thirteen 
or foarteeti months; Tome particular ptrfons 
jgo thither allb at their own charge, after they 
have obtained leave from the King, and have* 
regifiered ttiemfelves at the Contrata^ftion at 
jSevUle 5 thefe go to the coaft of St. Domingo, 
Honduras, Caracas, anti Buenos Ayres« 

The money which comes dire^Uy from the 
)Ci<ig fi*om the Indies, muft be brought in one 
jgalleon ; this filver is deiivered to one of the 
xnafters of the mint, who pays to the King 
4»very voyage he makes, fix thoufand crowns, 
and he keeps one per Cent, of a)! the filver 
Ihat goes through his hands, which arifes 
high. As to the filver which belongs to par- 
ticular perfons, that is brought in what vefltls 
^y vAM choofe ; and it is the captain that is 
refpenfiMis for it. 

There is a certain duty which b called' 
avarhj and it is taken for a!} goods regiftered, 
and for aU the filver which is brought from. 
the Indies. ThiB dtity is fo confixkrable, 
that it is fuficicnt to fit out the ' galleons, 
.. . and 
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^-and the flota for their voyage, alcbotigh the 
charge amounts to nine millions of crowns^ 
hut that of the .flota is not Xo great. 

He that the King choofes to be general, of 
the galleons, advances to him fpurfcore oi; a 
hundred thoufand crowns, whi^h is repaid 
him in the Indies with great intereft. Every 
other captain does ^l£b advance money to the 
King, proportionable to tbp J^ignefs of the 
veiTel they command. There goes moreover 
with the galleons a patacha« which leaves 
them in the gulph Delas Yequas} ihe goes to 
the ifles of Margueretta, to fiih for pearls, of 
which they pay to the King a fifth part, that 
Is of all the .pead they take, and afterwards 
ihe comes to Carthageoa. 

Within thefe few years, there has been 
difcovered feventy leagues from Lima, fome. 
mines, which yield a vaft revenue ; thofe of 
Peru, and all the others in the Weft-Indies 
pay the King the iifth part* as well of the 
gold as the (ilver ^qd emeralds. There is at 
Potofy greater plenty of mines, than aoy where 
olfe^ the filver they, get thore is brought to 
Port de Ariga, and from thence it is fent to 
Callao. It is one of the ports of Lima^ whe^ 
ther the galleons come to efcort it* The 
Junj;dom of Peru yields ^Ji^x^ year in gold and 
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fijver to the v^lue of eleven millions of crowns. 
From New Spain is brought- five milliohs qf 
crownSf befides merchandifes, which arejcom- 
monly emeralds, gold, filver, cochineal, to* 
bacco, wool of Vigogne, CaoipechiL wood» 
and hides. 

*< It was a long while before they would^ 
ru0er any workmen in New Spain, that 
wrought in iilk or wool ; there are Ipaie now, 
and this may do feme hurt to the trade of 
AufF3 which are fent from Europe ; they are 
npt allowed to plant there any olive trees, or 
vines, that fo the oil and wine which is car- 
ried thither may fell the better. The King 
has the power in the Indies as well as Spain, 
to fell the bull of the Crulado, which is a 
licence to eat fleih every Saturday, and to 
enjoy the benefit of indulgences. 

** The Indian idolaters are not fubje£l to 
the inquifition in the Indies; that is eftar 
bliihed only againft Heretics and Jews. No 
ftrangers are fufFered to^o to the Indies ; but 
if at a^y time fome hapjpen to go, there muf): 
be a fpecial permiffion obtained, which is ^ery 
rarely granted; - . 

*< Ho)!|r is it poffible for me, continued 
Don Auguftin, to exprefs to you the beauty 
of the city of Mexico ; the churches, the 
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.pahc«», the public Jjaces:, the riches, tfcb 
ipr^uiion, the magnificence aiid tte pleafures, 
« city that IS fo happily iitiiated, that in all 
-feafons it enjoys a continual fpring, and where 
the heats are not at all exceffive, where thejr 
feel not the fcvcrity of winter. The country 
ii no lefs charming^ and the dowers and the 
fruits sit all times equally loadfng! the trees. 
/There you gather more t hah one crop in a 
year; thie lakes and ponds are full of fi(h, 
the grounds are \v^\l (locked with cattle^ the 
foreftis and woods afford exceirent fowl and 
wild beads ; the earth feems to open her 
bowels on purpofe to gire up the gold (be 
enclofes ; there are oiincs, or rocks of pre- 
cious ftones difcovered^ - and pearl are there 
ttken.'* Oh! iaid I^ tet twall gb^dwell in 
that country.- This defcription charms, but 
fts it is a loiig rojrage, it may be convenient, 
if you pleafe, madam, faid I to Donna The- 
refa, fmillhg, to'get oUr fupper before we go, 
I imftied lately to'dk'her by the 'hand, and we 
eamc Intb^a parlour, where I had ']ph)W3ed the 
heft muficiahs, who are bad' enough, and 
who in my opinion, have nothing Tfc'j-ccom- 
' m9hi 4hem but their deamefs.^ My cook 
liiadefisfon^ ragous after theFreh'ch manfner^ 
ti^hich Oontia Therefa found fo excellent, 

that 
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tlut file defired I would let her bftve the re- 
■ceipt how to drefs them. Don Auguftih in» 
treatied me Mo^ to let him buve fome of my 
lardiog-piDs, of which) really one may look 
all over $paiii» mid not luid fo siucfa as one* 
We tarried very late' together^ for in this 
feafon they Hi nf till four or five o'clock in 
<be mornings becaufe of the heats^ and the beft 
ijtne is in the night. 

There are certain days in the year» that 
every body goes out to take the air upon the 
bridges which crofs the river liilanfanareft; 
for at prefent all coaches are laid up; the 
gravel and feme little brooks help to make it 
very xrool and pleafiuit. The horfes endure a 
great deal in thefe walks, for nothing icati be 
more prejudicial to their feet than the flints 
upon which they continvally tread. In ceiw 
tain places of this river they make a ftand, 
*and there remain till two or three o'clock in 
'the morning ; there is very often a thoufatul 
coaches: fonoe particolar people bring vi£tuab 
to eat there, and others ilng and play upon 
feveral infiruments ; all this is very pleafant 
in a fine night : There are fome perfons who 
waih or bathe themfelves, but indeed it is 
itfter an ugly manner. The Danifb ambafiW- 
dor's lady did it lately $ her peopk go a little 
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before her, and dig a great hole in the gravel, 
which prefently fills itfelf with water, intd 
which the lady comes and thrufts herf^If ; 
you may imagine how pieafiint fuch a bath is, 
and yet this is the only way.that can be made 
ufe of in this river. 

You will not be ibrry, perhaps, to know, 
that in making out a perfon's nobility here, k 
muft be proved, that they' are defccnded both 
by father aod mother from Vitjos Chriftiams^ 
that i«, from ancient Chrifiians. The bltf- 
miih which they ought to fear is, their being 
alliod to aay Jewiih or Moorifli famiry. 

As the people of Bifcay and Navarre were 
defended £con the invafion of the Barbarians, 
1^ the hoigiht and ruggednefs of their moun- 
taihs, io they efteem themfelves all Cavetieros, 
^vcn to the meaneft water-bearer; for in 
^patn, the children fometimes take their mo- 
ther's name, if ihe is of a better family than 
the father. It is certain, that there are hw 
families entire, and whofe name and nobility 
have not been borne by an only daughter, 
and mixed wich another family : that of Ve- 
lafco is not of this number, for they reckon 
lip ten Conneftables of Caftile fucceiEvely 
lEom father to fon. Here is one thing very 
lafigular* and that which is not allowed in 
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any other couiury, and that is, that foundHng^i 
or children found by chance, afe reckoned 
noble, and bear the title of Hidalgos, and 
enjoy all the privileges annexed to the nolrili- 
ty$ but to this end, they muft j^rove, that 
they were foundlings, and were maintained 
and bred in the hofpital where fuch children 
are kept* 

There are in Spain fome great families, 
which hold almoft all their eftates by the title 
of Mayorargo $ and when it happens that all 
of the name are dead, and that the next a- kin 
is a male, though he be a natural fon, yet he 
ihall inherit ; and for want of fuch, the eldeft 
domeflic (hall take the name and the arms of 
his mater, and inherit %is eflate. And this 
ii one reafosn why the younger brothjcrs of 
othec' hoiifes, gs noble and illuftrious, do not 
fcorn 10 be fervants to thefe, and their :hopes 
are pretty well grounded ; for it often happens 
that families are exttnA, becaufe the Spaniih 
women have fewer children than the women 
of other countries* 

: There lately happened zy^ry great misfor- 
tune to a young wornun of quality, called 
Donna Clara; 0ie could not preferve her 
heart againft the charms of Count deCaftr»llo, 
a man of the court, very witty and handfome^; 
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tb? Cavelfero bad the rcKrrcrt t& fittfk kr 
Wkh^ut defigniiig it^ be was fgiior^Dt of tbe 
IncliBationt (ht had ffrr bim, and fo did nol^ 
ifikfiroYe ht» h^pfinefir. Aad thougb tbe fa- 
ther Qf this amfable crcatvre wad a^^feiit^ yei 
flie did not enjoy tbe .more Viftttfj b^caufe 
her brotlier, whofe nairie was Don* Henrrqued^. 
to whofe care her father had recommeflded 
h^Ty con tinoaliy watched over her a^dtr^ns and 
heh^vfotiT) flke durfl not fpeak to bim (be 
loved ; and tbts> v^sr & double mafjryrdojii) not 
W be abk ID Mike hor €«m|4a}|it, and t« 
^vide ber grief ii^hh bim that caurtd it. But 
lit laft jQie refolved to write to biiyi) and ta 
iiod oitt fome way that the letter ihouid come 
t<> hisJiands i but as tbtt was a bupfincft of 
the higbeft cDnfe^tience to her, I0 ike was wk 
^ ftand about the choice Of a toiffickiil f and 
liere {he flopped for fofne time^ tiU at laft tbt

He believed her criminal, and in' the exce/s 
of his rage, without fignifyin^ or making the 
leaft fliew, he one night went into the cham- 
ber of the unfortunate Donna Clara, and a^' 
fhe was in a deep fleep, he ftrangled her in 
the^itibft barbarous'manner ioiaginable., 

• Neverthelefs, though it Was knov^n that he 
was the author of fo wicked an a<9i<i>ni yet he 
wa$ not profecuted, for he had too much ere* 
dit and interell; and befides, this poor gen- 
tlewoman had ho kindred but whai 'was his. 
and they were utiwilling to encreafe the nais- 
fortunes of their family, which were alfei^dy 
but too great. 

After this wicked fa£^, Henriques feigned a 
great fit of devotion; he appeared no more in 
publfc, and had mafs faid at his lioufe^ and 
faw very few pepplfc j fot* he was very appfre- 
henfive that Cbunt Caftfillo (wlio had not 
diffembied his grief, buk had 'let It vifibljr ap- 
pear) would at laft be revenged for his mif- 
trefs. Tor indeed he moft carefully fought all 
oppprtunities, At^ length, after having at- 
tempted all (ixi^ginable ways, he found out 
on6 which Iticc^^ded. ' ' /' 

' He difguiftd'himfclf like M ffguador^ that 
i8> a water-bearer i thcfe fort of 'people load 
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an afs with fcveral great pitchers, and ib cany 
them about the city ; they wea^r thick coarfe 
-clotfay their legs are naked, and their lhoet^ 
are either cut or flaflied, or elfe they. have 
foals made faft with firings. Our lover thus 
difguiied, waited all day. long, leaning upon 
the fide of a fpring-well, whofe waters he 
increafed by his tears ; for this well waa juft 
againft the houfe where he had :fo often' ieen 
his dear and fair Clara, and there it waaalfo 
where tiie inhuman Henriques dwelt. As the 
Count, kept his eyes continually upon this 
houfe, he perceived one of the cafements half 
open, and at the fame time his enenqr to draw 
near it; he had a looking- glafs in bis handy 
in which he was looking at himtelf.

fues'i peopfe were biljing out ^pofii th^

mcfdiately came out of their coach^and refcuedi 
him fo fpaibnabty, that he made hU efcape^^ 
avid 'we dtr not .yet hear -whete he ia; I am 
concerned for him, becaafe I know him, and 
that hi is a veryhoneft man« 

itHS very common in this country,. to,aflar-« 
fmatieone for feveral caufes^ and CQfk>m evea 
autborffeis the fadi, for every angry difi^fence;

hat, Ills handkerchief, or his glove, or haa

I wis lately loM'oV a. confiderable mzny that 
after 'he had 4ivied tv^eoty year9 in the Jadies^^ 
to avoid ati-ilt turii fronsk another to whom he 
had given &me offence,. and: having undtrftood 
that not only he but his fon was dead^ believed 
bimfelf feciiire. He= returns •to Madrid, after 
having taken cafe tci change his name that he

The ta6n flfat coihmit ttfaefe horrid ac-» 
tioos are eonimonly hir^d. fioAi Valeatia. It 
i& a city in S^afA; whofe peopik>are'wicked U> 
tfxcefer'; theft is not any 'Crlmc-'Whieh they 

ifAl i&ol deliberately •commit foe moneys shey 
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WM(r ftilectos^ and iifc-^aniif, which go off 
wUhottt any noife. . There are two.ioits of 
thefe ftilectos ; one about the length of aihort 
pomard» but not thicker than .a thick needle^ 
and made of excellent ftedy^fquare, and fluicp 
edged. This inftrument: wounds mortaUy» 
for entering very deep, and.making.no bigger 
an orifice than a needle, no blood comes out, 
nay»< hardly can one perceire the £lace where 
it entered, and To being impoffible to drefs it, 
they almoft conftantly die. The other fort is 
longer, and no thicker than the little finger^ 
but fo hard and ftrong, that I have feen .one 
of them at one blow ftruck through a thick 
walnut* tree table. Thefe fort of arms are 
forbidden to be carried in Spain, as bayonets 
are in France } neither is it lawful to carry 
thofe pocket-pifiols which iire without noife ; 
but notwithftanding the probibiliQi^.reveral 
perfons make ufe of them* 

I have been told, that a perfon of qtialky, 
thinking he had a juft caufe to deftroy one of 
jiis enemies, weut.toi a bandolero of Valentia^ 
aoid gave bim a fum of money to muj'der him, 
but afterwards be was reconciled }to his enemy | 
aftfd being' willing to ufe a good "conference^. 
he made it bii firft bufmefs to ac^qiiajnt the.

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liugbt have a care not to kill ihW man. ^ The 
bandolero feeing his fervice needlefs, offered 
to return the tnontj^ but be that gave it in- 
treated, hinv to keep it ; * ^< Well, fays ^ be, I 
am a man of bonof, I fliall keep your mo*- 
ney, and I wiilikill your man.*'' The lather 
earneftiy begged ^im to . do nothing, feeiiig 
they were now friends. ** Look you, Tay^ 
he to him, all that I can ilpv i< tb give you 
your choice, whether it flull be you or him, 
for to gain your, money boneftly, there is a 
neceffity for me to kill one of you." And 
notwithflanding all the intreaties of this per- 
fon, be periifted in his defign, and executed 
it. It would have been an eafy matter to 
have feized bimv but there was too much dan-» 
ger in it; for thofc bandoleros are fo nume- 
rous and uniied, that, if any one of tbem 
ihould be executed, the death of hioi is cer- 
tainly and quickly revenged. Thefe wretches 
are never without a lift of. the wicked adions 
they have committed,, and reckon it an honor 
to them ; .and when any one would fer them 
on work, they fliew. their .Uft, and aik whe- 
ther they defire them quickly difpatched, or 
to give them a languUhiiig woundt^i Thefe 
are th« moft pcrnicioua people in tl^e univerfe; 
IniAsod if I were to tell you M the tragical 
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flofits nrfaicb.l :bcbr every day, yoa wouM 
grfint that this couiitry. is thf very tkeacre of 
the moft homd iceaes in ihe wodd« Love

I wotrid not be tkonght.to j&x 
cUs charader upon the whole.nation ; it may^ 
ht afirmed that there axe as good piraple m 
Spain asin any part of<the world, and that thejt 
are endowed with ' a wonderful greatnefs o£ 
mind. I will give you fome inftances of 
this laft, wbicii perhaps you may lodk upoa 
as follies, for every thing has two handles. 

The Conneftftble de CafttUe is certainly 
one of the richeft lords of the court in hnds^ 
but as he has the fame fault as others in high 
ftatibn, which is, to be cairelefs in ilookiftg; 
after his i htereft, fb te b badly ftirnkbed wkhi 
money. The peniftons Which, tbe King al.«> 
lows him, as be is Doyen, or Chief of she 
Coimcil of State, Conneftablfe of CafliUe^ 
anB Grand Falconer, are fo coDfiderafak; as 
to fuppty all -his wants, b«t^ bfd haaghty^ 
<th8t he will not teoeive wof tlmg upon thait 
acoount. He gives this reafon : ^< That whttn 
a fubjeft has eftate enough to li^ upon, h9 

ought 
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ought, not to be charg«aMe to his prince, btit 
fhould ferve him, and efteem himfelf happy ; 
that to be paid for what he does b mercenary 
and flaTiih/' 

The Duke d' Areas, alius d'Averio, hath 
likewife another obftinate humour ; he pre* 
tends that the King of Portifgal has ufurped 
the crown from his family, and therefore 
when he fpeaks of him, he never calls him 
any thing, but Duke de Bragance $ in the 
mean while, this man has forty thoufand 
crowns a year in Portugal, of which he does 
fiot enjoy a farthing, becaufe he will not fub* 
mit to kifs the King's hand, nor to do him 
homage. 

< The King of Portugal hath (ent htm word» 
that he will dtfpenfe with his coming himfelf, 
provided he will fend tn hb dead one of bis 
jbns, either the eldeft or the youngeft,. which 
he pleafes, and that he will permit him to re- 
ceive his reiits^ and likewife wilt pay him aU 
the arrears, which amount to an immenfe 
fum* The Duke d* Averio will not fo much 
as hear It mentioned : he fays, <^ That feeing 
he has loft the cf own, it would be a fliame for 
forty thoufand crowns a year, to fubmit to 
the ufurper ; that the greater evih take away 
the fenfe of the lei&rj that the glory the 

King 
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Ring would receive froih 'his fiiotnage, woot«f 
exceed the profit he gets from his revenue 9 
and that be would have caufe to reproach hhn-^ 
for having done an^ honour to him which was 
not his due. 

^ The laft I referVe for yoii, ts the Prmcd 
Deftillaho; he hath ptaces and €6mmiffions 
to difpofedf at the Cfontratraidion in Seville, 
to the value of fourfcore thoufand livres per 
annum. He had ratiier lofe them, than fo much 
as fet bis hand to the neceilary difpatches (yf 
bufinefs, ftying,- << It is net agreeable tb^he 
ge^erofity of fuch a Cavellero as he is, to 
trouble himfelf to fign bis jUaihe for (b fmal) 
a matter s" for youmiuft Icnow that thde four- 
fcore thoufand livres are not in one articlet 
there may be ai)ove thirty j and^^benbis ftcre* 
tary prefehts tohim a difpatch or griidt of t 
place, worth four or five' thoufand livres, hit 
will refufe tbfign it,- and ^led|ies'hi». quality, 
always faying, Efti es una mineriay.%hkt is.

But that #hich is terrible ta^ there are Intt 
few perfotts in this conntry, of either Ibc^.aild 
even of thofe:. whole' quality 'diAinguifliea 
them, that arefrte from that curfefl idifeafe^ 
their children either hring it into the wCNldi 
^wiA them from their inother'i vfdmb» xor fuck 

it 
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it from the nurre ; a virgin maj juftly be 
(u(pc£ted to |Mve it, and they ane with diffi- 
culty perfuaded to be cured of it, they are fa 
likely to fiiit. again into the lame condition. 
But doubtle& this diieafe is not fa dangerous 
in Spain as in other countries, for 4hey ftiil 
pseferve their hair very fine, and their teetb 
very good : at Court, and amongft the women 
of th^ higheft quality, they difcoiMfe of it as- 
they do of a fever, or the meagrims, and they 
all bear the diflempeir patiently, without fa 
much as troubling themfelves one minute 
about it* As they know not but that the 
moft virtuous women, and the youngeft child 
may have 'it, fo they never let Uoad in the 
arm^ but always in the foot; they will let 
a chUd three weeks old be blooded in the foot^ 
and ..this is io confiderable a cnftom among 
them, that unleft it be feme very able fur* 
geon,. they know not how to let blood in the 
arm. } was indifpofed, and was obliged, to 
make ufe of the French Ambaflador*s valet 
de cbaittbre, (olet me blood in the arm. By 
all that I have told ryou, it is .eafy to judges 
that this is the nuptial preient which a Spa? 
niard makes. to his wife, and that though they 
marry, they do not quit their miftrefles, be 
they never fo dangerous. Every time chele 

miftrefl'^i 
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miftreflles are let blood, their gallants ar^ 
obliged tagive them a cooipleat new fait of 
apparel ; and yet you muft obfervc they wear 
ten or twelve petticoats at a time j fo that 
this caufes * no orJinary expence% The Mar- 
quis de Liche underflanding that his miftrefs 
•was juft let bloody and fo could not tarry till 
the taylor made her a fuit which he intended 
for her, he fent her one that wast jjuft brought 
home for the Mardiionefs his lady^» who is 
extreamly beautiful. It is a common faying 
with him, '^ That to be the happiefl: man, 
he would only wifh for a miftrefs as htodfomc 
as his wife." 

The great lords who return very rich 
from their govcinments (where for the moft 
.part they go poor enou^, and where th^ 
pillage and extort all they caTi, becaufe they 
are but for five years time} do not lay out 
their money when they come home, in the 
purchafe of lands ; they keep it in their 
chefls, and as long as it lafts, they live at a 
great rate, for they think it is below them to 
improve their money.

had rather qhpdfe to lead a mean poor lifc^ 
;(ro It be npc obferved) without any train, 
grandeur, or di{lttidion» provided it be but at 
Madrid. 

It is very feldom that a father lets bis Ion 
travel abroad, but 4Kcep6 hina at home, an<I 
AifFers him to take up whatcuftom he pleafes $ 
you may e^^ily believe, that generally thefe 
are none of the beft ; for there is a certain 
age, when youth zkas at nothing elfe^ but to 
gratify their appetite and enjoy their plea- 
fures. One intices znd draws another, an<l 
that which ought to be fevierely reproved, 
is authorized by the example of tbofe, on 
whom they depend* They alfo make them 
marry, as one . may fay, as foon as they 
are out of their cradles. At the age of fixteen 
or ieyenteen years they turn into the world a 
young man with a wife that is but a child, 
^id this at once makes him lefs capable of 
knowing bis duty, and renders him more lia* 
ble to debauchery, becaufe he is his own 
mafijBr under no controul : by this means, hq 
paiTes hi^ life in a chimney-cqrner, like a oiati 
in his decrepid j3ld age ; and becaufe : this geiH 
tie fluggard is of an illuftrious family, he 
muft be cbofen to, govern a people that muft 
filfferi through bis igoor^ice i but that wliich 

is 
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is fill) worfe, is, that fuch a man taking him- 
felf for fome great and knowing perfon, afls ' 
only by his own head, without confuttiilg or 
advifing with any body, and (o does' every ' 
thing aukwardJy and abfurdly. The wife ' 
poflibly may not be better ftored with wit 
and parts; her mighty greatnefs, with which 
flie prides herfelf, is the only thing that cart 
make her be regarded ; and thus perfons of 
the higheft capacity, muft be fubjeft to two, 
animals, which are made their fuperlors. 

But on the other hand, let us be juft, and , 
render to Caefar his due. It muft be owned, 
that when heaven hath been fo kind to a 
Spaniard, as to'gfvc him a good education, 
and hath* let him travel and fee the world, he 
makes a better improvement than any o:her 
perfon. Nature has been kinder to them 
than they are to themfelves ; they are born 
with more wit than others ; they have a great 
quicknefs of mind, joined with great foli- 
dity ; they fpeak and deliver their words with 
cafe J they have a very extenfive memory ; 
their ftyle is clofe and concife, and they are 
quick of apprehenfion : it is eafy to teach 
them whatever they have a mind to j they 
arc pcrfeft mafters in politics, and when 
Vot. IL F there 
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there is a neccffity for it, they are temperate 
and laborious. Without queftion, feveral 
gceat qualities may be found amongft thetn, 
fuch as gcnerofity, fecrefy, friendfhip, bra- 
very, and in a word, all thofe endowments 
of mind, which contribute to make a per* 
fed, good, and virtuous man. And here 
metbinks I have a fair opportunity to con- 
cliide this letter, and to beget in you an 
efieem of thefe people. I fhould not be forry 
if I could procure them this happinefs ; for 
their manners do not fuit fo bad with me as 
with a great many others, who cry out againft 
them and condemn them, before they have 
either examined or known them. For my 
part I muft confefs, that there are here both 
good and bad, as there are in all other parts 
of the world..* -

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LETTER XII. 

HERE is a general rejoicing fince the 
arrival of the Marquis de los Balbaces, 
who brought certain news that the Moft 
Chriftian King had granted Mademoifelle to 
the King of Spain. He fo impatiently ex- 
peSted thefe tydings, that there was hardly an 
hour pafied that he did not enquire if the 
courier was come, and as foon as he knew 
it, he immediately went to hear Te Detim at 
our Lady d' Atocha's church. As the ladies 
do not go there, fo they are content to drefs 
themfelves very fine, and place themfelves in 
their windows. I chofe this, and I thought I 
ihould have been cboaked and blinded, it was 
fo exceflive dufty. I faw the King in his 
coach of green oil-cloth ; he had but a (mall 
attendance^ for about twenty halberdiers, 
ck>athed in yellow^ with trufs breeches like 
the pages, mad^ up^ fai^ guard, marching be- 
fore and behind him. The courtier's coaches 
indeed that accompanied him were fo nume- 
rous, that they coitid hardly be told; the 

F 2 people 
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pie every where crowding, even to the tops of 
the houfes, crying out Viva el Rey Dios le 
Benidiga, and feveral added, Viva el Reina 
nuejira Sinnora, There waa not the Jeaft 
houfe or Areet without having tables fpread ; 
every one had garlic, leeks, and^onions in 
their hands, inlbmuch that they perfumed the 
air with them, and they were even debauched 
with drinking his Majefty's health in water : 
for, dear coufin, though I have already men- 
tioned it to you, yet I think I may repeat 
it here, that there never were people fo tem- 
perate as thefe, efpecially in wine y and they 
have fo ftrange an abhorrence for thofe that 
arc guilty of intemperance, that by their law 
a man who can be proved but once to have 
been drunk, is refufed for being a witnefs in 
any court of juiHce where he is produced, and 
after a (harp reproof is fent away. And if it 
happen, that one calls another boracho^ that is 
drunkard, this injury is fure to be revenged 
with murder. 

That night the King was at Antocha, we 
illuminated all our faoufes with great flam- 
beauxs of white wax, which they call haehasi 
they are longer than thpfe that are ufed in 
Paris, to light the coaches at night, but 
withal they are a great deal dearer, not only 

becaufc 
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btcaufe the wax is brought at great charges 
from other parts of the world, but alfo bc- 
caufe there is a prodigious quantity of it con- 
fumed in Spain, And when they make illu- 
minations, they are not contented to fet up 
four or fix flambeauxs, but they muft put two 
in every balcony, and two at each window^ 
up to the higheft ftory ; there are fomc hdufes 
which thus require four or five hundred. 
Every where there were bonfires made, and 
we went to the palace to fee a mafquerade of 
a hundred and fifty lords, which they faid 
was to be there, I cannot imagine why they 
call this diverfion by that name, for they 
were not all maflced ; commonly they chufe 
the darkeft night« All the courtiers were 
mounted upon their filneft horfes, every horfe 
was covered with filver gauze, and houfings 
embroidered with gold and pearl. The Ca- 
velleros were cloathed in black, with coloured 
tabby fleeves, embroidered with filk and bu- 
gles ; they wore fmall hats buttoned up with 
diamonds, and in them a plume of feathers ; 
they had rich fcarfs, and many jewels s but 
with all this, their black cloaks, and their 
ugly collars ftrangely disfigure them. Th^y 
ride on horfeback like the Turks and Moors, 
that is, 93 they call it a genitaj their ftirrups 

F 3 arc 
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are fo fhort, that their knees are even wlth» 
and reft upon the tops of the horfes (boul- 
ders. I cannot yet reconcile my eyes to this 
faihion ; they fay, that thus they can better 
raife and put themfelves forth againft any that 
aiTault them. 

But to return to the mafquerade; they all 
met together at an appointed place, which ge- 
nerally is dt one of the gates of the city. 
The ftreets through which they were to go, 
were all ftrewed wi|h fand, and on every fide 
there were a kind of chafing-diflies fet upon 
poles, which befides the wax flambeaux 
gave a great light; there were alfo placed 
f^veral very clear lanthorns in windows, which 
made a very finet^^w. Every Cavellero had 
a great many footmei>, which were cloathtd 
in cloath of gold and filver ; they went by 
their mafter's fides with flambeauxs. The 
Cavelleros marched four in a rank very foftly, 
each of them holding a flambeau alfo ; they 
w^nt all over (he city, attended withtrum- 
pets^ timbrels, bagpipes, and flutes, and wheiv 
they came to the palace, which was illumi- 
nated, and the, court covered with fand i they 
took feveral turns, and ran and puflied againft 
one another with a defign to throw each other 
dovro with (befe tricks. Prince Alexander 

de 
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de Parma, who is of a prodigious bignefs, fell 
down, and the fall of him made as great a' noite 
as the tumbling down of a moderate high hill, 
they had much difficulty to carry liim offj for 
he was grievoufly bruifed with his fall ; there 
were feveral of them with their great fpe^a- 
cles on, but particularly the Marquis de 
Aflorgas, who does not only wear them for 
gravity fake, biit for need, as he' is bid ; bdC 
yet'forali that he is froUcfome ; he wiirfie 
Mayor Domo to the young Queen, and he is 
'a Grandee of Spain. 

Arid now I fpeak of a Grandee of Spain, 
Doii Fernand de Toledo told me the other 
day an aflTair'pleafaht enough : His father-in- 
law, who is the Marquis de Palacois, lives at 
a horrid profufe rate, for it feems he is one 
of thofe profefied gallants of the ladies of 
the palace, and to arrive to that, he muft 
both have a great deal of wit, arid (hew abun- 
dance of magnificence ; I mean a certain pe- 
culiar fort of wit, that is neat and refined ^ 
he muft have choice phrafes and expreflions, 
and fome ways and modes not common ; he 
muft undefitand to write both in p'rofe and 
verfe, and to be a proficient in it. In a 
word, he /nuil both talk and perform in this 

F 4 palace 
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palace gallantry after quite a different manner 
ihan that which is ufed in the city. 

But to return to the Marquis de Palacois. 
.There was a public feftival appointed by the 
King, this Marquis wanted money to appear 
there ; he is Lord of feveral towns, it came 
into his head to go down poft to them ; as 
foon as he arrived, he immediately caufed pa- 
pers to be put up, specifying, " That all thofe 
of that town which defired to be made Gran- 
dees, fliould direSIy come to him." There 
was not either juftice, burgefs, or tradefman, 
who was not prefentl/ hi led with vehement 
ambitious defires for the Graiideza, his houfe 
was crowded with all forts of people ; he 
agreed with them, every one feverally in pri- 
vate, and got as much as he could uf them, 
and afterwards he made them all be covered 
before him, and gave them patents in form 
juft as tKe King does, when he makes aiiy 
one a Grandee. His invention fucceeded too 
well in the Hrft town, not to pra6Hce it in the 
reft : he found amongft them the fame difpo.- 
fuion to give him money^ that through his 
means they might be Grandees ; with this 
tricki he got a confiderable fum and away he 
comes, and makes a fplendid &ew at court, 

but 
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but as a man is feidom without enemies, fo 
there- were fome perfons that had a mind to 
make ufe of this pleafant frolic to put him out 
of the King's favour. His Majefty was told 
of it, and the Marquis juftified himfelf well 
enough, by faying all thofe to whom he had 
granted permiffion to be covered before him, 
being born his vaflTals, they owed more refpe£l 
than to dare to take this liberty without his 

' leave, and that therefore he had made 
them Grandees, as to himfelf. And after 
this the matter was looked upon as a merry 
jeft. 

This Marquis comes often to fee us, and 
as he belonged to the late court, fo yefterday 
he told me, that a famous aftrologer being one 
day with the late King in the terrace-walk of 
the palace, the King afked him the height of 
that place, he gazed up into the air, and 
named a certain height. The King privately 
ordered them to raife the pavement of the 
terrace about three or four fingers, and in^thd 
night it was done. The next morning ht 
caufed the aftrologer to come to him, and 
being upon the terrace with him, fays he to 
him, " I fpoke laft night of the height you 
told me of this walk, but there were Jbme 
who maintained you were miftakcn." **' Sii*, 

F 5 fays 
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(ays be^ I dare (ay, I was not miftaken.'*' 
'< But coniidcir it weli, fays the King, and 
afterwards we will make him afliamed, wha 
boafts bimfelf to be a more knowing man 
than you." He immediately began again to 
make his obfervations i the King faw hiov 
change colour, and feemed to be at a great 
lofs i but at laft he drew nigh the King, and 
faid, ^* What I told your Majefty yeiterdayr 
was true, but Co- day I find that the terrace is 
raifed, or the heayens are funk down a little 
lower." The King frailed, and told him the 
trick he had put upon him. 

That I may give you an account of other 
matters, I muft tell you that the King has in 
his family three perfons, whom by way of 
eminency are called, the great officers, the 
Mayor Domo Mayor, the Sumilier of the 
Body^ and the Mafter of the Horfe. Thefe 
three places are thus diftinguifhed, the Mayor 
Domo commands in the palace, the bufineft 
of the Sumilier of the Body, is in the King's 
chamber^ and the Mafter of the Horfe, or* 
ders all things in every place,, except the pa- 
lace.. 

After thefe come the Gentlemen of the 
King's bed-chamber, they wear at their gir- 
dle foe a mack of their dignity^ a golden key;. 

There 
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There are three forts of thefc keys ; the firft, 

gives the employment of the Gentlemen of 

the bed-chamber j the fecond, the entrance 

with the employment^ and the third is called, 

Clav2e Capona, which only gives entrance 

into the anti-chamber. The number of thefe 

gentlemen are great, there arc forty of thofc 

for fervice, who take it in turns every day,, 

and for the mod part they are Grandees of 

Spain. The Mayor Domo, that is to fay, 

the Steward in ordinary, has the fame accefs- 

as the Gentlemen of the bed-chamber. The 

perfons of the higheft quality fill up thefe 

places, for the moft part they are the fecond 

ions of the Grandees, . they wait in turns^ 

every week, and when the High Steward is 

abfenr, they are invefted with his power ;, 

thefe alfo introduce foreign minifters when 

they have audience; there are eight of them,, 

Ibmetimes more, but feldom fewen. 

The King hath three companies for his^ 
guards, but they have not any thing that 
agrees with one another. The Marquis de' 
l**alces commands the Flemifli or Burgundian- 
guard i it confiils of a .hundred halberdiers,, 
and although here they call them the Yeomen 
of the guard, yet they may be calledl the 
Life guard ; the German guard confifts of the 

fame. 
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fame number, Don Pedro de Arragon is Cap* 
tain of it ; the Spani(h . guard is alfo coni<» 
polled of a hundred halberdiers^ and are pom.- 
manded by the Count de los Arcos. He is 
likewife Captain of another company of one* 
hundred Spani-arcls^ called the Guards bif the 
Lancilla, and this never appears but at great 
ceremonies, and at the funerals of Kings« 
The affairs of the flate are managed by a 
chief minifter^ whom they call Pri.vado ; he 
hath under hi'm' a Secretary of ftate, whofe 
office is in the palace. All bufinefs that comes 
to the King and the mhiiffier^ ought to pais 
dired^Iy through his hands, and as he dif- 
patches alfo whatever the King orders, fo he 
is CzWed Sccretario del defpacho UniverfeU 

The couiKil of' ftate, and divers other 
council's examine all matters^ and the King 
or the chief nriinlfier, afterwards determine 
them, there are a great many coiinfellors i, 
here follo>V' tfi6 nam^^ of thoft vvhich at pre- 
fent campofe the Coundl of ftate, viz. The 
Conftablede Caftillei of the family ' of 'the 
Vakfaco's, is ttte Prefidfent ; theTDuke d'AIbe, 
the Duke de Medina Celi,' £)dn Pfedro d'Ar- 
ragon, the Admiral of Caftile, 'the Rdafquis 
de Aftorgas, the Printe'de StiUano, the Diike 
4e Ofluna, theCou'tic de Chincon, t>on Vin- 
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c^nt Gprzs^a, Prince jLe G usdhiUo, Don LewU 
Portocarrero, Cardinal Archbifhop; of Toledcp, 
the Marquis de Licbes^ the. Marquis de los 
Balbares, Don Diego Sarmit^tp, Don MeU 
Chios Navarra,. the M^arquis. dc^LofveJef^. the 
Marquis de Manfera^ and the D\xk^ de AL- 
burquerque. 

Befides this council, which is the principal,, 
there is that of the inquiiition of war,, of the 
orders of Arragon, of the Indies, jq( Italy, of 
Hazienda, of the Croifado, and of Flanderjs ; 
there is alfo t^ie qhaoxber of CaQille, of the 
Alqades de Corta, of the Contraduria, De 
Apofento, Delas B^ofque^ Reaks, . De Miir 
liones, and De (l^ompetancias. But do not 
think, dear coulin, tbac the fakries and pro- 
fits of thofe places are fnaall. For inftance, 
the counsellors of the councij of the Indies, 
niake fron% eighteen, to twenty thouf<ind 
crowns a year of their places. And. here it 
is pertinent to tell you,, that it is thought no 
places are fold in this country, at leajft it is 
hot known ^, in. all appearance they are be- 
flowed upon merit <5r biiitb,^ but y^C under- 
ftaqd, there . ate fucK confider^ble prefents 
made, that to get a Viceroyalty they will giyje 
fiVe thoufaiid pifioles, and fometimes niiorei 
Ti^^ which WQuld be qaliqd buying in anoth^^: 

Qountryji, 
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couhfrjTs at Mtdrid h termed givi'ifg a regariO) 
that is, making a prefeilt, and one is Equiva- 
lent to the 'other, with this difFererice,- that a 
place, or a government which ohe buys, is 
jour's a^ long 2fs you live, ^nd fometimes 
pafles by inheritk'nce to your children, either 
by natural right, or the conceSion of the 
prince ; bat in Spain they enjoy a place which 
cofts them very dear, only three or five years 
at atott. It is eafy to' believe that thofe who 
advance Co much, are V^dry certain to reimburfe 
Aemftlves both principal and intereft. From 
this pradice the people are horribly opprefled, 
they have perpettially upon them, either a 
Bt^ Viceroy, dr Governor, which comes from 
draining himfelf of all the ready money Which 
he could either make of his own and fome- 
times of his friends, to bribe the court. Thus 
he comes hungry, and has but a fhort time to 
enrich himfelf i and fo the poor people are on 
M hands pillaged, without fo much as being 
^le to have their complaints heard. But it 
16 yet quite another thing in the Indies, where 
gold is fo plentiful, and they are fo farTrom 
the King and his minifters. It is certaiil they 
bring froth thence immenfe fuihs, as I think* 
i have already intimated to you, even the re- 
ligious as Hthey call them^ who are fent to 

preach. 
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preach there, return not irithom forty or fifty 
thoutand crowns, which they have heaped upb 
ui foer or five yt^vs time. So notwkhftand^ 
ing tbeir vow of pov«eity^ they find out the 
fecret -of growing rich ; and during their life 
they are faiSsred to enjoy thte fruit of their 
nUfiiofi^ 

The nfK)iiafterre8 here, have yn another 
p«ece of crafty which commonly focceeds^ 
when a religious perfon or friar ha)>pens to be 
the only £>n. If his father is rjcli, they beg 
him to leave his eftate to the conv^nt^ where 
his foil has taken the habit, upon condition 
that he ibaJl manage and enjoy it wkilft he 
Kves, bat after his death tlKtt the inonaftery 
(hall inherit it^ and put up prayers, and fay 
mafies for the father and. the foa. By thi^ 
means there are profeded friars which have 
ten thoufand crowns a year at dieir difpofah 
This affluence in a country where reafon has 
but little power over the affedions, does not 
always make them more holy ; and if there 
are any that ufe it well^ there are abundance: 
which abufe it. 

It is known, that every year there comes 
from the Indies, above five and thirty millions 
of crowns, but yet not a quarter part of this 
ever goes into the -Kiing of Spain's cofFem*

Tbefe treafures fpread themfelves over all 
Europe; the French, £agli(h, Dutch, and 
the Genoefe, draw away the beft Xhares of it* 
Methinke, thi« does not fuit with the xefined 
policy of the Spaniards^ to wafte iheir own 
fubjeds in digging gold out of the mines, to 
let other nations, with whom they are often 
at war, reap the profit ; but the natural lazi* 
nefe which hinders them from working, and 
having no manufadures of their own, obliges 
them to have recourfe to thofe who can fur* 
iiifl) their country with the merchandizes they 
want. 

As ftrangers dare not veature to go there^. 
becaufe it is upon no lefs penalty than hang- 
ing, fo they contrive to fend their effects in 
the names of the Spaniih merchants, with 
whom they meet all the fidelity imagin- 
able; and if the King would, he could not 
hinder ftrangers from receiving what is pro- 
perly theirs ; for the Spaniards upon this oc- 
caiion, had rather lofe their lives than any 
wiK)ng ihould come to another. There is 
one thing remarkable, and that is, when the 
flota comes to an anchor at Cadiz, there are 
jmen who make public profeflion. to af&ft in 
cheating the King of his cufloms upon filver 
and other merchandizcts. It is as much their 

trade. 
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trade and livelihood, a^ for a banker to deal 
in money. They call them inatadof&s .a^d 
as much knaves as they are towards the King, 
yet one muft do them the right to fay, they 
are not fo to the private men which agree wit|i 
them for a certain rewai<J, fecurely to lodge 
their filver in fuch a place of the city as they 
fhall deflre. And this pradice is fo certain 
and fafe, that one never hears of any that 
have violated . their truft : it were eafy to 
punifh thefe men for^the frauds .they are guilty 
of againft the King, but there would be in- 
convenience) to the prejudice of trade, perhs^ps 
far greater than the punilhments would bring 
advantage} fo that the government and ma- 
giftrates take no notice of Arhat pafles. There 
might alfo be an eafy remedy found out ^to 
hinder the King from lofipg all upon this oc- 
cafion s and that is, to abafe the duties alittl?, 
which indeed are very high, ^t\d fo what is 
given to thefe matadors, and fomewhat more, 
might be paid to the Contratadion, for pa« 
turally the merchants do not love cheating^ 
and are continually afraid of paying at once, 
what they have been faving for half a fcore 
voyages i but it is the humour of the Spa- 
niards, to have all or nothing, and very often 
they have nothing. 

As 
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As to Madrid, it is impoflibte fo'fii^d there 
any greater robbers and cheats than the ma- 
<giftrates and officers themfelves ; thefe'are the 
men, that with impunity apprdprrale to them- 
felves the King^s cuftoms/and who cheat him 
after ftich a rate, 'that it is no wonder ifhe Co 
often wants mbney : but they are not iatisfied 
With cheating their fovereign, they muft alfo 
abufe and pillage the people ; and although 
^hie laws of this Aation are tiot only juft, but 
equitable, yet no body feems to befenfible of 
them. Thofe very perfons into whofe hands 
they are put, and who are fet on purpofe fo 
execute them, are the fitft that 1)reaic and 
COi'rupt thefn. 

» 

If you will but give money to an Alcade, 
or to an Alguazil, you may have the moft in- 

* 

nocent perfons in the world arretted or feized, 
and then thrown into fome nafty clark hole of 
a prifon, and there perilh with hunger, with- 
out any proceeding or coming to a trials and 
without any order or decree ; and when the 
poor wretch is let out of prifon, he muft not 
fo much as think of doing himfelf right againft 
this wicked officer of juftice. This fort of 
people are generally much favoured every 
where, but here they are beyond all odeafure, 
-* and 
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and righteous judges in this country are more 
fcarce than in any country whatever. 

Thieves, murderers, po4foners, and the 
greateft criminals imaginable, remain fafe and 
quiet at Madi^id, provided they are not rich, 
for if they be, they are fure to be diiluirbed for 
the fake of theij* wealth. 

They do not judge criminal matters above 
twice or thrice a year. li is with the greateft 
difficulty that they bring themfelves to caufe 
zny criminal to die, who is, fay they, a man 
like purfelves, their countryman, and one of the 
King's fubjeAs i they fend moft either to the 
mines, or to^the galiies, and when any wretch 
Js'caondemned to'be hanged, he is carried updn 
an afs, with his face towards tbe tail ; he is 
cloathed m Uack, ^and a fcaffbld is ere^^ed for 
bim, that he may make a fpeech to the people, 
who are all upon their knees, and in tears, 
beating then^felves upon their breafts : afl^r 
he has fpent what time he will in hls^harangii^^ 
be is difpatcbed with a gpe^deal df gravity ; 
and as thefe examples of jufttce are Very rare, 
fo they make a mighty impr^fffion upon the 
fpeiftators. 

Notwithfianding the vaft riches, and the 
exceffive haughtinefs and prefumplion of the 
great lords, yet they obey the kail order of 

the 
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the King, with that exa^nefs and refpe^ 
which cannot be fufEciendy praifed. Upon 
the firft command, they depart, they return, 
go to prifon, or into banifliment, without 
murmuring. It is not poiiible to find a more 
perfcft fubmiffion and obedience, nor a more 
finccre loye, than that of the Spaniards for 
their King. . This name is facred with them, 
and to bring them to whatever one has a 
mind, it is fufEcient to fay, the King wills it. 
It is under his name that the poor people of 
both the Caftilles are fo horribly opprefled 
with taxes 1 the other kingdoms or provinces 
are not fo loaded, but boaft themfelves for the 
moft part, that they are a free people, and pay 
what they have a mind to, 

I have already hinted to ]rou, dear coufin, 
that in every thing they exa<^ly follow the po- 
litics of Charles V. without confidering that 
the difference of times makes a mighty altera* 
tion in the events of things, although they 
may feem to be alike, and in the fame cir- 
cu(nilances ; and that what without the im- 
putation of rafhnefs, might have been under- 
taken a hundred and twenty years ago, under 
a flourifhing reign, would be impudent to 
pra£iife now under a reign that is far lefs fo: 
but a vanity that is natural to them, hinders 

them 
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them from feeing, that Providence fometimes 
permits empires, as well as particular families, 
to have their revolutions and periods. Thfe 
Spaniards believe themfelves to be juft the 
fame people, and in the fame circumdances 
they ever were 5 but though I never knew 
their anceftors, yet I dare fay they deceive' 
themfelves. 

But not to make any farther reflections, 
which perhaps are too feriotis andkigh for me, 
I will tell you, that here is a general rojoicing 
at Madrid for the arrival of the flota from the 
Indies. As it is not their humour here to 
treafure up wealth, fo this prodigious quantity 
of filver, which comes all in a lump, is fpread 
over all the world. One would think that 
tliefe immenfe fums coft nothing, and that it 
is money which chance fent them.' Here- 
upon the great lords fummon their creditofs, 
and pay them with a profufenefs, which yet, 
without exaggerating, has fomething in it 
that is both noble and very generous ; for 
there are but few countries where liberality is 
fo natural, as it is in this } and I muft alfo 
add, that they are patient even to admiration. 
They have been known to endure moft long 
and toilfome fieges, in which, befides the 
fatigues of war, they had nothing to fupport.

them but bread made of rotten corn, and 
{linking water for their drink ; and yet there 
-are no men in the world more nice about 
good water*. I. fay, notwithftanding all this, 
and that they have been expofed to the feveri- 
ties of the weather, were -half naked and had 
hard lodging, yet in fpight of all thefe things, 
they have been found more brave and coura^* 
gious, than when they enjoyed plenty and 
profperity. It is tcue, that that temperance 
whictr is fo natural to them, is a mighty help 
to them to endure hunger when they are forced 
to it ; they eat very little, and fcarcely will 
they drink any wine. The cuftom they have 
of eating all alone^ contributes fomething to 
make them fo frugal; for indeed, neither 
their wives, nor their children, ever eat with 
them* The mafter has his table to himfelf, 
and the miftrefs with her children fit on the 
floor upon a carpet, after the Turkifl) and 
Moorlfli ^ manner. They feldom or never 
invite their friends to feaft together, fo that 
they are not guilty of any excefs. Upon this 
accojunit, it is their faying, ^< that they only 
CM to live;*' whereas there are people, who 
only live to eat. Nevertbelefs, there are {qms 
rational people, which find this afFefiation too 
gteat } and. as they admit of. little familiarity 

in 
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in converiatioR, fo they perpetually live at a 
diftanceji and as it were in ceremony with one 
another, without enjoying that freedom which 
makes that true union, and produces that 
defirable opennefs of hearts 

This great retirement gives them up to a 
thoufand illufions, which they call philofophy ; 
it makes then^ fingular> dull, fantaftic, me- 
lancholy and jealous; whereas, if they go- 
verned them felves o^herwife, there is noihing. 
they would not be capable of, fmce they have; 
a wonderful vigour of mind, an excellent me- 
mory, good fenfe, a folid judgment, and 
great patience; than which, there needs no 
more to make a man wife^ to grow in per- 
fection, to be agreeable in conv^rfation, and 
to diftinguKh himfelf from the moft polite na- 
tions. But they are fo far from being what 
naturally they might be, though at never fo 
little pains, that they zffeSt a certain indo- 
lence which they c^ll greatnefs of mind ; they 
negle£t their moft important buiinefs, and the * 
advancement of their -fortunes. Proviiion for 
the future) gives them not the leaft diftur- 
bance ; the only matter they are not indiffe- 
rent in, is jealpMfy ; th^y improve that to the- 
utmoQ^y the bare fufpicion is enough to make 

them. 
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them ftab a wife or a miftrefs. Their paffion 
of love is always furioiis, and yet the women 
pleafe themfelves in it; they fay, they would 
not for all the mifchief thaf may befal them, 
have them Icfs fenfible of their unfalthfulnefs ; 
that their defpcrate terinper is a certain proof 
of a true paffion, and that they themfelves are 
not more moderate when they are in love. 
They leave nothing unattempted "to be re- 
venged of thofe they love, if they forfake 
them without ciufe; fo that thefe fprt of 
amorous engagements have commonly a fatal 
end. For inftaivce, not long fince, a woman 
of quality, who had caufe to complain of her 
gallant, contrived to get him into a houfe 
where (he commanded, and after fhe had fuf- 
ficiently reproached him, againft whicli he did 
but weakly defend hitnfelf, for he was guilty ; 
Ihe prefented to him a poniard, and a cup of 
poifoned chocolate, leaving him only the li- 
berty which fort of death he would chufe : 
he did not wafte one minute to move her pity, 
he very well faw, that in this place {he was 
the ftrdngeft, fo that he tafnely drank ofF the 
chocolate without leaving a drop. After he

flceves 
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«. fleeves down to their wrifis ; the fingers are Co 
, Jong, that they look a5 if they were nothing 
, elfe, and. are ridiculous; the ftpcjcings are 
aiade of /<?/?, that is^ raw filkj they are made 
fo ihort, and fo little in the foot, that I have 
feen feveral children that they would not fit: 
the garters are of a broad ribbon, made very 
light and thin, like thofe our peafants give at 
their weddings ; thejr are trimmed at each end 
with fome Engliih thread lace. They pre- 
fented me alfo with, fevera) cups of nai* 
neral earth, and. a thoufi^nd .other things of 
this kind. If ever I go from hence, and mafce 
another journey hither, it will be my turn to 
make prefents. But, aUs ! any thing pleafes 
them, needles, pins, a little ribbon, but above

faw more thaii their cufate and their flock. 
The ladies of the.greateft qualfty are loaded 
with thefe falfe Clones, which they buy at dear 
rates ; and when I afked them why they were 
>fo fwd of thefe counterfeit diamonds^ (hey

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told me, ^ It was bdcaufe tliey could have 
them as large as they defircil.** And indeed 
they have thedi in their picfndants, as big is 
an egg, and all thefe come to them eitfi^r 
from t^rance or Italy; for as I have told you»

It feems extraordinary to me that a lady 
who loves, and is beloved by a Cavellero, is 
not jealous of his amancebada ; (he looks 
upon her as a fecond wife, and believes fiie

]ity ; it is (he that is vifited in the night, and 
for whom they venture their lives. 

It happens Sometimes that a lady covered 
with her great plain mantle or veil, and not 
(hewing any more of her face than half an 
eye, and being ordinarily dreiTed, becaufe (he 
would not be known, and having no mind 
to take a chair, walks on foot to the place of 
rendezvous; either her being little ufed to 
walk, or very often, her manner and way 
diftingujfhes her: a Cavellero follows, and 
begins to talk to her ; uneafy at having fuch 
a companion, which it is hard to get rid of,

againft her mind ? And if he meets with an 

obftinate perfon, the fword muft be drawn» 

and fometimes they kill each other, without 

knowing for whom they have fo expofed 

themfelves. -In the mean while,, the lady 

makes the bcft of her way, leaving them 

iighting together, and goes where fhe is ex«^ 

pe£led. But the jeft is, that very often this 

proves either to be the hufband or the bro-> 

' Iher that aflerts her caufe, and by defending 

her from the purfuit of the inquifitive, gives 

her an opportunity to enjoy the embraces of 

her gallant; 

Some time ago, a young lady who dearly 
loved her hufband, being informed that he 
did not live fo regularly as he fhould, dif- 
guifed herfelf, put on her veil, and fbnding 
in a ftrect he ufed often to pafs through, (be 
efpicd him and gave him an opportunity to 
fpeak to her. After he had accoftcd her, (he

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begad to ^u him ; and it is ccHnmonly in 
this familiar way that the women in this 
country make known their inclinations. He

I nmember a French lady, difeourfmg of a 
eertttio man* to one of her friend«, faid, 
*' Shew^ me an amorous^ man*, and I will flww 
you one mined.'* This maxim is verified 
here, more than in any other place of the 
world; » lover or a gallant has noAiing that 
he can eall^ hw o#n. It is no» matter wheu 
thev fte* either fees, or has a^ real oecafion fer 
a thing, it is fufficienr if fte ddtff but barely 
deAve it ; they are never denied any things 
and the manner of giving it eiihances their 

H 4 liberality,- 
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liberality. I find tbem nothing near (b ant- 
aWe as our Frenchmen, but it is faid they 
know how to love at a greater rate. Befides 
their behaviour is a thoufand times mare re* 
fpedful, nay this extends fo far, that when a 
man, let him be 6f what quality he will, 
prefents any thing or gives a letter to a lady, 
be kneels upon one knee» and he does the 
farne^ when he receives any thing fiom her 
hand. 

« I faid I would tell you^ why fo many ladies 
went to the Dutchefs of d'Uzeda'^ ; (he is 
very amiable, and is daughter to the Duke 
d'Ofluna; her. hulband has had a quarrel 
with the Prince de Stillano, about a lady 
whom they both love i they drew their fwords^ 
which is: likely to be of bad coniequence. 
The King has caufed them to be arrefted^ 
that is, they are not made prifoners, but he

The morning was cool^ everf ^cre the birds.

fimt jnurmurihg noife ;* the trees and' hedjgei 
were loaded: with' excellent fruit, and thcb 
parterres- were covered' with mott odorrferouk 
flbwers^ aiUt I enjoyed allf this in mcrflr pl\ea*. 
fint' cortipftfTy«. We hact an order from Dotk 
Joha to be hxiged in the caflile, fo that the 
Alipade oBceiTed as witfa^ great ciYifitj^ andt 

waa. 
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was very careful to (hew us every thing thai 
was the moft remarkable. The fountains 
are in that number, and there are fo many of 
them, that it is impoffiblfs to pafs through an 
alley, to go into an arbor, or upon a parterfe 
or terrace^ without taking notice of five or 
fijc brazen, ftatues and marble bafons : the 
Ipouts throw up their water-to- a yaft- height ^ 
they are not fed from* fprings, but from the 
Tagus. Amongft others, I will give you an 
account of the fountain of Diana : it ftands 
upoa an afcent,, from whence* it is feen at a 
gneat diftance;, the goddefs is in the middle, 
environed with bucks, does, and dogs,, and 
every one of them fpouts out water, A little 
lower is a. circle of myrrh, cut in feveral 
fidhions, and little Cupids peeping out half 
VTay, and through the water, againft thofe 
animals, which ftand about the fountain* 
The mountain, of ParnaflUs raifes up its head 
in . the midft of a great pond, with A|k>11c^ 
the Mufes, Pegafus's horfe, and a fall of 
water,, which. regrefentSc the river, of Helicon* 
Out of a. rock there ifliies a thoufand feveral 
fpouts of . water, fome launching out, others ^ 
winding in and out like a ferpent upon the 
furface of a pond %. fome gliding gently, and: 
Others, either falling lil^e flowers in the. air,, 

Or 
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•r clfc like rain. The fouritam of Gany*-^ 
mede is alfo very pretty ; thia beautiful chiW> 
fitting upon Jupiter's eagle, fcems frighted 
with its flight f the bird fits on the top of a 
pillar, with his wings fpread $ he throws out 
the water with bis beak and his talons: the 
fountain of Mars is near this : that of the 
Harpies is fine; they are placed upon very 
high marble pillars ; at the four corners they 
throw out water every way; they fccm to 
have a mind to drown a little youth, who fits 
in the middle of the fountain, picking a thorn 
out of his foot. But the moft pleafant of aU) 
h the fountain of Love; this little god fteme 
to rife with hb body all full of darts, from 
every one of which comes ^ut a fpout of 
water* The three Graces fit at the feet of 
the God of Love ; but that which is moft ex* 
traprdinary, is the water which fatl^ firom foUr 
high trees like fountains, whofe noife Is very 
delightful and furprising, it not being natural 
for water to come out of trees. 

I ibould be afmid to tire you, did I under* 
fake to tell you the vsift mimber of cataraSs, 
falls, and fountains of water, which I have 
feen here ; I will only in general afliire you» 
that it is a phce worthy the curbfity and at* 
tention pf every body* At eight o'clock the

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fun bsgan to be tdo bof^ and' fome: wentf intm 
the houfe^ which coeMtf fa» ihort 4>f tiyic 
bcaiUy it ihouid have, jiiftly to' anfwer ail the 
other thing^i; and when* the Kiog, goes tbere^ 
thofe thad attend htm are fo' iU accDnunodoced 
with lodging,, that either }^ maft be con- 
tented to go there in* all hafte, and keep hjl 
court a^ little, or eI(rgo*ai:far as Toledo i for 
ihefe ar«e only two bad inns, and ^ very fevr 
priwale houib. If we had^ not taken cave 
before-handi br provifiont »< even to bneadv I 
am coaiideDt wehadimet with nomeymilefi the

the: walls are all whiter hmng only a matt 
that it} veiy fine and tfain^ about tftree foot

Jn( this SinUKnig them are fenrsal little courts^ 
whidii take from the beauty of it* We eat 
oar Ifoakhft. all togetheiv and theypeifuaded 
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Vie to eat fome jof a fruit they call Pimento^ 
^which is as long a& one's fingev, but as hoi as 
pepper; the leaft bit of which puts one's 
mouth in a flame ; they let it lie fteeping in 
.vinegar and fait, to get out the virtue* This 
fruit is^ brought into Spain growing upon a 
plant, and I neves iaw any of it in other 
countries where I have been* We had aft 
olio, ibme ragpus^ made of celd partridges^ 
with oil)r Canary wine, (ht pullet^ and pigeons^ 
which are exceUeivt here, and aUb feveral forts 
of fruit, which Wafr extraordinary fine, h When 
Ibis repaft,. which was worth a dinner^ was 
esidedy we went to bed^ and did not go a 
walking ag^» tiU ^bouft feven o'clock- lA tte 
eveaiag. The chacnfu^ of this- place wero as 
sew to* me as i£ I had not fecA theaa in the 
morning ; but in particular, I ftill admired 
the fituation^. which indeed raviAes„ on what- 
foever fide oas tuso^ the ey^Sr The King 
15 therey with half a dozen of his gjuarda, ia 
great (afetyy becaa&. these is ao getting al 
biia but over bridgps^ which^arr all dcawn upi 
aad the Xamasa, which in this plaoS' fwelki 
the watfiis q£ Tagus,, fortifies Acrafijucs^ 
Aftes we hod walked till tea e'elock at ni^«t» 
we caoM^ hack inta a great hall, paved wUh 

IfiAiiUe, and fiippocted with piUaiA of the 

fame. 
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fame. It was all enlightened with feveraf 
branched candlefticks5 and Don Efteve de 
Carvajal bad privately got thither feveral mix* 
ficians, which was a pleafant fort of a furprize 
to us, at leaft the Spanifli ladies and my kinf* 
woman were mightily delighted with them* 
For my part, I thought they fung too much 
in the throat, their divifiona and (hakes were 
fo long, that they were tedious ; not but that 
th^ir voices are good, but their manner of 
finging is not good i and in general in Spain 
they do not ling as they do in France 
or Italy, When fupper was done, we went 
to the great canal, where there is a fmall ^1- 
leoft, painted and gilt) we went on board 
her, and tarried till two o*cloek in the morn- 
ing, and then we fet forward on our way to 
Toledo. 

I took notice when we came out of Arran- 
jues, that the ground was all heath and ling ; 
and yet the air was perfumed with wild and 
mother thyme, with which thefe plains were 
all covered. They told me there were a great 
many rabbits, ftags, does, and fallow-deer, 
but it was not then their time to appear. 
Our converfation was for fome time genera), 
and for two leagues together from Arranjues, 
I did not fpeak one word to Dqa Fernand, 

though 
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though he Tat clofe by me : but being willing 
to employ the time, in thoroughly informing 
myrelf about all the particulars of the criiel 
Inquifition, which he had promifed to acquaint 
me with, I deiired htm to let me knowfome* 
thing of it. * 

'* The Inquifition, fays he, has not been 

known in Europe, but fince the beginning of 

the thirteenth century. Before that time, the 

bifliops and civil magiftrates, enquired after 

heretics, and either condemned them to ba* 

nifliment, or to the forfeiture of their goods 

and eftates, or elfe, to fome other penalties, 

which never almoft extended to death : but 

the vaft number of herefies which appeared 

towards the end of the twelfth age, caufcd 

that tribunal to be eftabliihed. The Pope 

fent feveral religious perfons to the Catholic 

Princes And Bifhops, to exhort them to take 

an extraordinary care in the extirpation of 

herefies, and to bring obftinate heretics to 

puniihment: and thus things continued till 

the year 1250. 

'< In the year 1251. Innocent IV. authorized 
the Dominican friars, with the aiCftance of 
the Bifliops, to take cognizance of this fort of 
crime, Clement IV. confirmed thefe tribu- 
nals Ia the year 1265. Afterwards, there 

were 
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wefe ieveral courts ereAed in , Italy, ami in 
Ae ktngdoms which wece ^dependent iCf the 
crown 4d Arragon, till Cuch time, that the 
Inqoifition was eftabliflied in the kingdoms of 
Caftille, in the reign of Ferdinand and Ifabel, 
and after that in Portugal, by King John ill. 
in the year 1557. 

^ To that time the Jnquifitors had a li«- 
miced power, and it was often contefted by 
the Bifliopa, to whom the cognizance of he- 
teticat crimes belonged. According to the 
canons, it was tontrary to the rules of the 
church, for prieib to fentence any criminak 
to death, much, more for thofe crimes which 
the civil laws often punifhed, with far left 
feveFe penalties : but ancient right yielding to 
new power, the Domimcan friars, by the 
Pope's bulls, have been for thefe two agesj in 
pofleffion of thia extraordinary jurifdidion ; 
Ifirom whidh the Bifliops have been excluded i 
the Inquifitofs now only wanted the suithority 
of the Prince, to enflible them to execute their 
fentences. Before Ifabella of Caftille came 
to the ctown, the Dominican, John.de Tor* 
«quemada, her ConMbr, and afterward Gar«>' 
<dinal, mode her promife him to perfecute aU 
iniidels and heretics, as icon as it fhould be 
in her power to doib* She prevailed over 

Ferdinand 
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Feidinand btr kuiband, to obtain, in the 
year i^Sgy boUg ironi )Pope Sixtns 'IV. to 
conftitute an Inqaifitor General over the 
kingdonis of Arragon and ValenHa, for thePe 
two kingdoms were bis fee held in captte : 
and it is to benot^d, that Ferdinand dWpoki 
of the j)laces in bis eftates, and Ifabel of thofe 
that were in her'^: but the Queen got this 
place for Torquemada. Afterwards the Pope 
extended his jurifdiSion over all the flates and . 
countries of the Catholic Kings, and then 
Ferdinand .aKid Ifabel eftablKbed a Supreme 
council of the Inquifition, of which they 
made }iim prefident. it is compofed of jarf 
Inqutiitor Qeneral (.wiio is nominated %y the 
King of Spain, and confirmed by the Pope) 
or five . Counfellors, whereof one is to be a 
Dominican, by a privilege granted -to ihii 
order, in the yiar f'6i^, by Philip IIL of a 
Procurator, two Secretaries of the King-s 
chamber, tiwo Secretart^ of the Council, an 
Alguazil.Mayor,.a Receiver, two Repdrtei'e^ 
and two Qualificators^ and Cottfulters* • Thci 
nimber of the /amiliars and finall "officers' is 
very great, becaufe all that 1>el^ng - to'lhe 
laquifitioii being not fubjeA to or triable by 
say other jurifdiftion, -flieheir diemfelves from 
th« onUuaiy courte of juftice, 

<« Tho 
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<< The fupreme council hath a full and Ible 
ftuthority over the ather Inquifttions^ which 
cannot perform any auto or execution^ without 
leave from the Great and General Inquifitor* 
The particular Inquifitora are thofe of Sevile, 
Toledo, Granada, Cordova, Cuenca,Valiado- 
lid, Marcia, Derena, Logronno, St. James, 
Saragofla, Valentia, Barcelona, Majorca, Sar- 
dinia, Palermo, the Canaries, Mexico, Car* 
tbagena, and Lima. 

*^ Every one of thefc Inquifittons are com- 
pofed of three Inquifitors, three Secretaries, 
one Alguasil Mayor, and of three Receivers, 
Qualificators, and Confulters* 

*^ All perfons that take any of thefe em* 
ployments upon them, are obliged to teake 
put their proofs; Dg caufa Limphj that is, 
that their family is not ftained withiiny thing 
of Judaifm or Herefy, and that they are Ca« 
tholics from the beginning. 

*^ The proceedings of this tribunal are 
very unufual. A man is arretted and lies in 
prifon, without knowing the crime he is ac* 
cufed of, or the witnefles which depofe againft 
him* He cannot come out from thence, un* 
lefs he will own tlfc fault, of which often he 
is not guilty, and which the defire of liberty 
forces him to confefs i for they do not put 

one 
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one to death for the iirft time ; but then the 
family is marked with infamy; and this fird 
judgment makes the perfons incapable of any 
employment. 

*' There is no confronting of witnefles, 
nor any means for a man to defend himfelf, 
becaufe this tribunal above all things aiFe£ls 
an inviolable fecrecy. It proceeds againft all 
Heretics^ but chiefly againfl; Judaizing Chrif* 
tUns, and (ecret Mahometah$) with whom the 
expulltoii of Jews and Moors by Ferdinand 
and Ifabel, has filled all Spain* 

** The feverity of this court Wsl^ fo ex-- 
ce/five, that the Inquifitor Torquemada tried 
above an hundred thbufand perfons, of which 
fix thoufand were condemned to^ be burnt in 
the compafc of fourteen years, 

*« It is pretended, that the fight of fo many 
criminals condemned to fd terrible a. deaths 
without any regard either to their fex or qua- 
lity, confirms and keeps the people in the 
Romifh religion ; and that it is thelnquifition 
alone, that has hindered the moft wicked 
Herefies from fpreading themfelves in Spain, 
even in that time when all Europe wais in«* 
feded with them. For this resifon, the Kings 
have given fuch arbitrary authority to this 

Vol, XL 1 tribunal. 
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tribunal, which is called the Tribunal of the 
Holy Office. 

-*< The general aSs of the Inquifition, 
which by the greateft part of Europe, are 
looked upon, only as a bare execution of 
criminals amongft the Spaniards, are efteemed 
a religious ceremony, by which his Catholic 
Majefiy gives public proofs of his zeal for 
religion : and therefore, are called by them 
Autos de Fe^ A6is of Faith : commonly they 
are performed either at the acceffion of the 
Kings to the crown, or at their coming to 
age, that fo they may be the more authentic. 
The laft was in the year 1632, and there is 
one now making ready for the King's marriage. 
As there has not been one for a long time, fo 
there are great preparations making to render 
this as folemn and as magnificent as it is 
poffible for thofe fort of ceremonies to be. 
One of the counfellors of the Inquifition has 
already drawn a projeA of it, which he has 
ihewed me. Here are the contents of it. 

<' In the great place at Madrid, there fhall 
be a theatre ereded fifty foot long ; it (hall be 
raifed as high as the balcony defigned for the 
King, and no higher. ' 

« On 
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*« On the right fide of tjie King's balcony, 
^uite crofs the theatre, there fhall be raifed art 
amphitheatre, of twenty-five or thirty fteps, 
defigned for the council of the Inquifition, 
and the other councils of Spain ; on the up- 
permoft of which (hall be placed the chairs 
under a canopy, for the general Inquifitor, a 
great deal higher than the King's balcony. 
On the left of the theatre and the King's 
balcony, there fhall be another amphitheatre^ 
as big as the firfl, upon which the criminals 
(hall be placed. **** 

" In the middle of the great theatre there 
Ihall be raifed another very little one, on 
which fhall be made two cages, where the 
criminals fhall be kept while their fentence is 
reading. 

«^ There fhall be liicewife placed upon the 
great theatre, three chairs, for the readers of 
the judgment, and for the preacher, before 
whom there fhall be an altar ere£led. 

«« The places for their Catholic Majefties 
fliall be fo ordered, that the Queen ihall be 
on the left hand of the King, and on the right 
of the Queen-mother. All the Queen's ladies 
of honor (hall take up the reft of the length, 
every ¥ray of the fame balcony: there fliall 
be other balconies prepared for the ambafTa- 

I 2 doxs. 
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dors, tb« Iord$, and ladies of the court, and 
fbaflFolds for the people. 

*< The ceremony (hall begin by a proceflion 
from St« Mary's church. A hundred char- 
coal-naen, armed with pikes and mufkets, 
fliall march, before, becaufe they provide the 
wood which is to burn thofe who are con- 
demned to the fire. Next them ihall follow 
the Dominicans, with a white crofs carried 
before them : the Duke de Medina Celi fliaH 
carry- the ftandard of the Inquifition, accord- 
ing to a privilege that is hereditary to his fa-» 
mily* This ftandard is of red damalk; on 
one fide of it is reprefented a naked fword, in 
ft crown of laurel •! and on the other the arms 
qI Spain* 

*^ After which (hall be carried a green croA, 
wrapped about with black crape i and after it 
fi»ali march feveral grandees and other perfons 
Qf quali^ of the Inquificion, covered wiib 
cloaks, that have black and white croffss upon 
^m, einbf^dered witli gold thread. The 
march (hall be brought up by fifty halbcrdieist 
Qf guards to the Itfquifition, cloathed in Uado 
9fid whitej^ and commanded by the Marquia 
de PoM^t^ hereditary. proCe£i:or of tbe:Inquifi«* 
tioa of tfaa kingdom of Toledo^ 

« After 
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<* After the proceffion has in this order 
pafled by the Pallace, it fliall come to the ' 
great place ; thci ftandard and the green crofs 
(hall be fixed upon the altar, and the Dorni^ 
nicans only fliall remain upon the theatre, 
and fpend part of the night in finging pfalms f 
and as foon as day breaks, they (hall celebrate 
feveral mafles upon the altar. 

*' The King, the Queen, and the Queen- 
mother, and all the ladies, muft be in their 
balconies about feven o'clock in the mornings 
at eight, the proceffion (Iiall begin to march, 
«s it did the day before, by the company of 
cfaarcoaI-»men, uriio fliall place themfdves oft 
tk€ left hand tji the King's balcony, the right 
(hall be for his guards. Afterwards, feveral 
men (hall bear certain pafte-board edigies as 
big as life ; Come of them reprefenting thofe 
who died io prifon, wboie bones (hall aifo be 
carried in coffers, with flames painted round 
them, and the reft (hall reprcfent thofe who 
have cfcaped, and who have been condemned 
for contumacy : thefe figures (haU be placed 
at one end of the theatre* After that, their 
fentence (ball be pronounced, and they (haU 
be executed. 

<< But I (hould tell you, added be, that 
the fupreme ceuncil of the In^uifition is toot^ 

I 3 abfolute 
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abfoluta than all the others. It is believed 
that the King himfelf has not power to releafe 
thofe who {hall be accufed before it; becaufe 
this tribunal acknowledges the Pope only to 
be above it ; and that there has been a time 
when upon fome occafions, the King*s power 
was found too weak to contend that of 
the Inquifuion. Don Diego Sarmiento is In- 
quiflcor General; he is a very honeft and 
good .man, and is about fixty years of age* 
The ^ing nominates the Prefident of the In- 
quifuion, and his Holinefs confirms him : 
but as for the Inquifitors, the Prefident pro- 
pofes them to the King, and after he hat 
approved of them, he then puts them in their 
places. 

" This tribunal takes cognizance of every 
.thing concerning the Faith, and it is abfo- 
lutely invcftcd both with the Pope's and the 
King's authority ; there is no appealing from 
its judgment ; and the two and twenty tribu- 
nals of the Inquifition, which are in all the 
eftates of S^aio, and which depend upon this 
at Madrid, every month render an account to 
it, of their finances and revenues, and every 
year of their caufes and criminals : but thofe 
of the Indies and the other diftant places, CHiIy 
, . give sin account at the end of tycry year. 
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As to the places of thefe inferior tribunals^ 
they are filled by the general Inquifitors, with 
the approbation of the counfellors. It would 
be pretty difficult to be able precifely to reckon 
up the number of the officers^, which belong to 
the Inquifition; for in Spain alone, there is 
abqye two and twenty thoufand Familiars of 
the Holy Office. They are called by this 
name, becaufe they are as it were fpies, feat- 
tered up and down every where, who are 
continually giving true or falfe information to 
the Inquifition, upon which thofe are feized 
and taken up^ which they accufe.'* 

Whilft with the greateft attention I was 
Ufteiiing toDon'Fernand, the Marchionefs de 
Palacois interrupted us, to let us know that 
WC were come near Toledo, and that certain 
old ruins of an ancient caftle which we faw 
upon our left hand, were thofe of an enchanted 
palace. I feemed to Don Fernand to doubt 
of what fhe affirmed, upon which he faid, 
** You may think what you pleafe, but cer- 
tain it is, that therfc is fpr it a very ancient 
tradition in this country ; and moreover, they 
pretend that there is a cave (but up, and a 
prophefy which threatened Spain with the 
greateft miferies, when ever this cave fliould 
be opened. Every body terrified with this 

I 4 threat^ 
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threat, had no mind to draw upon themfelves 
the fed cffeas of it, fo that this place did for fe* 
veral ages remain very clofe. But Don Ro- 
driguc, the King, Icfs credulous, or more 
curious, caufed it to be opeijed, upon which 
there were heard moft terrible noifcs ; cvtry 
body thought that the very element^ them- 
felves were going into confufion, there was fo 
violent a teropeft. This did not hinder him 
from going into it, where by light of fevcral 
flambeaux, he faw the figures of divers men, 
whofc cloaths and arms were very grange. 
There was one who held a copper blade ia 
his hand, and upon it was written in Arabic, 
that the time drew near for the delbljSlioii of 
Spain, and that the perlbns, whofe ftatues 
wer^ there, woujd ere Jong coaw." I never 
wa? in any place, faid I, fmiling, whwe they 
relied fo much on fabulous ;alp8, as ihty do In 
Spain. « Say rather, rejjied he, that there 
never was any woman fo incredulous as you ; 
and io telling ypu this ftory, I did- not think 
I fliould alter ypur judgment j. but as much as 
f>ne can be a^iired of ^ thing by the teftimony 
pf men, this ftory is credible.** 

It was now light enough, ycry plainly tq 
obferve aU the charms of the country. We 
paiTed the Tagus over a yery Urge and fine 

bridge, 
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bridge, of which I bad beard^ and a little 
time after we difcovered Toledo all farrouaded 
with hills and rocks^ which command it. 
There are very neat hotifes built amongft 
thofe rockS) defigned for th6 pleafure of foli« 
tude : the arcbbilhop of Toledo has one tbere^ 
where he goes very ofteiik The city (lands 
upon the rock, the unevennefs of which iil 
divers places, contributes to make it high and 
low i the ftre^ts ute nart-ow, ^dly paytd^ 
and troublefome, which is the reafim that all 
the people of quality there, go either in chain 
or litters. And as we were in our coach, Wt 
took up our quarters in the Placa*mayor^ be«* 
caufe it is the only part to whteb one can pafsf 
with a coach. As foon as we were arrived^ 
we flopped at the hofpital of Foira, which 
ftands in the fuburbs^ whofe building confifte 
of three fides, within which is a brge fqtlartf 
court ; the church makes up the fouth fidef 
and there we heard mafe. This hofpital was 
built by an arebbi£hop of Toledo, whofe mo- 
nument and ilatae in marble are in the midft 
of the body of the church : the walls of the 
city were rebuilt by the Moors. On tht 
fides ftand a great many little towers^ which 
heretofore ferved to defend it ; and it woirid 
he a ftroDg place, beii^g almoft encompafled 

Is with 
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with the TagttSi and having extream deqi 
ditches^ did not the adjacent hills command 
it,^ from whence it were eafy to batter it 
down* It was not eight o'clock when wc 
got there^ and we would fpend the reft of the 
moniing in feeing the church, which, as it is 
laid, is the iineft in Europe : the Spaniards 
trail it Holjr, whether it is upon account of the 
relics which are there, or for fome other rea- 
fon, which they did not tell me, I know not : 
if it was as long and as high as it i$ broad, it 
would be much better. It is beautified with 
divers chapels as big as churches ; they all 
fliine with gold and paintings ; the chief of 
which are thofe of the Virgin, St. Martin, 
St. James, Cardinal Sandoval, and the Con- 
neftable de Luna. In the choir I faw a niche, 
or hollow place, from whence it is pretended 
there ilTued out for feveral days together, a 
fpring of , water, wich which the foldiers and 
citizens quenched their thirft in the time they 
maintained the fieges againft the Moors, when 
they were half dead with thirft. Without 
digreffing from my fubje£l, I muft tell you, 
that in the city there is not fo much as a well 
or a fpring, and that they fetch all their water 
from the Tagus, which is fo very troublefome, 
that one 'would wonder how Toledo comes to 

be 
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be fo full of people as it is. Near tbe eii« 
trance into the church, there is a marble pil* 
Jar, which they reverence, becaufe the holy 
Virgin appeared upon it to St. Alphonfus. 
It is enclofed with an iron gate, and through 
a little window they kifs it, and upon it there 
is written, Jdorabimus in loco uhi fleterunt pedes 
ejus. Between every canon's feat there is a 
marble pillar, and the fculpture of the church 
is fiqe and curtoufly wrought* I was amazed 
when I faw the treafury. There muft be 
thirty men to carry the tabernacle upon Cor- 
pus-Chriiit day. It is made of filver, gilf^ 
and there is exguifitely wrought upon it feveral 
fpires or fteeples, with abundance of angels 
and cherubims. Within this, there is alfo 
another of rhafly gold, and fuch a vaft quan-" 
tity of precious ftones, that their value is 
ineftimable^ the chalicies, the patins and the 
pyxes, are no lefs beautiful* Indeed, every 
thing fhines there with great diamonds and 
oriental pearls \ the fun, where the holy facra*- 
ment is kept, the crowns, and robes of the 
Virgin are the moft fplendid things I ever faw 
in my days. But indeed, this archbiflioprick 
is fo very rich, that it is but juft every thing 
ihould be anfwerable to it. I have told you» 
dear cottiin> that the archbifhop of Burgos 

informed 
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informed me, that thebiflioprickof Toledopro* 
duced three hundred and fifty tboufand crovms 
\ year. I myft now add, that the revenue of 
the church itfelf, is a hundred thoufand 
crowiie* Forty canons, which have every 
one a thoufand crowns ; the grand arch-dea- 
con, forty thoufiind ; three arch-<leiicons, the 
firft of which has fifteen thoufand ; the fecond 
twelve thoufand 5 ^nd the third ten thoufand j 
and the dean ten thpufand crowns a y«ar. 

There is, befides, an infinite number of 
chaplains, clerks of the chapel, and other 
perfpns, to whom daily allowances are given« 

There is the chaplain-mayor of the chapel 
de lot Ri^y who enjoys twelve thoufand 
crowns a year, and fix others that are under 
him, have a thoufand crowns per annum. 

After we had fpent a great deal of time in 
confldering the fine things with which this 
Gouft was filled, we refolved to return to our 
inn, where we had left our coach; and juft 
when we were going away, there caoie to us 
an almoner and a gentleman ihat belonged 
to Cardinal Porto Carrero, who fent them to 
complement us, and to afTuro us, that we 
muft by no means lodge any where etft but 
at ih^ arcbbifliop's palace^ They chiefly ad- 
drcflcd thcmfelvee to fhe Marchionefs de fa^ 

lacoisy 
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Hcoiij who was near a-kin to him, and who 

canieftly defired'^us to go thither. We ex- 

eufed ourfelves upon our being in fuch difor- 

der, not having had any fleep that night, and 

being in an undrefe. She ordered her foii to 

jgo to the Cardinal, and to beg him to acc^t 

our excufeB. Don Fernand returned in a 

moment, attended with abundance of pages, 

fome of which brought umbrellas of gold and 

fiiver brocade* He told us that his Eminence 

very much defired we would go to his houfe, 

and that he had (hewed fo much concern at 

our refufal, thtt indeed he had promifed to 

bring us ; and thereupon he commanded them 

to fetch umbrellas to defend us from the fun, 

and that they had watered the place which we 

were to crofs from the cbureh to the palace. 

And immediately we faw two mules drawing 

a little cart, in which there was a tub full of 

water : and we were told that as often as the 

Cardinal comes to the church, it is the cuftom 

to water the way. 

The Arehbifliop^s palace is very ancient 

and larger moft richly furniftedi, and every 

way fuitable to the perfon who poi^fles it. 

We were condufled into a very fine apart* 

itoent^ where immediately they brought us 

thocelate^ and afterwards aU ferts of ffuits» 

wine. 
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wine, water and other liquors cooled with ice. 
We were fofleepy, that after we had eat a little^ 
we begged the Mjrchionefs de Palacpis to fee 
the Cardinal, and to excufe us to him, if we 
deferred giving ourfelves the honor of waiting 
upon him, for that we were, not vihk any longer 
to live without fleep. And indeed, the young 
Marchionefs de la Rofa, my kinfwoman, and 
myfelf, chofe to go to bed^ and in the even- 
ing we drefled ourfelves to fee the Queen-mo- 
ther. The Marchionef^ ^c Palacois, who 
had always been extreamly devoted to her^ 
.went to the Alcacar, whi<;h is the name of 
the taftle, and made her a vifit whilft we flept ; 
fp that (he told her, (he would give us audi- 
ence at eight o'clock in the evening. • This 
.was the firft time I drefTed according to the 
Spaniih modeJ 

I do not think there can be a more trouble- 
fome drefs $ your (boulders mufl be fqueezed 
foy that it hurts you: you cannot lift up 
your arm, nor can you hardly get it into the 
fleeve, I had on a farthingale of a prodigi- 
ous bignefs> (for you muft wear that in the 
Queen's prefence} I knew not what to dp 
with myfelf with this ftrange invention; 
ibere is no fitting down in it, and I believe 
if I were to wear it all my lifC) I ibould never 

be 
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be reconciled to it. My head was dreiTed 
after the Meleae fafluon i that is, the hair all 
fpread over the neck, and tyed at the end with 
fome nonpareil ribbon, this is a great deal 
hotter than a patine ; fo that being now in 
the /nonth of Auguft, and in Spain, you may 
eaitly guefs how I pafs away my time. But 
this being a ceremonial drefs of the head, 
there was nothing to be omitted upon fuch 
an occafion $ befides, I wore their pattens, 
which are more fit to break a perfon's neck 
than to walk with. When we were all in a 
Condition to appear^ for my kinfwoman and 
my daughter were both alfo drefied after the 
Spaniih fafhion, we were led into a chamber 
of ftate, where the Cardinal came to fee us ; 
his naipe is Don Luis Porto Carrero ; he may 
be about two and forty years old^ he is very 
civil, is of a fweet complaifant temper, and 
hath well learned the polite breeding of the 
court of Rome : he ftayed an hour with us, 
and afterwards there was ferved up to us a 
very plentiful meal $ but every thing was fo 
full of amber, that I never tailed any fauces 
fo rich and lefs pleafant. I fancied myfelf at 
this table, like Tantalus, in the midft of 
viduals, and yet ftarved with hunger, becaufe 
I could not eat ; for either all the meat was 

perfumed| 
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perfumed, orelfefuU of faflTrofi, garlic, onion ^ 
pepper and fpices : tnit with fearching about, 
I found fome'jellies and white meats, which 
were admirable, and with which I faved my- 
felf harmlefs. There were alfa brought to 
table a ham of bacon^ which came from the 
frontiers of Portugal, and which is better 
than either thofe they boaft fo much of at 
Bayonne, or thofe of Mentz : but it was 
fpread all over with certain little comfits, 
^hich in France we call nonpareil, the fugar 
oF which melted into the fat; it was drawn 
full of lemon- peel, which abated much of its 
goodnefs. The fruit was the beft and plea* 
fanteft thing one can fee, for whole trees, 
with their fruit were iced over with fugar 
after the Italian way ; you will eafily believe 
the trees were not very large. There were 
orange trees thus ordered, with fmall artificial 
birds fattened in them. There were likewife 
cherry-trees, ra(berry and goofeberry-bufhcs, 
and others fet in little cafes of filver. 

We did not fit long at table, becaufc the 
hour for feeing the Queen was near ; we were 
carried thither in chairs, though it is at a con* 
fiderable diftanee, and very much up hill ; 
for the Alcacar is built upon a rock of a pro- 
digiotts heigbtj and the profpeA is admhrable. 

Before 
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Before the gate there h a large fquare, after- 
wards you enter into a court an hundred and 
fi]tty feet long, and an hundred and thirty 
broad, adorned with (wo rowe of pisExas, ten 
rows of the pillars which made tbe lengthy 
were all of one entire done ; and the breadth 
had eight rows of pillars, and this made a 
fine ihew. But chat which pleafes me nmch 
better, is the ftair-cafe at the boittom of che 
court, which is an hundred and thirty ieet 
wide, Uke the court. After you have gone 
up {bme fteps it parts in two, and to fpeak 
the. truth, I believe it to 6e one of the fioeft 
in EuBope. We wmt through a gimt gal- 
iefy, and vaft apartments, hut mtt in them 
£9 kw people, Aat it did not look as if we 
poidd have met with the Queenrmother of 
fipain there ; fhe was in a great hall, whofis 
windows were all open, and which iiad a 
profped to the valleys and the river. The 
hangings, eufhions, carpets, and canopy were 
all of grey cloth ; the Queen was ftaading 
and leanifig upon a balcony, having in her 
hand a great pair of beads. When (he faw 
OS, (he turned towards us, and received ue 
with a very cbearful countenance. We had 
the honor to kifs her hand, which is ex- 
treamly delicate : flie is very paici her com- 

plexion 
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plexion pure, her face a Irttle long an4 
flat» her looks are agreeable, and her ftatare 
i^ of a middling Ike $ (be was drefied as all 
the widows in Spain are^ that is, like a non, 
without fo much as one haiir appearing ; and 
there are many, (though (he is not orf that 
number) that caufe all their hair to be cut off 
when they lofe their bufbands, for a greater 
expreffion of their grief. I obfenred that her 
gown was tucked up quite round, that it 
might be let down as it wears out ; yet I 
do not believe Ihe pra£tifes this, but fuch is 
the faihioh of the country* 

She a£ked me how long I bad beea come 
from France, and 1 gare her an account ; flie 
enquired if they difcourfed then of a marriage 
between her fon and Mademoifelle d' Orleaaft 
and I told her no $ then ihe faid (he would 
fliew me hejr pidlure, which was drawn from 
that the King her fon had, and ihe defired 
one of the ladies, wbo was an old duenna, 
and very ugly, to bring it. It was drawn in 
water colours, about the fize of your hand, 
in a box covered with black fattin, and lined 
with green velvet, " Do you find^ faid 0ie, 
that it is like her ?" I aflured her that there 
W€re not any of her features ; for indeed it 
fecmed to fquint, the face was awry, and 

there 
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there could not be any thing lefs refembling a 
prihcefs fo perfefl as Mademoifelle. She. 
aflcedme whether (he was more or lefs hand- 
fome than this ptdure. I told her.lhe was 
handfomer beyond comparifon. ** The King^. 
my fon^ then, replied (he, will, be pleafantly 
cheated, for he believes fhis pidure is juft 
like her, and no one can be better fatisfied 
than he is with her. For my part, her eyes 
that look afkew were troublefome to me, btiC 
to comfort myfelf, I confidered that (he had 
a great fhare of wit, and divers other good 
qualities. Do not you remember, fays (he, 
to the Marchionefa de Palacois,. to have feen 
mf-piAure in the late King^s chamber f'* 
*^ Yes, madam, anfwered the Marchionefs, 
and very well remember alfo, that as fooa as 
we faw your Majefiy, we all wondered ex* 
treamly, how the painter could do you fo 
much wrong." ** That is what I would 
have faid to you, replied (he, for when I ar- 
rived here, and caft my eyes upon that pic« 
ture which they faid was made for me, I in 
Yain tried to believe it, but I could not do it.V 
A little (he-dwarf, but thick as a tun, and 
no taller than a good big mu(hroom, cloa'thed 
all in gold and filver brocade, with long hair 

hanging down to her feet, came in,* and 

kneeling 
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kneeling before the Queen, afked her if flie 
would pleafb to have fupper i upon which we 
effibred to wiciidraw, bat flie toM us, we 
might follow her, and flie went into a parlour 
all of marble, ajul fat down to table all alon^ 
and we all flood round her. Her Maids of 
Honor, with die Camera^mayor, who Io€»ked 
very fad, came to wait on her. I law fome 
of them, which aiethinks were very haiid- 
fome % they talked to the Marcfaione(s de Pa- 
lacois, and told her, that they were horribly 
tired with that fort of life j and that' they 
. Hvfid at Tpledo, as if they were in a icAtt. 
Thefe wftrecailed Damas di PakKi$y and they 
Wtar pattns ; but for the Ihtle Mmmoj they 
Vrear flioes qake iat $ thtfe are children of 
Ihehigheft qmality, and neither wear cloak 
nor fword. 

There were ieveral diibes brought before 
the Queen, the firft were melons cooled with 
jce, and fome fallads and milk, of which (be 
eat plentifully before (he touched any of the 
flelh, which looked bad enough. She did 
not want a ftomacb, and &e drank a little 
pure wine, faying, *' That was to digeft her 
fruit." When flie called for drink, the firft 
Menine brought her a cup covered upon a fal- 
vw, and kneeling, gave it to the Camfrtra^ 

who 
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who alfo kneeled when the Queen took it 
from her hands ; and on the other fide, a 
Lady of the palace prefented on hei; knee a 
napkin to the Queen to wipe her mouth with. 
She gave fon|| drjed fweetmeats to Donn^ 
Marguretta de Palacors, and to ray daughter, 
faying, *' They muft not eat much of fuch 
things, becaufe they fpoiled the teeth of young 
girls." She alked me many times, how the 
Moft Chriftian Queen did, and how (be di- 
verted herfelf ? She faid, that (he had lately 
feht her fome boxes of amber paftils, fome 
gloves, and fome chocolate. She was above 
an hour and a half at table, fpeaking little, 
but feemed merry enough. We dcfired to 
know her commands for Madrid, whereupon 
file exprefled a great deal of kindnefs and ci<- 
vility, and after that we took our leave of 
her. 

It cannot be denied, that this Queen has 
abundance of underflanding^ as well as cou- 
rage and virtue, to bear as fhecloes, fo tedious 
aj)aniihtnent« 

I muft not forget to ttll you, that the firft 
Menirte brings the Qaeen^s pattens and puts 
cfaem on ; this is fo great an honor in this 
country^ that they would not change it for 
the beft place belonging tothe;«rowA» When; 

the 
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the ladies of the palace marry, and with the 
Qireen*s confent, flie adds to their portions 
fifty thoufand crowns, and commonly fome 
government or vice-royalty is given to their 

liu{bands. « ; 

When we came back to the Cardinal 
houfe, we found a theatre prepared in a pro- 
digious great room, and abundance of ladies 
on one fide, and Cavelleros on the other, and 
that which feemed very ftrange to me, was a 
damafk curtain which was drawn all the 
length of the room to the very theatre, and 
fo prevented the men and wonaen from (eeing 
one another. They only waited for us to 
begin the comedy of Pyramus and Thifbe ; 
this was a new play, but the worft that I 
have yet feen in Spain, Afterwards the co- 
medians danced very well, and the diverfion 
lafted till after two o'clock in the rnorn* 

ing. 

There was given an elegant fupper in a 
great hall, where there were divers tables j 
and when the Cardinal had placed us, he 
went' back to the Cavelleros, who*had the 
fame things on their fide as we had. There 
was an excellent Italian confort of muiic, for 
his Eminence had brought with him mufictana 
from Rome, to whom he gave large peniions. 

It 
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It was fix o'clock in the morning before vvc 
co«]d retire to our apartment ; and as there 
were divers things for us yet to fee, inftead 
of going to bed, we went to the Placa-mayor, 
wbicK they call Secodebet ; the houfes which 
environ it are of brick, and all uniform, with 
balconies: it is of a round figure, and has 
piazzas about it, undei* which people walk, 
and this is a fine place. We went back to 
the caftle tp view it better and more leifurely ; 
the building is after the gothic fafhton, and 
yjery ancient j but there is fomething in it 
that looks fo {lately, that I do not wonder 
that Charles V. had rather have lived there, 
than ill any other city under his obedienoe. 
It contains in a fquare, four great apartments 
with their feveral wings and pavillions ; there 
is room enough to lodge conveniently the 
whole court of a great king; 

We were fiiewed a machine that was very 
firange before it was broken ; it was to draw 
up the water from the Tagus, and to make it 
rife to the top of the Alcacar; the houfe 
where it ftood is yet whole, though it be fe- 
veral ages fince it was built. There are up« 
wards of five hundred fteps from it to the, 

river's fide s when the water came into the re- 
ceiver. 
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ceiver, it ran l^y feveral channels into all 
parts of Mie city where there were fouzitains : 
this was a very great coifvenieny, for noiw 
they are obliged to draw the water thirty fa- 
thoms deep. 

We went and heard maft in the chorch de 
!os Reyes : it is fine and large, and all full of 
oranges and pomegranate trees, jeiTaaiine and 
myrtles that are very bi^ -, they are fet la 
cafes, and are formed into walls up to the 
very high altar, wbofe ornaments are extra- 
ordinary rich, fo that looking through all 
thefe green boughs, and the flowers of diffe- 
rent colours, upon the fhining gold, embroi- 
dery, -and great lighted candies which adorn 
the alta;r, it feems as if the rays of the fun 
played before your eyes. There are alfo fome 
cages painted and gilt, and filled with nightin- 
gales, canary birds, and others, which make 
a charming noife, I (hould be glad if in France 
they would imitate the Spaniards in adorn- 
ing our churches. The walls of this church 
are all over covered- on the outfide with the 
chains and irons of the captives which hsive 
been redeemed out of Barbary. In this part 
of the town I obferved that moft of the 
lioufea bad upon their doors a fquare piece 

of 
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«f earthen ware, upon which was fet the an- 
gelical falutation in thefe words, Maria fu 
€oncehidaftn fec^to lo original, I was told that 
thefe houfes belonged to the Archbi(hg|>, and 
that none -but thofe that work in filk dwell 
ixi them, of which there are a great many at 
Toledo. The two ftone bridges that crofs 
the river are very high, broad, and long : if 
they would but take a little pains with the 
Tagus, boats might come up to the city ; this 
would be a confiderable conveniency ; but 
they are. naturally too lazy, to confider that 
the profit and advantage of a work is to be 
preferred before the trouble of undertaking 
it. 

We alfo faw the hofpital of Los Ninnos, 
that is of foundlings, and the Cityrhoufe, 
which is near the cathedral ; and at laft our. 
curiofity being iatisfied, we came back to the 
archiepifcopal palace, went to bed, and laid 
till night, when again we had another feaft 
as Iplendid as the former. His Eminence eat 
with us, and when we had returned him all 
due thanks, we fet forward towards the caftle 
of Ignarica : the Marquis de Palacois, with 
all his family, was there waiting for us ; fo 
that we were obligingly received, and nothing 

Vol. IL K could 
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coitid be added to the good chear^ and to the 
pkafure with which we were entertained for 
fix days, eithtr in fifliing upon the river 
Xarama, or in hunting, in walking, or in 
common converfatton : every one was emulous 
to appear good humoured ; and it may juftly 
be (kid, that when the Spaniards'go fb hr as 
to lay allde their gravity, and know and love 
you, they contribute greatly to cafe and re*- 
create the mind* They become fociabic, 
obliging, earneft to pleafe you, and the beft 
company in the world. 

This is what I have found in this little 
journey I havt made, of which I fliould not 
have given you fo particular an account, bat 
that I am perfuad^d, de^t coufin; you defire 
it fo, and that ybu fet fome vafueupon my 
complaisance.

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LETTER XIV. 

TH E ccremoflpy 6f fvireariftg to the treaty 
of peace concluded at Ninfiirgeh, be- 
Weenlhe crowns of France and S^aiii, was 
performed here the la ft d^y of Augirft. I had 
« great dtfire to fee whait pafled then 5 but as 
Mrdmeft are ttot to be prefent there, fo the 
Contieflable de Caftille ^ro^aiif6d to get ils 
into the KingV chamber, as foon as heflio^uM 
be gone into the great hall ; Mada^ Gutvtit^ 
Xht Dani& Afnbaffador's lady, and Madatti de 
Chais, the Envoy of Holland's lady, were 
there alfo. We went up a private pair df 
ftairs, where one of the Conftable's gentle-- 
men waited to receive us, and we tarried for 
fome time in a very fine clofet full of Spanilh 
books, well bound and very diverting : there, 
amongft others, I found the hiftory of Don 
Qui^tot, the famous Knight of the^ Manca, 
in which the plainnefs and the fubtilty of 
the expre&on, the weight and ftrength of 
proverbs, and that which the Spaniards call El 
fico^ that it the fmartnefs and nicety of a 

K 2 language. 
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language, appeared quite diiFerent from the 
tranflations which wt have in French. I 
was fo pleafed in reading it, that I hardly 
thought of feeing the ceremony. It began as 
foon as the Marquis de Villars came, and 
through a lettice-window which was opened, 
we faw what pafled. The King placed him- 
felf at the end of the great gilt hall, which 
is one of the mod (lately in the palace ; the 
alcove was fpread with an amazing fine car- 
pet ; the throne and the canopy were em- 
broidered with pearls, diaoionds, rubies, eme- 
ralds, and other precious ftones. Cardinal 
Portocarrero fat in a great chair below the 
alcove, on the right hand of the throne ; the 
Conftable of Caftille fat upon a fiool ; the 
French Ambaflador was feated on the left hand 
of the throne, upon a bench covered with 
velvet, and the Grandees were placed near 
the Cardinal ; when. every one was feated ac- 
cording to their quality, the King came in, 
and when he was feated on his throne, the 
Cardinal, the Ambaflador, and the Grandees 
fat down and covered themfelves. A Secre- 
tary read aloud, the power which the Moft 
Chriftian King had fent to his AmbaflTador. 
After that a little table was brought and fet 
before the King, with a crucifix and a book 

of 
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of the Evangelifts, and whilA he held his 
hand upon it^ the Cardinal read the oath, by 
which he fwore to keep the peace with France : 
there are fome other little ceremonies, but I 
did n5t mind them Aifficiently to be able to 
give you an account of them. Soon after 
the King returned to his lodgings, but we 
had got out of them before, and flayed in the 
fame clofet where we flopped at firft : it was 
fo near his chamber, that we heard him fay, 
that be was never fo hot, and that he would 
j>ull off his collar : and indeed, the fun does 
ihine very hot in this country. 

At my firft coming hither, I was afflided 

with a ftrange meagrim, and could not ima- 

.gine the caufe of it ; but my kinfwoman told 

me it was becaufe I wore too much upon my 

head, and that if I did not take care I might 

lofe my fight by it j I immmediately took ofF 

my bonnets and my cornets, and fince that 

time I have never had any pain in my head. 

For my part) I cannot believe there is in any 

place in the world more ferene air than there 

is here : it is fo pure, that you cannot fee fo 

much as a cloud ; and it is affirmed to me, 

that even the weather here in winter, is like 

the fineft weather in any other country : that 

which is moft dangerous here is a pertain 

K J wind ' 
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liripd D? Q^diegue, which blows off the mounv 
tfiins of Qajicia : it U not yioJeal, but it 
is (q piercings that it reaches tb« vc/y boncsy 
gnd fotxvetiff)e$ caufes a lameoefs in > liCg or an 
aim, and pfijt/^n in half /^e body» "whi^b wiil 
continue during a p^rfoo's life : tt i$ mor^ 
frequeat in fummer than in winter. Strangers . 
take it for the weftern breeses, and are fti» 
viO)ed when they feel it, but experience coa^ 
yinces them of its malignitjr* 
. The bafons in Spain are much more con«t 
venient and pleafanc than either in France^ 
England, Hollandf or Germany^ fornot ta 
fecfcoil that purity of the air» which ominotbe 
imagined (b fine at it is fron ihe month 4if 
September to the month of June, it is not fo 
cold, but yoa may make a ifaift without 
fire ; and this is the r^afon that there are no 
chindoieB in any of their apartments, and that 
they make ufe of only chafing*diihes. Bat 
it is a great happinefs that wood being fo 
fcarce as it is^in this country, that they have 
no occafioQ for it ; it never freezes thicker 
than the bignefs of two crowns, and thert 
falls little finow. But the adjacent mountaint 
furnifh Madrid with it all the year round. 
The months of June, July, and Auguft^ are 
indeed exceffive hot.

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I was lately in a- company wbei% alKtke la- 
dies wQic failLyrfrightsd : .one «6f thisfn iaidf 
that fhe had received arletter fcom Baccebiu^ 
which adidfed that a bell, that was only rung 
upon fome pufaUc jcalamity, orupon fomeoc* 
cafion of the higheft oan&quence, had all 
alone rung feveral times: Thb kdy xame 
from Barcelona, and flie aStited me, that 
whenever any misfortune ormiferylis to befal 
Spain, or that any of the houfe of Auftria 
K to idie, this .bell ring^ ; that for ;a. quarter 
ef an hour together, :the xlapper of "the bell 
moves with an unaccountable quickners, and 
fivlkes^in tufning iround. I tlid not believe 
hj T^ahtr do I yet ; 'bxst all :the company 
eonfiimed what (he faid: if it «s:a.He, ther6 
were above ^twenty that coiifpircd /with her 
in >tt. T^ey -btfgan to thin^ upon what, and

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horfes are all in black trappings and houfingSy 
which entirely cover their heads and their 
bodies -, nothing can appear more difa- 
greeable: their .coaches are fo badly co- 
vered, that the cloth which covers the roof, 
hangs almoft down to the boots : no one that 
fees this doleful equipage but would think 
that fome corpfe was carrying to be buried. 
The people of quality v^^ar their cloaks of 
black baize, very thin and rotten, the leaft 
Violence tears it in pieces ; and. that mourning 
is moft graceful, that is moft ragged and tat- 
tered. I have fcen fome Cavelleros tear their 
cloaths on purpofe, and I aflure you, that 
through 'fome of their cloaths you may fee 
their (kin, as ugly as it is to look on : for 
though their children when young are as whit« 
as ahbafter, and fo pretty, that you would 
take them for angels, yet it mufl be granted 
that as they grow bigger, they alter .v6ry 
ftrangely ; the heat of the fun roafts them, 
the air tans them, and it is eafy to know a 

Spaniard from any other nation : their features 

* 

;ire neverthelefs regular, but ftill there wants 
methinks our air and mien, as well as our 
Iktn and complexion. 

All the fcholars wear long robes, with 9 
Jittle border of linen about their necks in* 

ftcad 
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ftcad of a collar; they are habitdl very much 
like the Jefuits, there are fome of them above 
thirty years , old ; they are known to be ftu^ 
dents by their habits. 

I fancy this city to look like a great coup, 
in which they feed poultry : for really, from 
the level of the ftreet to the fourth ftory, you 
can fee nothing but lettices,' whofe boles are 
very fmall ; and. their very balconies have 
them. There are always to be feen fome of 
the poor confined women ftandirg behind 
them, to look upon paffengers, and when 
they dare, they open them, and with great 
delight Ihew themfe)ves j there is not a night 
pailes without four or five hundred concerts of 
mufic, in feveral parts of the town j it is true 
they are at a moderate^ate, and it is fuf- 
ficient if a gallant has only a guitar or his 
harp, and fometimes both joined with a voice 
hoarfe enough to awake the moft drowfy per- 
Ton, and aiFords themthepleafureof a ferenade : 
if either they do not underftand what is moft 
excellent, or cannot obtain it, they are con- 
tent with what they can get: I never faw 
any virginals or theorbos here. 

In every ftreet, and at every corner houfe, 
there is fome image or flatue, of Our Lady, 
drefled after the faibion of the country i with 

K 5 'a pair 
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t pair of beads in her b^d^, and cither a great 
wax candle or lamp burning before her : I 
have feen thite or four in my kinfwonian'ft 
fiablr, with other pieced of devotion ; for 
jwi muft know that every groom will have 
bis oratory as well as his matter, fhougk 
|yerhaps neither one nor the other often pray 
there. 

When one lady goes to vifit another, if it 
be in the night, four pages come to receive 
her with gredt flambeaux of white wax, knd 
in the Ame manner conduit her out again, 
and white (he is getting into her chair, they 
eommmonly kneel upon one knee : this ap- 
pears fom^thing more fplendid than the ffnall 
l^ax tahdies inclofed in links which are ufed 
in Ffance. 

Here are hotifts dn purpofe for Women of 
I^wd lives, like the Magdelonn^tes at Pai'is : 
they ufc them very fcverely, and there Is ttot 
a day paffes that they are riot whipped fevcfal 
times ; at a limited time they are releafcd, 
!nrt come otit woffe than they went in, their 
l^trnilhtoents makirig them not any thhig the 
better. They live almoft all togethef In a 
partidutar pare of the town, where virtilous 
women never go, but If by eh^nee ^hy one

The Bell of Barcelona hath bfedn but tdb 
true in its progndftics, for Don John wk^ 
the firft of this inoiith bybu|ht doWii To very 
low wi^b his ftckncTs, that the phyficians (le- 
fpaired 6f hinfi, and he was adviied to prepare 
'himfelf for death. He received the news with 
fo much tranquility and 'refignation, sfs grektiy 
confirmed the belief that feveral perfohs hid 
before entertained, t^at he had Jakeh (bme 
priVate difgilift, which made him fat'Ker v/ittt 
to iic than fire, The ICing came every mo'- 

0i«nt 
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ment into his chamber, and fpent feveral 
hours at his bed-iide, notwithftanding his 
earneft prayers that he would not expofe him-* 
felf to a fever. He received the bleflfed Via- 
ticum, made his will, and wrote a letter to a 
lady, whofe name I could not learn : he com- 
manded Don Antonio Ortis, his chief Secre* 
tary, to carry it in a little box, locked, which 
I faw ; it was made of China wood, and light 
enough to make one think there was not any 
thing in it but letters, and perhaps fome jew« 
els. * While he was fo dangeroufly fick, a 
courier arrived with the news of the King's 
marriage with Mademoifelle ; the joy of which 
did not only fill the palace, but all the city 
ftewcd exprefiions of it, for there were over 
the whole town artificial fire-works and illu- 
minations for .three days together. The ICkig 
could not contain himfelf, but ran into Don 
John's chamber, and -although he was very 
drowfy, heavy to fleep, and wanted reft, yet 
he a^waked him to tell him that the Queen 
would quickly be here, and intreated him 
not to think of any thing but being well 
again, that he might aflift at her reception. 
*V Ah ! Sire, anfw^ered the Prince to hinij I 
ihiall never have that fatisfadion, I (hould be 
content to die, if I had bad the honor to 

have 
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have fcen her once." The King fell a weep- 
ing,, and told him, ^< That feeing him in 
that condition, was the only thing that dif- 
turbed his happinefs." There was to have 
been abuU-feaft, but the. Prince's illnefs has 
caufed it to be put oiF; and the King would 
not have fuffered any fire- worl^ in the palace- ' 
court, had not Don John, notwithilanding 
he had a violent pain in bis head, bagged 
him to permit them* In line, the feven* 
teenth of this month he died,, extreamly re- 
gretted by fome, and as little by others. 
This is the fate both of princes and fa- 
vourites, as well as of perfbns that move in 
an ordinary fphere j and as his credit was al- 
.ready declining, and the courtiers now thought 
jof nothing elfe but the Queen-mother's return, 
and the arrival of the new Queen ; fo it is a 
mighty ftrange thing to obferve with what in- 
diiterence the ficknefs and death of Don John 
was taken ; they did not fo much as talk of 
him the very next day : it feemed as if he 
had never been in the world. Alas, dear 
coufin, does not this deferve a little tb be 
refieded on i He governed all the kingdoms 
belonging to the King of Spain; his very 
name firuck terror; he caufed the Queen- 
moiher to be banilhed ; he drove away Father

He Wa^ laid in iht little vault ti^r thi^ PM- 
theon, which is rdierv^i folely foi the P)rific%% 
knd Prih^efles of thtt lOyil Mood; for th^e 
arc hone buried in the P^nthet^, yoti ihuft 
know, but KihgB, littd thofc Queetta Who 
fi^H had children ; thofe that have had nbhfc, 
' :ire burkfl tn thslt parlituhr vault. In a feW

be when the King goes there ; but he is fo 
taken up with his young Queen, that he can 
think of nothing but going towards the fron* 
tiers to meet her. In every place where I 
come, they are continually ringing it aloud 
in my ears, that flie will foon be Queen of 
.two and twenty kingdoms. In all likelihood 
there is eleven of them in the Indies ; for I 
only know thofe of Old and New Caftille, 
Arragon, Valentia, Navarre, Murcia, Grana- 
da, Andalufia, Galicia, Leon, and the iile of 
Majorca. In thefe places there are fome parts 
of ^ them admirable, upon which it feems as if 
heaven had a mind to fpread abroad its moil 
benign influences. There are others again fo 
barren, that there is neither corn^ herbs, vines, 
fruit, meadows, nor fprings; and of thefe, 
there are 'more than of the others. But 
generally fpeaking, the air is very good and 
wholefome. In certain places the heats are 
exceffive, and in others the cold and the winds 
are infupportable, although it is in the fame 
feafon. There are a great many rivers, but 
that which is very fingular, is, that the largeft 
of them is not navigable ; particularly thof^ of 
the Tagus, Guadiana, Minchio, Duero, Gua- 
dalguiver, and that of Ebre; for either be- 
caufe of the rocksj or falls of water, or the 

-gulphs, ^ 
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gulphs, or turnings, veflcis cannot pafii upon 
them; and this is one of the chief difficultie» 
of trade, and which moft of ^1 hinders thofe 
things from con^mg to cities of which there i» 
mod Qeed ; for if there was an eafy communi* 
cation between them, thofe places and towns 
that want a great many wares arid goods> 
might be Supplied from thofe which abound, 
and fo tvery body might be furnilhfed with 
neceiTary things at a reafonable price; whereas 
the charges by land carriage being fo high, 
one muft want divers conveniences, unlefs you 
are in a condition to pay three times more for 
z thing than it is worth. 

Amongft. the feveral cities which belong to 
the King of Spain, there are feveral efieemed, 
either for beauty or riches, viz. Madrid, Seville^ 
Granada, Valentia, Sarragofia, Toledo/ Val- 
ladolid, Cordova, Salamanca, Cadiz, Naples, 
Milan, Meffina, Palermo, Cagliari, Bruxelles, 
Antwerp, Qhent, and Mons. There are a 
great many others, which neverthelefs are 
very confiderable; and feveral of the towns 
are sis large as cities i but there are not in 
them thofe multitudes of people, which are 
both the riches and ftrength of a King, And 
there are divers reafbns to be given why there 
is this defe£l. 

Firft, 
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Fkft, When King Ferdinand 'dtme aw«f 
Ihe Moon out of Spain, and eftablifted the 
Iflfvifitiony yfAoLt ^tbroiigb -fbc pufniflunenty 
they intijfted upon feme JewSy and banifliifrg 
of ofbers, there died and weift aut of the 
kingdom in a Iktletirae, above time hundfed 
tbottffliid perfens; U^des^ the Indies draw 
away abundance ; the unfcrmnafte go there to 
enrich tfaemfehFes, and When they have done 
fo, they reoYain to enjejr the fipuit oT their 
Ubour, and ihe plewRires of ^be ccmntry. 
Again, Ibldiers are mifed m Spain, «nd fcnt 
avray to garriibn other ckres under the obe* 
dience of the Kiog^^^fefcSdiei^'nifixry and 
fcttfe tR the 'plhicea irtiere ' Arey tmppen H»^>Cy 
aha uefci tetarn to 4hofe <froni 'vAie&ce %faey 
came. Add'^ tbis» ^at the Spani&i ^womeit 
bear btrt fetir cWMrent 4f«fliey We-drrce, it 
k nxflctmd afamdancc^ 'ttM ft r anger a do Yierc 
come to mhaint {there, aain other 'pafrt$<etf'l!he 
wortd, becauf<j they are not lovtd there, tftrd 
the Spaniarfs are gcnctaUy reetiiaiot^ ifhrft \^ 
fingafer, tnd refcrvcd to themfdirts, and wiH 
not be comrhttnicatite and t)ptn whSi othef 
nations, \vfiich fliey either envy or fcom. 
And thus having examined ^nto all ffhoTe 
means whrci^ hflp to depopulate the comitty 
under his Catholic Majefty^ one tnay rather

Ligc» ai an inhecicanoe^ in which iahulous 
biftdify they ate all made to deficend from aa« 
cient Chevaliers, whofe anceftora have done 
ironderfiil things; reciting iSaat their ^at 
gnuidfather, Don Pedno, and Don John, ftr^ 
fiarmed fuch and inch fervices to the crown* 
I iay, they having taken up theie vain go»« 
celts of themlelvcB, no wonder if they wtt 
neither derogate from the Gravidad^ nor D9^ 
teade^U. As this rate do they talk, and they 
will more wiUiagly endure hunger, and all

feverities 
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feverities of life, than work (fay they} lik^ 
mercenaries, which belongs only to flave^^ 
And thus pride fecoiided by flotb, hinders the 
fiioft part of them from fowing their lancF^ 
tinlefs fome ftrangers come and help them to 
till their ground, which by a fpecial diredion 
and guidance of Providence always happens. 
Strangers that are more laborious and worldly 
minded, being moved thither by the gain they 
find ; fo that you /ball fee a forry peafant fit- 
ting in his chair, reading a mouldy romance, 
whilft' thefe ftrangers are working for him^ in 
^rder to carry away his money. 

There are no oats to be feen ; hay is fcarce, 
their horfes and mules ekt barley, with ftraw, 
chopped fmall. 

' The hills and mountains in thefe kingdoms 
I fpeak of, are of fuch a prodigious height and 
length, that I do not believe there is the like 
in any other part of the world; one meets 
with fome of an hundred leagues in length, 
which join one to another in a continued 
chain, and which, without exaggerating, are 
higher than the clouds ; they are called jltrras; 
amongft which are reckoned the Pyrenean 
mountains, Granada, Aftura, Alcantara, Mo- 
rena, Toledo, Doua, Molina and Albanera. 
Thefe bills render the way fo very difficult, 

that 
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that no wagons can pafs, which obh'ges them 
to carry all upon mules, who are fo fure- 
footed, that in two hundre4 leagues continual 
travelling amongft rocks, and large flint ftones^ 
they will not fo much as once ftumble. 

I have been fliewed fome of the patents th« 
King grants ; I never read fo many titles ; I 
will fet them down here. He calls himfelf 
King of Spain, Caftille, Leon, Navarre, Ar* 
ragon, Granada, Toledo, Valentia, Galjcia, 
Seville, Murcia, Jaen de Hierufalem, Naples, 
Sicily, Majorca, Minorca, and Sardinia, the 
Eaft and Weft Indies, the Ifles, and Terra 
Firma of the great Ocean, Archduke of Auf- 
tria, Duke of Burgundy, Brabant, Luxem- 
burgb, Guelderland, Milan, Count of Haf- 
burgh, Flanders, Tirol, and Barcelona, Lord 
of Bifcay and Molina, Marquis of the Holy 
Empire, Lord of Friezland, Salines, Utrecht, 
^]\lalines, Overiflel and Groningen, and Grand 
Seignior of Afia and Africa. I have been 
told, that Francis I. laughed at thefe when 
he received a letter from Charles V. fluffed 
with fuch arrogant titles, and in his anfwer 
gave himfelf no other title than Citizen of 
Paris, and Lord of Qentilis. 

They do not trouble their heads to ftudy 
much here, that littk they do know bears

the m6ft* difficult qtieffions. Nwerthde^ 
thei'e are fdme famous litiivef fitie^ in- Spiliil ; 
aknongft Which tfcey reckon, Sarria^ffa',- Bar* 
<ieIona, Salamanca, Alcala, Santiago, Oraiiada, 
Seville, Coimbra, Tertra^ona, Evora, I/ifbofr, 
Madrid, Murci*, Majorca, Toledo, Lerida, 
Valentia, arid Occa* There are but few 
famous preacher*; here' and thcrt you wiH 
rtieet #ith ft>tae that art pathetical : biit in- 
deed, let thefe fermori^ be g6<>d or bad, the 
Spaniards that bear tliem w^ll perpetually beat 
their breafts virith an extraordinary fervour, 
and cfveh difturb the preathcr vi^itfi the grievous 
cries ^ich their troubled confciences make 
th^m litter. I anl willing to believe that there 
ai'e a (eW that havefome <iohipun£Hon, bat in 
my confcience, I dotibt far lefs thaii they itiake 
fliew of. They ner^ leave off Aetr fwords, 
either whtn they go to cbnftfflyn or the facra- 
ment j they fay, thfcy wear therfi to defend 
religion ; and ih thie mornihg before (trey put 
tbem otii they ki& them^ and make tfad figii

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of (becro^s with tbeori they pay an exceffive , 
43£votion to the blefled Virgin, atid put an 
extraordinary confidence in her; there is 
baniiy any man thatdoes not wear a fcapukr, 
iar ibme embroidered imagp that hath touched 
ibme of thoTe that are h^ld- to be miraculous ; 
and though otherM^fe tkey. do not lead lives 
very regular, yet they will not forbear praying 
M beff with 9r truft^ that i; is fh& that muft 
proted and Ave tb^m from the greateft: evils. 
Th'Oy 2iTt very charitable^ not only upon the 
account of the n^erits- by ahns^deeda^ hut alfo 
by a n^turM inclination they have to give, 
and a real pain they^ endtii'e^ if either through 
' porerty,. or for any other resufoiiy they are 
ibrced to refttfe ahy thing thai is aiked of 
ffaeim They have aliix another good^ijuality, 
which i^> n^ver to foriake their friend in fick* 
jKfs-s tfarircaftrearid dhcirdbnoern isfar greater 
infucbaftime, v^heh dtiilbtlefs- the^pt-efenee^ as 
well as- the affiftanccf of a fi-ieifd^- ifr* &hk^ 
wancedv Sd that perfons thift do not f^ one 
tfnhther fbttr ttmbs m ayear^ yet ar€ conftant 
in thecr vifits thiiee or four tifnes* ev^ry day, 
tMy^if one is under any affli6liony atid thift tfa^ 
oaiir'be<5oiae ufiifui to each other: but as ibon 
al« i9i^ aire iVelty thefy refutfne th€ (titnt wtty 
dPUtlAg they ilfeii birfofe ^cy Were fick. ^ 

Don 
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Don. Frederic <}e Cardonna, of whom I 
now write to you, dear couAn, zs if he and 
you were well acquainted, is returned. He 
hath brought me a letter from the fair Mm*- 
chionefs de los Rios, who without doubt, is 
ftill one of the prettieft women in the world, 
and who is not weary of her retirement. I 
alfo by him heard from the archbifhop of Bur- 
gos, whofe meriCs are uncommon ; and he 
added, that he came back in the company of 
a Spaniih gentleman, who had told him fome 
very wonderful things ; amongft others, that 
every Spaniard who is born on Good>Friday, 
whenever they go by or through any church- 
yard, in which there has been any body buried 
that was murdered; or if they pafs through 
any place where a murder has been committed, 
although the man who was killed has been 
taken away, yet for all that he appears to 
them all bloody, and in the fame manner and 
condition he happened to be Jn when he was 
murdered, and this too, whether they knew one 
another or not. This certainly is a very unplea- 
fant thing to thofe whom it happens to ; but in 
re;quital, they can cure the plague with only 
breathing upon the party, and do not receive 
the infe£llon, although they be with thofe 
that h^ve the plague upon them. '^ Many 

people^ 
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people, faid he, wondered that Philip IV, 
held his head fo high, and ftared up with his 
eyes; the reafon was, he was born on Good- 
Friday ; and when he was very young, he had 
feveral apparitions of thofe perfons that had 
been murdered 5 fo that with the fright of 
them, he had got a cuftom (very feldom) to 
hold down his head/' But, faid I to Don 
Frederic, did he talk ferioufly, and as if thefe 
things were allowed of every body without 
any doubt ? And juft as I was faying that it 
would be worth while to enquire of fome ere* 
ditable perfons about thefe matters, Don Fer* 
nand de Toledo came into my chamber, and 
fo he afked him ; and he afTured me that he 
had frequently heard people talk thus of thefe 
matters, but yef he would not anfwer for the 
truth of them. ^' It is alfo (aid, continued he, 
that there are a certain people which can kill a 
mad dog with breathing upon him, and that 
they have a power to remain in the fire with- 
out being burnt; and yetvl could never fee 
any of them that cared to truft themfelyes 
there : but they give this reafon, that though 
they could fafely do it, yet there would be 
fomething of vanity in it, by fuch peculiar 
favours from heaven, to diftinguilh themfelves 
from other men; and for my part, faid I, 
' Vol. lit L laughing. 
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UughiRg, I am of opinion thefe men bavf 
more prudence than humility. They are 
afraid, aa it is but reafonable, of the biting of 
the dog, and the heat of the furnace. << 1 
am altogether of your mind, madam, replied 
Don Frederic, I can give little credit to things 
above nature.!* 

** I do not pretend to make you believe it, 

fays Don Fernand, though I mull tell you, 

I do not find any thing in this matter more 

extraordinary than in a thoufand prodigies 

which we fee every day. Do you think, for 

inftance, that you ought lefs to wonder at 

that lake which is near Guadaiajora in Anda- 

lufia, which fortels approacbing tempefts, by 

moft horrid bellowing and roaring, that is 

heard above twenty thoufand paces diftance ? 

and what do you fay of that other lake which 

is found upon the very top of the mountains 

CUvio, in the county of Rouffilon, near to 

Pcrpignan? it is cxtream deep, there are in it 

filhes, monftrous both for bignefs and (hape } 

when a done is thrown into it, there arc vapours 

feen to come out attended with a great noife, 

and to afccnd into the air, and there convert 

into the clouds, which produce moft terrible 

ftorms, accompanied with thunder, lightening 

and aif • Is it not likewife true^ continued he^ 

in 
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in addreffing bimrdf to Don Fcederie, that 
near the caftle of Gracinaanos, in a cavctni 
which is called Judea, noti far from the bridge 
TalayredaS) there ta a ^riog whofe water 
jGreezes as it drops, and grows fo hard^ that it 
becomes a perfe^ ftone, which cannot calilj 
be broken, and with which in that country 
they build fine houfes?** <* You hare a good 
fiock of examples, faid Don Frederic, but if 
you pleafe, I wiJl furniih you with fome others 
for your purpofe. Do you remember the 
moumain of Monrayo in Arragonf if the 
ihecpfeed upon it before the fun rife, they 
die ', but if thqy are fick, and feed there after 
the fun is Mp, ^hey are cured. I muft not 
forget neither, the fpring in the ifle of Cadiz^ 
which is dry when it is high water, and runs 
when the tide ebbs/' You fliall not be; the 
only perfon, faid I, interrupting him, that 
fliall fecond Don Fernand in thefe kind of 
relations: T muft tell him, that in the fame 
ifle of Cadiz, there is a certain plant, whicl^ 
withereth upon the firft appearance of the fun^ 
and grows green again as fo )n as night comes. 
<« Ah, pretty plant, exdaiiw Don Fernanda 
Uj4gliing: well, I have enough now to be 
xev4iagj»l for s^l t)ie fport yffA< have-made at 
spy ftgriqs fof; ihU h9M^, logfttheaj I declare 

La open 
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open war againft you about ibis plant, and if 
you do not fend for one hither, I know what 
I will believe/' The facetious humour of 
this Cavellero made us pafs the evening very 
agreeably; but we were interrupted. by my 
kinfwoman, who returned out of the city^ 
where (he had fpent fome part of the day at 
her lawyers, who was at the point of death ; 
he is very old, and a very learned man in his 
profeifion. Sb^ told us, that all his children 
ftood round his bed, and that the only thing 
which he recommended to them, was always 
to preferve a good ftock of gravity ; and after 
iiehad blefTed them, (ays he to them, *^ What 
greater good can I now wifli you, my dear 
children; than to lead your whole Jives at 
Madrid, and nev«r to quit this earthly para- 
dife, but for the heavenly." *' This may 
ibew, continued ihe, the flrange prepofTeffioa 
the Spaniards have for Madrid, and the faap- 
pinefs they enjoy in that court/' For my 
part, faid I, interrupting her, I am perfuaded 
there is abundance of vanity in that fondnefs 
which they exprefs for their own nation, for 
certainly they have too much fenfe not to 
know, that there are many other countries 
far more agreeable* Is it not true, addreffing 
ixiyfelf to Don Fernaiid, that though you will 

not 
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not fay as I fay, that you have the faQie 
thoughts ? << What my thoughts are, faid 
he, fmiling, can be no rule for other people : I 
muft tell you, that fince my return, I have 
been upbraided by every one with being lio 
longer a Spaniard/' But certain it is, that 
people being fo bewitched with the deligbls 
and charms of Madrid, and not having power 
to forfake it in any feafon ofthe year, no body 
lias thoughts of building pretty houfes in the 
country, whether they might fometimes retires 
fo that all adjacent parts about the city, wliieh 
(hould be filled with delicious gardens and 
fplendid feats, look like fo many little, deferts; 
and this is the reafon alfo, why the city in 
fummer, as well as in winter, is, equally 
crouded with people. Hereupon, my kinfwo* 
man faid, *< She would have me go to the 
.Efcurial, and that it vfas agreed on by the 
Marchionefs of Palacois and La Rofa, to go 
thither two days hence : the lady, your mother^ 
added fhe, fpeaking to Don Fernand, defigns you 
to make one ; and I am refolved to fecure Don 
Frederic for another. They both declared^ 
that with a great deal of pleafure they would 
go this little journey. And indeed, the next 
day we went to kifs the Queen-mother*s hand, 
and to know her commands for the Efcurial : 

L 3 for 
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for you muft know, it is the cuftom, when 
one is to go out of Madrid, iirft to pay 
re{pe£ks to the Queen* But we had not fccn 
her IiAce her return ; (be It>oks pleafanter than 
flie did at Toledo, and told us, " She did 
not think of coming fo foon back to Madrid^ 
ind that now it feemed as if Ihe had never 
been out of it.-' There was brought before 
her a giant woman that came from the Indies: 
«s foon as (he Taw her, fhe ordered her to be 
taken away, (he was fo frightened at her» 
Her ladies would make this Coloflus dance, 
who held in each hand two ffae-dwarfs th«t 
|>layed upon the Caftrnets and theSifcay drun^ 
which was di^grceable in the hightft degree* 
My kinfwoKian obferved in the Queett-mo* 
ther's apartment, things which had been Don 
John's} amongft •others, an admirable pen- 
•dulum clock, all fet with diamonds $ he made 
her in part, his heir ; in all likelihood it was 
40 teflify his regret for having troubled and 
vexed her. 

The jottrney to the Efcurial was performed 
with all imaginable fatisfa&ion ; the defire of 
entertaining you with it, hindered me from 
fending you the letter I had begun before I 
went thither; the fame ladies that went to 
Arranjues and Toledo, were very glad to 

embrace 
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embrace the opportunity of taking the air a 

little in fo fine a feafon > and we went firft to 

the Prado, which is a royal houfis, the build- ~ 

ing like the reft in Spain, is handfome enough^ 

that is, it confifts of a fquare of four feveral 

apartments, feparated by galleries of commu* 

nication, which are fupported with pillars^ 

the furniture of it, indeed, is not ftately^ 

but there are good pictures, aoiongft others^ 

thofe of the Kings of Spain, in ridiculoua 

drefles* 

We were fliewed a little clofet, which the 
late King ufed to call his Beloved, becaufe ift 
it he ufed fometimes to entertain himfelf with 
bis miftreiles ; this prince, who was feemJngly 
fo cold and grave, that he was feldom ever 
(een to laugh » was really the moft amorous 
and the pleafanteft of men. There is a gar* 
den well enough kept, and a park of a confi* 
derable extent, where the King frequently 
goes to hunt. 

We were afterwards at a convent of the 
Capuchins, which ftands on the top of a hill.; 
this is a place of great devotion, becaufe of a 
crucifix which it feems was taken from the 
true crofs, and which often works miracles* 
After we had faid our prayers there^ we de«^ 
fccnded on the other fide of the hill, tp a cer* 
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tain hermitage, where there was a recliife, 
that would neither fee us nor fpeak to us, but 
he threw a ticket to us through his grate, oft 
which we found written, that he would re- 
commend us to God, We were all verjr 
weary, for we were forced to walk on foot up 
the hill, and it was very hot weather. We 
perceived at the bottom of the hill, a very little 
cottage, by the fide of a brook, which runs 
amongft willow trees j we fleered our courfe 
that way, and when we were yet a great way 
off, we could fee a man and a woman Very 
well dreffed, rife up nimbly from the foot of 
a tree where they were feated, and run into 
that cottage, and fliut the door as haftily as'if 
they had taken us for thieves ; but doubtiefs 
it was the fear of being known^ which made 
them avoid us. We went tathe place they had 
left, and being feated on the graft, we fell to 
eating fome fruit we brought with us. We 
were fo nigh this little houfe, that they could 
cafily fee through their windows what we 
were doing: there came out a very pretty 
country lafs, with a fea-ru(h bafket, and ad- 
dreiled herfelf to us, and kneeling, begged 
fome of the, fruit of our collation for a big- 
bellied ^oman, that would die if we refufed 
her. Immediately we fent her fome of the 

faireft. 
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faireft, and quickly after the fame young, girl 
came again with a gold fnuiF-box, and told 
us, the Senora of the Cafita, that is, the lady 
of the little houfe, intreated us to accept of 
fome fnuflF for an acknowledgment of the fa- 
vour we had done her. It is the cuftom here 
to prefent fnufF when they have a mind to ex« 
prefs their friendfhip. We ftayed fo long by 
the water-fide, that we refolved to go no 
farther than the Carcuela, which is another 
of the King's houfes, but not fo handfbme as 
the Prado, and (o negle£led^ that there is 
nothing worth commending, but the waters.. 
We were bad enough lodged there, though 
wc laid in the very fame beds his Majefly did; 
and we were very lucky in taking along witb 
us all neceffaries for f upper. After that, we 
went into the gardens,, which are in bad or- 
der, the fountains run day and night, and the 
water there is fo good and in fuch plenty, that 
for as little almoft as one would defire^ It 
might be made as pleafant a dwelling as any 
in the world. But it is not the cuflom in 
this country, from the King to private per^ 
fons, to keep feveral country houfes in good 
repair, they let thenv go to ruin, for want of 
ibme very fmall reparations. Our beds were 
iabad, that we were not loath to leave them

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early the next tnorniDg to goto the EfcttriaL 

We went by Monareco^ where the woodi 

begin, and a little farther is the park v^hicb 

belongs t» the convent of the Efcurial : for ist 

tSeSt^ it is one which Philip IL built among 

the mountains, that fo fae might the more 

eafily get theftone he needed,, of which there 

is Cuch a prodigious quantity, that without 

Cseing it one cannot conoeive it, and certainly 

it is one of the largeft buildings we have in 

Europe* We went up to it through a very 

long walk of olm ^fees, which are planted ia 

fcur rows ^ (he great gate is Aately^ adorned 

with divers marble pillars, raifed one upoft 

another, till they reach up to the ftatue of St. 

£»awrence, which fiands on the topv the 

filing'^ arms are cut upon a certain ftone^ 

m^iich 18 called the thunder-ftone, and is^ 

brought from Arabia, the cutting of which 

€oft threeficore thoufand crowns. It is eafy 

to beh'eve^ that having been at fo confiderable 

• charge for a thing fo little ufeful, they 

would not fpare any coft for others which 

might be necefikry, and' contribute to the 

beauty of the place. It is a great fquare pile 

of buildings but beyond the fquare there runs 

out a length, which contains the buildings of 

ihe entrance, ^^d are contrived <o preient the 

form 
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form of the gridiron, on which St. Lawrence, 
(who is th^ patron of the monaftery) fuffered 
martyrdom. It is built according to the 
Doric order, and very plain; the fquare ifi 
divided in the middle, and one of thofe divir 
lions, which looks upon the order, opens itfelf 
]K)th ways into four other lefler fquares, which 
are four cloyfiers, built alfo according to the 
Doric order, and who fees one of thehi, fees* 
all the reft; the building has nothing in it^ 
either as to its defign or architeSyre, that is* 
extraordinary; that which is to be admired^ 
18 the largenefs of if, being three hundred 
and eighty paces in the fquare^ for befides^ 
thofe four cloyfters I have mentioned^ the- 
other divifion of the fquare, fubdivided into 
twoy makies two other piles of building, one 
of which is the King's quarters, and the other 
is the college ; for there are in it abundance 
of peniioners, whom the King maintains tc^ 
ftudy* The friars that live in it are Hiero*^ 
nomit^; this order is unknown in France^ 
and It is aboliflied ia Italy^ becaufe ascertain! 
Hieroaomite friar at Milan attempted the life 
of St. Charles Baroromeo ; but he did ;iot hurt 
him,, though he Ihot at bim> and the buUets» 
pierced bis pontifical habit; but aevertbelefs- 
Qfides is bete in great eftoem. Theieare: 

thrett; 
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three hundred monks in the convent of the 
Efcurial; they live much after the manner 
of the Carthufians; thejr fpez]c tittle,, and 
pray much, and women never come into their 
church ; bcfides, they ought to ftudy and 
preach. 

But there !s another thing yet, which makes 
this building confiderable, and that is, the na- 
ture of the ftone of whkh it is built. It was 
taken out of the neighbouring quarries ; it is 
of a gffayUh colour ; the {barpeft air and 
fevereft weather make no impreffion on 4t; 
. it does not foil or grow dirty, but conflantly 
preferves that colour it had when it was taken 
up% Philip II. was two and twenty years in 
building it j he enjoyed it thirteen, and then 
died in it. This firudlure coft Mm fix mil- 
lions of gold. Philip IV. added the Pantheon 
to it, that is to fay, a Sepulchre, like the Pan* 
theon at Rome, contrived under the great 
altar of the church, all of marble,^ jafper and 
porphyry ; in which there are fix and twenty 
moft ftately tombs inchafed in the walls, and 
one goes down into it by a pair of . ftairs, all 
of jafper. I fencied myfelf defcending into 
fome of thofe inchanted places which our 
romances and books of chivalry talk of. The 
tabernacle, the architcdure of the altar, the 

fteps. 
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fteps by which you afcend to it, the pyx or 
box in which the hoft Is kept, and made all 
of one fingle agat, are fo many wonders. 
The riches there in precious ftones and 
gold, are incredible. One fingle cup-board 
of relics (for there are four in the four 
chapels of the church) infinitely exceeds the 
treafure of St. Mark's at Venice. The or- 
naments of the church a/e embroidered with 
pearls and precious ftones } and fo are the cba- 
•Kces and veflels of precious ftones* The 
candiefticks and lamps are of pure goMr 
There are for-ty Httk chapels, and as many 
altars, upon wMch are put every day forty 
ievefal cloftths and attires. The fore part of 
the great altar is compofed of four ranks of 
jafper pillars, and one goes up to the altair 
. by feventeen fteps of porphyry ftone. The 
tabernacle is beautified with feveral pillars of 
agat, and divers curious figures of metal and 
cryftaL You can ice nothing about the ta- 
bernacle but gold, assure ftone, and other 
ftones fo tranfparent, that through them the 
Aicrament (which is kept in an agat vefTel) is 
eafily perceived. This tabernacle is efteemed 
at a million of crowns. There are eight 
pair of organs, the chairs or feats in the 
€boir„ are made of fine yfX>ody which comes 
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from the Indies, cufidiiAjr wr0ugfat after the 
pattera of thofe of St, Dominic, at BoulogAe. 
Tht cloifters of the monaftery arc cxtreamly 
fine ; ia the middle tb^re is a flpwer-garden^ 
aiid a chapel which opens four ways, who& 
joof is fuppofted with porphyry pillars, be- 
tween which there are nicb^, in which are 
placed the four evangdifts with an angel^ 
and fevcral creatures made of white marble, 
larger than nature, who throw out torreota 
of water into marble batons. T^e chapel 13 
aicbed with curious archjtefiure, and paved 
with bhck and vAd^ marble^ There are 
divers piAures, of an ineftimable value^ and 
in the chapter-room» which is very lai^,. 
there are belides moft excellent piAure?^ twa 
has reliefs all of agat, two foot and a half 
long, which cannot be valued^ As to die 
church, it has nothing extraordinary Jn its 
ftrudure 1 it is larger than that of the Jefiiit^ 
in St. Aothony's-ftrcet at Parts, but of the 
fame form, except that, like their houfe, it 
13 of the Doric order. Bramanto,^ tRe famous 
Italian architea, drew the model and defign 
of i^. The King and Queen's apartments 
»re not ftat«ly^ hut Philip IL intended thia 
only for a howfe of prayer and retirement,^ 
Ihe chur^ and the library were the things. 

he 
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>« took jRpft ctre to «<k>riu Tilf an, the fa- 
mous pamtor, «d<) many others befides, have 
iCKhaufted idl ihoir art and (kill vol curioufty 
minting the .galleries of the li^r^ryt which 
indeed ave admirable, not only for the excel- 
lent paintiing, <but for a tuindred thoufand 
vblupaes that are there, without reckoning 
the original manulcripe of feveral fath^s and 
do&ors of the oburch, which are elegantly 
•bound and gilt. You will eaiily guefe at the 
largeneis of ,the Efcurial, when I have told 
you that there are in it» fisventeen cloifters, 
twenty«4wa courts^ eleven thoviand wAftdows,, 
above eight hundred piUars, and an infinite 
number of parlours, haUs, and chambers. 

Soon after the ieatk of Philip U. thufi 
•was taken from the ffiara iDf the £fi:urial, a 
certain eftate in lands, called Campjiloi which, 
the late King had given thcMi, and was worth 
eighteen thoufand crowns per annum, and 
this was done by virtue of a claufe in hia 
will, by which he revoked all the immenfe 
donationa whidi in his lift-time he had 
given.. 

The Duke of Braganaa being at court in 
iLing Philip lid's, tim^, he had a imind they 
fiiould go with him to the Elcurial, that be 
Blight iee (hat ftatelj^ file of buildj^ng. And 
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as he that had the care of ffaewing it to him, 
told him, << It was built in performance of a 
vow which Philip IL made at the battle of 
St. Quintin j*' the Duke replied, « He that 
made fo great a vow, muft needs have a great 
terror upon him/* And now in mentioning 
this King, I remember to have heard, that 
Charles V. recommended to him the preferva- 
tion of the three keys of Spain. Tbefe 
were the Streights-mouth, Fiuihing in Zea- 
land« and Cadiz. The Turks and Moors 
have the iirft, the Dutch the fecond, and the 
Englilh had the laft, but the King of Spain 
foon recovered it from them. 

The Efcurial is built upon a defcent of 
feme rocks in a defert and barren place, and 
environed with. hills; the village ftands be^ 
tow it, and has but a few houfes in it ; it is 
in a manner always cold weather there. The 
extent of the gardens and the park is^a prodi- 
gious fight to fee, in which you meet with 
woods, plains, and a vaft houfe in the middle, 
in which. is the keeper's lodge; it abounds 
with all forts of deer and fowK 

After having feen a place that fo highly de- 
ferves our admiration, we all left it ;. and as 
we had vifited the royal houfes of Prada and 
Carcuela, we returned over the mountains,. 

which: 
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which is a nearer way, but very trouhlefome. 
We came by Colmenar, and coafting along 
the little river of Guadaramay we paiTed 
through Rozas and Aravaca, and arrived at 
Madrid, where we learned that the Queen's 
houfhold were juft going away to meet. her 
upon the frontier. We immediately went to 
the palace to bid adieu to the Dutchefs «de 
Terra Nova^ and the other ladies. The King 
bad caufed them all to be mounted, that he 
might fee after what manner they would be 
on the day of her entry ; fur this reafon all 
the gardens and doors, every way, were kept 
clofe ihut and guarded,* and no man was t^ 
enter there. The young court-ladies looked 
well enough, but, good God I what figures 
were the Dutchefs de Terra Nova, and Donna 
Maria de Alarcon, who were the governantcs 
of the Queen's maids ; they rode every one 
upon a mule fhod with filver, and all friezed 
with a large houfing of black velvet, like 
that the phydcians in Paris rode with upon 
their horfes. Thefe ladies, drefled like wi- 
dows, (which I have already defcribed. to you) 
very old and ugly, with morofe and imperious 
looks, wore broad hats, tied with firings under 
their chins } and twenty gentlemen which 
walked on foot by th^ir fides, held them up, 

left 
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left they flK>uld fall. Tbey wosld never have 
fuffered tfaefe men Co have touched them in 
that manner, had not they feared breaking 
their necla. For y^u muft know, dear coufio , 
that though every lady has two gentlemen- 
uibers, and that they ^ with them wherever 
they go, yet they never give them their hand ; 
tbey walk by their fides, and prefent to them 
their elbows wrapped in their cloaks, which 
makes their arms look prodigious thick. The 
ladies do not come near them ; but that which 
is yet more ftrange, if the Q^een in walking 
Ihoiild happen to fall^ unkfs ber ladies were 
near her to help her up, though there were 
an hundred gentlemen there, (he muft be 
pleafed, either to rife by berfelf, or lie idl 
day upon the ground, for no one dare take 
her up. 

We fpent part of the afternoon in looking 
at thefe ladies ; the equipage they had was in- 
deed very rich, but very poorly and dully 
contrived. TJie Dutchefs of Terra Nova 
had alone, fix litters of velvet, of various co- 
lours, and all embroidered, and forty mules, 
whofe houfings were ascoftly as ever, I faw 
any. 

You will not hear from me again, dear 
coufin, before the Qiieen is cooie hither. 

While 
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While the Kii^ is gone to meet her^ and 
the whole court abfent, i&y kinrwoman will 
go into Andalufia, about fome bufinefs (fat 
has there. I' might fend you a fbort relation 
of our little journey, if I could be aflTured it 
would pleafe you. I laioft heartily embrace 
you.

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THE v^iele court h retunied, ini 
in mf mtmoifs you will find, dear 
xoufin, the particulars of the Queen's jour- 
ney* The King and flie were both together 
ill one coach, Mid the curtains being all open, 
I faw her at her arrival here : ibe was drefled 
after the Spanifli way, and I did not think 
that ihe looked lefs handfome in this, than in 
her French garb ; but ihe King was drefled 
A'^la-Schomhirgy which is the Spanifli habit 
for the country, and it is almoft like the 
French* I have heard it told, how ftrangely 

the 
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the Queen was furprized the firft time (he 
had the honor to fee him ; he had on a clofe* 
bodied coat of grey barragon, very (hort and 
vide, velvet breeches, dockings of Pelo, that 
18, raw filk, which they work fo very loofe, 
that their (kin appears through them ; this 
filk is as fmall as a hair, and though they be 
very ftrait, yet the King pulls them on at 
once, and by that means tears fometimes 
twenty pair one after another* He had alfo a 
very fine cravat, which the Queen fent him, 
but it was tied a little too loofe : his hair was 
put behind his ears, and he wore a grey hat. 
All the journey, which was very long, they- 
fat clofe to each other in a large coach, and 
feldom could underftand one another but by 
fome certain figns, for the King cannot fpeak 
a word of French, and the Queen could 
fpeak but very little Spanifli. Upon their ar- 
rival at Madrid, they went to fing Te Deum 
at our Lady d' Atocha, attended by all the 
perfons of quality, and a multitude of the 
people, that made the air refound with accla- 
mations of joy. Afterwards their Majefties 
went to Buen Retiro, becauie the apartments 
in the palace were not yet ready, and the 
Queen was not to remain there till (he had 
made her entry. This time muft needs have 

been 
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been very tedious to ber, for fhe faw no one 
but the Camerera* Mayor and her ladies. She 
is forced to lead a life fo much againft her in^ 
cllnations, that (he has need of all that dif- 
cretion and fweetnefs of temper ihe is pof- 
feiTed of to be able to endure it ; fhe has not 
fo much as the liberty to fee the French Am- 
baflador ; to be ihbrt, it is a perpetual tor- 
ment« All the Spanifli ladies are very fond 
of her, and amongft themfelves pity her. 

I was fome time ago at the Countefs ViU 
lambrofa's, and in a great deal of company. 
The Marchionefs de la Fuente came in there, 
and as they are extreamly fuperftitious in this 
country, fo (he told them, like one affrighted, 
that being with the ^Queen, who looking at 
herfelf in the glafs, and laying her hand 
gently upon it, cracked it from top to bot- 
tom ; and that the Queen beheld it without 
being the leaft moved, but even laughed at 
the confternation that all the ladies about 
•her were in, telling them it betrayed a 
weaknefs of mind to take fuch notice of 
things and accidents as might proceed from 
natural caufes. They difcourfed and argued 
a great while upon this matter, and with 
-deep fighs, faid that their Queen would not 
live long. 
\ She 
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She alfo toM us^ tbaji ^ Qyceo w^u. muck 
more difiurbed a^t tbf iodvUity of ti^e. Cayie** 
rera-Mayor, who feeing fame of her hairs out 
of place on her forehead, (pit on her fingen 
to lay them foappth i yg^a wMckjdie Queen 
ftayed her arm, telling her in a nujeftic way, 
<' that the beft eflence there, was not too 
good," and (hat taking her handkerchief, {he 
was a great while cleaning that part of her 
hair which this piece of antiquity had fo 
handfomely wet. It is no uncommon thing 
here to wet the head all over, the better to 
fmopth and make die hair ihine ; the firft 
time my head w^s dreiled after the Spsmilb 
mode, one of my relation's women undertook 
this curious piece of work, fhe was no lets 
than three hours ti^gging and pulling my 
head, and finding that my hair, which is na- 
turally curling, would not comply, without 
faying a word to me, fhe dipped a great (ponge 
twice in a ba(bn of water, and baptized me fo 
handfomely, that I was laid up with a cold 
for a month, 

j^ut to retu^rn to the Qtieen, it would draw 
pUy from one to fee bow this Camerera treats 
tuer s I am w«Il afTajred, that fhe neither fuf« 
{ers her to have fo much as a fingle. hair 
curled, nor to come near her chamber win- 

dowsj 
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doW8, nor to fpeak to any body ; and y«t the 
King loves the Qyeen fincerely, and for the 
moft paj;t eats with her, and that without ce« 
remony ; fo that very often when the Maids 
of Honor are laying, the doth, the King and 
the Queen will divert themfelves in helping 
theni» one will lay the cloth, and the other a 
napkin : the Queen has her meat drelled after 
the French way> and the King his after the 
Spanift. He has a woman cook to dref^ all 
bis vicSkuals, but the Queen endeavours to 
bring him to like the ragous that are made 
for her, but he cannot abide them. But now 
you muft not imagine that their Maj^fiies ace 
furrounded with theircQurtiers when they are 
at dinner, at the mofti there are only fome 
ladies of the pal9ce, a few menins, but a 
great many male and female dwarfs* 

The Queen made her entry the ijtb of 
January ; after all the^ pafiages and avenues of 
the great road which lead to Buen Retiro were 
flopped, and all coaches forbid to come that 
way, there was a triumphal arch built, and 
the Queen painted upon it. « It was alfo co« 
yered with divers garlands, and bad feveral 
emblems and other things painted; it was 
fet in the way by which the Qyeen muft paA 
10 ^o into Madrid 1 on each fide there was a 

fort 
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fort of galleries which had places contrived 
in them, to fhew the arms of the feveral 
kingdoms under the Spanifli dominion, join- 
ing one to another, by certain pillars which 
fupported fome gilt ftatues, every one of 
which reprefented crowns and infcriptions 
which had relation to thofe kingdoms. 

This gallery reached to the triumphal gate 
on the great road, which was very rich and 
adorned with feveral ftatues ; where likewife 
there were four beautiful and young maids, 
dreflfed like nymphs waiting for the Queen^ 
and holding in their hands bafkets of flowers^ 
ready to ftrew them on the ground as ihe 
paiTed ; hardly was one out of this gate or 
arch, but a fecond appeared, and fo for a 
great way one after another was feen« Thefe 
were adorned with the King's Council, that 
of the Inquifition, the Council of the Indies, 
of Arragon, of State, of Italy, of Flanders^ 
and other places, under fo many gilt ftatues ; 
that of Juftice was higher raifed than all the 
reft, A little further was reprefented the 
Golden Age, accompanied with the Law, 
Rewards, Protediion, and Punifhments. The 
Temple of Faith was exhibited in a pidure, 
Honor and Fidelity opened the gate, and Joy 
came forth to receive the new Queen, There 

was 
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was befldfes, a pi£lure which (hewed the re*' 
ception Solomon gave the Queen of Sheba, 
and another where Deborah was giving of laws 
to her people. There were alfo the ftatues of 
Ceres, Aftrea, Union, Virtue, Life, Safety, 
Time, the Earth, Tranquility, Pcace,_Grcat- 
nefs. Reft, Themis, and Liberality. Amongft 
the number of paintings I took notice of, there 
were ^neas decending into hell, Cerberus' 
chained by the Sybil, the Elyfian Fields, 
where Anchifcs ihewed his Ton who ihould 
fucceed him in his pofterity. The reft were 
filled with an infinite number of hierogly- 
phics. The Qiieen ftopped at the third arch, 
which was over againft a very fine parterre in 
her way ; in it were falls of water, grottos, 
fountains, and white^ marble ftatues. Nothing 
could be more pleafant than this garden : it 
belonged to the. friars of St. Francis of Paulo, 
who built it. The fourth gate was in the 
middle of the place called Del Sol; it was 
not lefs glorious than the others by the goldj^ 
pidures, ftatues, and mottos about it. 

The ftreets where the furriers dwelt was all 
full of feeming animals, and their (kins were 
fo artificially fluffed, that any body would 
have taken them for living tygers, lions, 
bears, and panthers. The fifth^ which was 
VoLi II.

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tb9( of Oiiadataj^rat I^a4 its poculiiir orna- 
R^ntty and after that, the Queen p^&4 i<Uo 
tb« goIdfo^ith*8 fireet, the fide of which wras 
f^t fttU of angeU of iHtr^ fiiver ; there were 
feea alfo divers bi|ck)rrs of gold, upon which 
were contrived the Kii^g and Queen's names, 
with their arms, in pearly, rubies, diamonds, 
emeralds, and other fiones fo fine and rich, 
that the ikilful faid, there was to the value of 
above twelve millions. 

In th^ Placa-mayor there was an amphi* 
theatre fet full of ftatq^s, and adorned with 
g?iintings« T]^e laft gate was ne^r that. In 
the middle of tj^e firft ff c^t of the . Queen- 
mother's palace, was feen Apollo, all the 
Mufes, the pidure of the King and Queen 
on horfebackt apd divers otjier thi()gs which 
I did not remember fo much as to give you an 
account of. The palace court was furrpunded 
with young men ai)4 maids, who reprerent^4 
^1 the rivers, bpth great and. froall of Spsiin ; 
they were crowned with reeds and water lil* 
lies, which pots overturned, and the reft of 
their attire fuitable. They con^plim^nted ^he 
Qu^n in Latin and Spani^.. There were 
^fo ere^d ip this court, t^o caft|^$ of aftir 
filial fireworks. AH the palace was h^ng 
with the richeft tape|lry that be^pngcd to the 
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crovrn, aQd there ajre but few places in the' 
worM wbei?e thece is finer feen ; two cha* 
riots full of iQuficians went before their Ma* 
jefties. . 

The magiftrates of the city came o6t of • 
their pubUc houfe ia their robes, which were 
m^de pf brocade, embroidered with gold ; they 
wore little hats buttoned up with plumes of 
feathers, and were mounted upon very fine 
horfes, they came to. prefent the keys of the' 
city to the Qiieen, and to receive her under a 
canopy. The King and the Queen-mother 
went in a coach all open, that the people' 
might fee them, as far as the Cpuntefs of 
Ognate's houfe, where the Queen came to 
them. 

Six trumpeters in black and red fujts, in 
company with the city kettle drums mounted 
upon fine horfes, whofe houfings were of black 
velvet, marched before the Alcade of the court» 
the Knights of the three military orders, 
namely, St. James, Calatrava, and Alcantara, 
followed after in cloaks, all embroidered with 
gold» and their hats covered with plumes of 
feathers ; after them went the Titulados do 
Cafiille, and the officers of the King's houf- 
hold, they wore white robes, and moft of 
them were Grandees of Spain, their hats 

M 2 were 
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were trimmed with diamonds and pearls^ and 
their magnificence appeared every way ; they 
bad moft admirable horfes, every one had 
abundance of liveries, and their footmens 
faits were of gold and fitver brocade, mixed 
with coloured fiik, which looked very well. 

The Queen rode upon a curious horfe of 
Andalufia, which the Marquis de Villa 
Mayna, her firft Gentleman Uflier, led by 
the reins ; her cloaths were fo richly embroi* 
dered, that you could fee no ftuff) fhe wore a 
hat trimmed with a plume of feathers, and 
the pearl called the peregrina, which is as big 
as a fmall pear, and of an inefiimable value ; 
her hair hung loofe upon her (boulders and 
upon her forehead, her neck was a little bare, 
and (he wore a fmall farthingale; (he had 
upon her finger the large diamond of the 
King's, which is pretended to be the (ineft in 
Europe. But the Queen's pretty looks, and 
her charms, (hone much brighter than all 
the fparkling jewels with which (he was a- 
domed ; behind her and without the canopy, 
went the Dutchefs de Terra Nova, dreflcd in 
Duenna, together with Doniia Laura Maria 
d* Alarcon, Governante of the Queen's maids ; 
they rid each of them upon a mule. Imme* 
dlately after them the Queen's maids, to the 

number 
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II amber of eight, all covered with diamonds 

. and embroidery, appeared upon very fine 

, horfes^ every one having two of the court 

. ¥falking by their fide ; the Queen's coaches 

> went after them, and the guards of the Lan* 

. cilia brought up the rear* She flopped before 

the Countefs of Ognace's. houfe, to falute the 

King and the Queen-mother ; flie alighted at 

. St. Mary's, where Cardinal Portocarero, Arch- 

bilhop of Toledo, watted for her, and imme- 

. diately Te Deum began ; as foon as it was 

ended, flie mounted her horfe again, and rid 

to the palace, where flie was received by the 

.King and Queen* mother; the King helped 

her off her horfe, and the Queen-mother 

taking her by the hand, led her to her apart- 

. Inent, where all the ladies were waiting for 

^ ber, and fell on their knees with alt humility 

to kifs her hand* While I aim upon this head 

of the palace, I fhould tell you, dear coofin, 

that I have heard : there are certain laws and

and after ihe had made herfelf known» and 
bad had a moft particular audience of him» 
Ihe pulled out a purfe of four hundred pifioles^ 
and laid it upon the table : >< It is thus, faid 
fhe^ I pay my miftrefs ;*' pretending that 
this time the King was her miftrefS) feeing 
ihe came in man's cloaths to find him out. 

By thefe ceremonials, the fixed time of the 
King's going to any of his houfes of pleafure 
are known, whether it be to the Efcurial,* to 
Aranjues, or to Buen-Rctiro, fo that withopt 
flaying for his orders, all his equipage is fept 
away, and early in the owning : they go^ to 
awake him, that he may rife and puton thofe 
cloaths that are fet down . in the orders, ac- 
cording to the feafon, and after that he ftep 8 
into bis great coach, and fo very contentedly 
goes, where feveral ages paft it has beqa 
agreed on that he muft go. 

When the appointed time comes to returiit 
though the King is never fo well pleafed where 
be is, yet he muft go away that he may not 
alter the cuftom. 

It is alfo known when he is to go to con* 
feiSon, and to perform his devotions, at tha^ 
time the confeflor comes, and prefents hiop^ 
felf; 

Every 
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Every courtier^ and even the ambafladors^ 
are obliged when they go into the King's 
chamber, to put on certain h'ttle lawn cuffs, 
which they wear quite flat upon their fleeves ; 
there are fliops in th^ guard-room, where the 
Lords hire them, and return them when they 
come out. In. like manner all the ladies are 
to wear pattens when they go into the Queen's 
prefcnce, I think I have already told you, that 
tbefe are a kind of fandals, into which the 
ihoe is fattened, and which raifes them up 
very high ; if they (hould appear before the 
Queen without thefe fandals, (be would take 
it very ill. . _ 

The Queens of Spain _have none but wi- 
dows and maids about them, the palace is fo 
full of them, that you can fee nothing elfe 
through the lettices and in the balconies, 
and here is one thing to me feems very fingu- 
lar, which is, that a man although he be mar* 
ried is allowed to declare himfelf the lover or 
gallant of a lady of the palace, and for her 
fake to commit all the follies, and fo to fpend 
aU the money he can, without being In- the 
leaft blamed for it. You fball fee tbefe gal« 
lants in the court, and all the ladies in the 
windows ; where it is their daily employment 
to difcourfe with, and entertain one another 

Us ]fy 
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by the fingers : for you imift know that their 
hands fpeak a language that is perfe^y intel* 
ligihle $ and «s it miglit be guefied that it was 
ahi^ays alike, and that the fame figns always 
iseam the fame things, fo they agree with 
their 'taiftreffss upon certain prirate ftgns and 
anions, which no one elfe underftands. This 
kind of 4oire is public, a man muft be of a 
^peculiar fort of Vfk asid humour, dexteroufly 
to 'manage thde-incrigues and to be accepted 
by tfheladtea, 4br they are wonderfsUy delicate 
Und «]oe, they do >not talk like other people^ 
In the padace there veigns a certain genius 
and drain of wit, quite different frotn that in 
the city, and fo peculiar, that one muft learn 
it as one would an art or trade. When the 
Queen goes abroad, all, or however the greateft 
part of the ladies go with her ; then the gal- 
lants, who areconftantly upon the watch, go 
on foot by their coach fides, that they may 
enjoy their converfation. It is really good 
fpdrt to Vet how tbefe poor lovers dirty ehem* 
Mves, for the ftrects are exceeding nafty ^ but 
then, the more dirty the more gallant. When 
the Queen returns home late, there srecarried 
befow the coaches where her ladies tfre, forty' 
Dr fifty fiambeaux oif white wax; and t^it 
fometioies makesa Very glorious ilkiinroation i 

for 
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for there ar^ fcveral c^ffches, atid in every 

vnt diverts ladiess, <b th&t freq^aently you may 
ftt abow «i thouAnd ilMtabeaux, befides tliofe 
the QueeTi bus, 

Wlyen the hdres o^f the paltce ftre let bkfod, 
tthe tliirurgebn tfikes a prodigious care of th^ 
4i:gatttre, fiflet,* or any cloth or liandlcercliief 
'4ipon which any t>f the htood of tbe fair one 
has fallen-; for he never fails to fliate a rich 
l>rcreiit of it to the CaTeJlero that loves her, 
and this is looked Hipon to be a worthy occa- 
fion for a mati to ruin hitofelf tb all intents ^ 
there have been fome fo i^triivagantly fboRQi, 
&s to give the ch?rurgeon the greateft part of 
their plate ; y&a mnft not fancy this is only a 
fpoon, a forks or a knife, which may be the 
ftock of a great many we know ; no, no, I 
afltire you, this extends to the value of three 
or four thoufand crowns ; and thrs is a caf* 
torn fo rooted amongft them, that a man had 
rather feed upon jiothing but radiflids and 
leeks all the year long, thao not to perform 
what he is obliged to do upon thefe fort of 
occafions. 

Few of the ladies of the |>a!ace leave it 
without being advantageoufly married ; there 
are alfo the Queen's menines, who are ib very 
young when they come to her, that fhe has 

fome 
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foffle not above fix or feven jtzts old ; thefe 
are children of the higheft quality. I have 
feen fome of them, more beautiful than, %ke 
god of Jove himfelf was ever painted.. 

On feme folemn days, when the ladies of 
the palace go abroad, or when the Queen 
gives audience, every lady has the privilege 
to place by her fides two Cavelleros who put 
on their hats before their Majefties, althpugh; 
they be not Grandees of Spain ; they are 
called Efnbevecidcsy that is, *< Drunk with, 
love," and fo tranfported with their pa^on, 
and the pleafure of being near their mifirefies,. 
that they are incapable of minding any thing 
elfe, they arc: permitted to be covered for the • 
fame reafon that madmen are, who under- 
ftand not their obligation to decency and 
good manners ; but yet to enjoy this liberty, 
they muft have leave from their ladies, other- . 
wife they dare not prefume to attempt it.. 

There is no other diverfion at court than 
play ; but during the carnaval, they empty 
eggs by a little hole in the (faell, and fill them 
full of fweet fcented water, and then fiop 
them up again with wax, and when the King 
is at a play he throws thefe at every body, 
and every one in imitation of his Majefty 
throw them like wife at one another; this 

perfumed 
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perfamed rain makes the air very fweet, but 
withal wets people pretty handfomely, and 
this is one of their greateft paftimes, there is 
hardly any body at this feafon but what car- 
jries an hundred of the egg-fliells, that are 
either filled with orange- flower, or fome other 
fweet fcented water, and as they go along in 
their coaches throw them in peoples faces. 
At this time the people alio pleafe tbemfelves 
after their faihion ; for example, they will 
break off the netk of a bottle, and tie the 
part that is within the wicker to the tail of a 
dog, andfometimes you (hall fee above two 
thoufaad run after him. 

The King's dwarf is the prettieft that ever 
I (aw, his name is Levifillo; he was born in 
Flanders ; he is extream little, and exadly 
well proportioned ; he has a handfome face, 
an admirable complexion, and not only wittier 
than one can imagine, but withal very wiie 
and learned. When he goes to take the air, 
there is a groom to wait on him, who rides 
upon one horfe, and carries another before 
him, which is fo very finall, that it may pro- 
perly be termed a dwarf horfe, and is as hatid* 
fome for his kind as bis mafter is for his* 
This horfe is brought to the place where Le- 
viiUlo is to mount bim^ for he would be zU 

moft 
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noft tired if be was Co wiJk <9 (tr; mad h is 
i««lly a gceat pfeafare to fee the dexterity mf 
this little animal and bis mafter, wiien lie <0i^ 
ders hita like a managed horfe. I do aiSat^ 
you tbat v?hen he ii» npoti hi« badc^ diey ^^ 
not both make above three quarters of an eft 
ill het^t. He fsnd very fesfoutty th« other 
day, <« That he wosM figM the baU at the 
Strtk biill--feaft> for the fake of his mtftrei^

After a long and fliarp iight, we 
were laken» the grelKcfft part of her {>^ple 
were killed ; and fbe was to frighted^ ibac flie 
fell in travaiU ^nd as foon as fitt wlv deli^ 
veredy died. I was by her^ aiid feeing this 
poor little creiituffe without a nurie, and ready 
eo perifli, I refolved 4o Hourifh it up with my 
own, If it was pofiible* As ibon as the cdr*^ 
fairs were mafters of our ik^ they divided 
the booty amongft themfolves i they wet e in 
l;wo veflibls, and b each toek away (with them 
the lot that was fallen to them. Thofe re- 
•maining women, and t)ther fenrants which 
belonged to this lady, were on one fide of the 
veflel, and I on the other ; fo that, madamt 
continued the woman, I was ne^r able to 
learn what or who tht petha was, whofe 
child I faved. I sow iock upon her as mf 
xmt 4aughtec» and flie believes I lun her mo* 
thdr.? << So charitabk a deed^ A[ys the 
t^ueeii, fliall net go vnrewaried i lihalltake 
care of yoU| and the little incognito I wiU 

keep.** 
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keep/* And iiKked the Queen loves it {0 
esftreamly, chat'the girl always wears very 
rich cloatbs. She follows her Majefty every 
where, and talks to her with that grace and 
freedom as fufficientjy declares her to be of 
no mean original. Perliaps time may difcover 
wholheisr 

Here are none of thofe folemii and pieafant 
feftivals which are at Verfailes, When the ladies 
have the honour to eat with their Majefties.. 
All is very reAo-ved in this court, and in my 
opinions nothing but a generid and conftant 
habit could prevent abundance of things from 
being extreamly tedious tothemr Thofe ladies 
who do not aduaUy dweU at court, never 
come to it, but when the Queen fends for 
them, and (he is not allowed to fend for them 
often neither. She lives for the moft part 
without any other company than her wo- 
men, th^e was never any life more melan- 
choly than hers. 

When ihe goes a hunting, (and you muft 
know, that of all the Queens that have reigned 
in Spain, (be is the firft that has had this li- 
berty,) and is come to the place appointed for 
mounting on horfeback, (he muft fet her feet 
upon the coach boot, and fo throw herfelf 
upon her horfe. It is not long fmce (he bad 

one. 
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one, who being a little {by and (kitttfli, would 
ftarc away as (he leaped upon him, and fo flie 
had a moft grievous fall. When the King is 
there, be affifts her, but no body elfe dare 
come fo near the Queens of Spain as to touch 
them and help them on horfeback ; they had 
rather theyihould be hurt, and that their 
lives fliould be expoied to the greateft dan* 
gcr. 

She has fourteen matra(&s or quilts upon 
her bed ; there is neither flocks nor feather- 
beds ufed here, thefe quilts being made of 
Spanifh wool, which is the fineft in the world; 
they are not above three fingers thick, fo that 
her bed is no higher than one of ours in France. 
They make thefe matraflTss fo thin that they 
may the more eafily be turned and removed ; 
and indeed I have obferved that they keep 
hoUowcr, and are not near fo hard as ours. 

It is the cuflom in Madrid, for the mafter 
or miftrefles of the houfe to go before thofe 
that come to fee them; they think this is a 
piece of great civility, to leave, lay they, a 
perfon in the pofleflion of all that is in the 
room. As to the women, they do not kifs 
one another in their falutation, they only pre- 

&nt their hand vUhout gtovr. 

They 
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They have mother cufiom, which I think 
cfrid and peculiar enough, and that is, when a 
daughter has a mind to be married, and is the 
eldeft, and haa already made her choice, 
though both her fother and mother are againft 
the match, flie need only go to the curate of 
the parifli and tell btdi the matter, and the 
hufineft it stools. IiMiediately he ttiatz her 
from her parents houfe, and either puts her 
JAto a convent, or to feme devout lady, where 
ihe remains for a litdc time; aftem^arAs, if 
' file (>erfeveres 'in her refelt^tion^ the &ther and 
mother are obUgcd to give her a portion fuit-^ 
•aUe to her >q«iaUl;jr md thetr eftatey and te 
%i^ of ihem Ae i$ mumbdi. Partly iifMti 
«Ihs ^ctDOuWt k is, that liieh tare Is takeii It^ 
jteep (heir daughters dofe, and toiet oo body 
^^k to them, (ftod fe to «mke it tlificuk fdr 
them to tnke aHy meafttres for the maifsge- 
•meiit of Ml intHgue. Otberwife, provided 
the CaveUtro be a gentleman^ it is fuffident, 
«od he nfay marry his miflftCs tkovgh fle 
ihottld prove to he the ^ugbter of a grandee 
of Spain.

YOU defired in jomr lift fome account of 
the court of Spain, and more particur 
larly touching the nobility thereof, in which I 
Ihall endeavour to fatisfy you fo far^ as i» 
come to my knowledge; for you muft under* 
ftand the Spaniards are a proud referved fort 
of people, with a great opinion of their own, 
and as mean of other nations, that makes them 
very difficult of accefs, and lb by confequence, 
it is a hard thing for a (Iranger to make that 
friend£bip among perfons of quality, which is 
neceilary for a due information of matters con* 
cerning people of the firft rank ; which con- 
fideration joined to the natural jealoufy of the 

men 
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men of that country, as well as the cuilomary 
refervednefs of the women, makes me often 
fmile to hear our travelling gallants relate their 
friendfliip with the gentlemen, and intrigues 
with the ladies, with fo much fallhood and 
confidence* 

The prefent King is Charles II. the Em- 
peror Charles V. of the houfe of Auflria, his 
anceftor, being the iirft of that name. This 
prince was born on Sunday the iixth of No- 
vember, 1 66 1, at half an hoiir after twelve at 
noon, to the great joy of his father Philip IV. 
and his mother Donna Mariana de Auflria, 
iifter of the prefent Emperor ; his nephew, the 
Dauphin of France being born the fixth ; his 
father died the twenty-fifth of November, 
ibb^. The next day the councils went in 
fiate, and proclaimed the new King, and 
kified his hand. On the eighth of Novem- 
ber, the town of Madrid lift up the flandard 
for the new King, by the hands of Don Ra- 
mim de Gufman, Duke of Medina de los 
Tores, accompanied by the nobility, king at 
arms, &c. Having mounted a fcaflFoId richly 
covered in the great piazza, the oldeft king 
of arms having proclaimed filence three times, 
the Duke lifts u|) the ftandard, crying three 
times, (Ca/lilla for the Catholic King Charles 

the 
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the Second of that aaoAC* wHc^n God preft^tve,) 
all the people cryipg out. Viva* They not 
ufing to crown their K^M3g3 at prefent^ a day 
or two after, Don Luis de Artagon, Dqke of 
Cardonna and Segorhe, the moft ai^c^cnt 
Knight of the Golden Fleece, knighted hioi 
in prefence of feveral K,nighr$ of th^t Order, 
put on him the Coll^ of the Golden Fleece, 
with the ufual ceremontea; the Princes of 
Aftiliiana, Auclino and Montalto, doing him 
homage for Italy, Prince of Barbao^on for 
Flanders, the ambafTador for Germany, and 
the Duke of Cardonna fpr Spain ; he remained 
under the tutulage of bis mother till the yesu: 
.1675^ when he took pQ hinx the governmei^t. 
He is an eafy man, tall and thin, fajr, with 
the Aufirian great, under lip, but of mean 
capacity, and noj^ at all afUve ; wh^h makes 
the Spaniards often cry put, *' When (hall 
we have a ^ing of oivr own complexion V* 
they fpeak very flightly of him, as of an In- 
nocent, but yet are very IpyaJi, laying aU the 
mifcarriages in the goyernment on the mini- 
fters, wha are, changed often enough. 

As to the nobility of this kingdom, they 
may be divided into the higher and low-er^ 
the fornier comprehendiag only fucb as are 
Grandtes pf Spain> who are cpvered in pre- 
fence 
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fence of the King ; they were fa ordered by 
Charles V« to avoid the competitions betweea 
the great mea of Spsiin, and Princes of Ger- 
many, and in fome fort to make them equal ; 
t^er^ are faid to be three degrees qi pre-emt- 
nence herein* The firft come into the King's 
prefence, fpeak to him covered, and then put 
on their hats ; the fecond fpeak to the King, 
and put hftt on their hat, till the King has 
fpoken to them ; the third fpeak to the King, 
and ftand by, till the King commands them 
to coven The names and titles of tbefe 
Grandeeii follow hereafter, in an alphabetical 
order.

Of thefe Grandees there are fome more c- 
tninent than others. The family of the Duke 
of Medina Cell, Don Louis de la Corda, 
Henriques de Ribera, Sandoval y Roxas,Ayala,' 
Arragon, Fole y Cordova, may well be ef- 
teemed the firft ; as that liy the Corda, he is 
lineaUy defcended from the Kin^s of Caftille 
smd Fbtite ; Ind by the Arragon, the mother's 
Tatnil^, from the Kiftgs of Arragon; all whofe 
royal enfigns he carries in his arms. There 
is united in his perfon fevcn Grandeefliips, as 
enjoying the titles and eftates of Medina Cell, 
Cardonna, Segorbe, Lerma, y Alcala, being 
live Dukedoms, Comares and Denia, two 
Marquifites, befides a great many other titles, 
which only carry the pre-emineticc of titles of 
Caftille; of which we {hall fpeak ' hereafter. 
To thefc titles, he has the fupport of above 
four hundred thoufand ducats per annum, 
about one hundred thoufand pound fterling; 
fo that I doubt not, but he may juftly deifem 

N 4 the 
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the appellation of the moft illuftrious fubje£t 
in Europe. 

Gufman Duke of Medina Sidonia was in 
very high efteem, till his concern in the revolt 
of Portugal from Spain ; the Duke of Braganz9, 
afterwards King of Portugal,having married his 
iifter, who were parents of Katherine Queen 
to Charles II. His revenue was one hun- 
dred thoufand ducats by cuftoms of his port 
St. Lucar, and one hundred thoufand ducat? 
by his fifhery of tunny-filh at Cortes, and 
one hundred thoufand ducats^by rents of lands. 
And of the fame family is Gufman Duke of 
Medina de los Torres, St. Lucar the Greater, 
Prince of Stillano, by which bis name Ca* 
raffa, Conde de Olivares, and Conde. de On* 
jiate, by which laft his name is Ladronde 
Guevara, and is hereditary Poft-mailer Ge- 
neral of Spain. This family came to their 
grandeur by marriage, and being chief mini- 
iters to Philip IV. they are accounted the 
richeft fubjei^s the King of Spain has, pof- 
feffing near one hundred and twenty thoufand 
ducats per annum revenue. N. B. A ducat 
is about four {hillings fterlings. 

Velafco, Duke of Frias, better known by 
the tide of Conftable of Caftille, is efteemed 

the moft ancient^ from whence that of the 

• ■ - ♦ 

poet; 
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poet : Tan Hidalgo como el Rey y mas vuh-que 
Vilafco ; as much a gentleman as the King, 
and more ancient than Velafco : an hyperbo- 
lical fpeech to exprefs the anticjuity of that 
faihily. The late Conftable being one day 
.at dinner with the Marquis del Priego, who is 
alfo Duke of Feria ; as the cuftom was, the 
.Marquis's cook fet the laft difh on the table. 
The Conftable commending his civilities, the 
Marquis replied, *< He did well to commend 
him, for he was of his family i** upon which 
the Conftable demanding bis name, which 
was Pedro Velafco, returned on the Marquis, 
** Here you fei! the old proverb confirmed, 
Majores Pedro que fu Amo^ Peter is a better 
man than his mafter. The firft gentleman of 
the family of Velafco, is the Marquis del 
Pico, governor of the citadel of Antwerp at 
this time. 

Henriques, Duke of Medina Riofeca, better 
known by the titles of Admiral of Caftille and 
Mendofa*; Duke of Infantado, by that of Ad- 
miral of Arragon ; and feveral of thefe are 
united to other families. The lower nobility 
of Spain are fuch, that though they enjoy the 
titles of Dukes, Marqulfles, Princes, Earls, 
&c. yet they have not the privilege of cover- 

N 5 ing 
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ing in the King's prefence, and are -called 
titles of Caftille } among which the Grandees 
eldeft fons are chief. The Grandees have all 
the ftile of Excellency, but thefe . only of 
Ix>rdihip, unlefs otherwife graduated by offices 
or placet. Thefe tides are very numerous, 
the Spaniards being very ambitious of honour, 
and by con&quence many of diem very poor. 
A friend of mine in Seville, told me, that in one 
year, in that city only, they had above thirty 
new titles of Earls and Marquifles made, 
which before, as he told me, (no comian) did 
not dine^ and I aflcing him what they did 
now, he made anfwer, que no cenamnh ('^^y 
did not fup) fo true it is, that they will ftarve 
their own carcafes, and their families, for an 
empty title \ and yet they will have a coach, 
and good cloaths, whatfoever -become of the 
reft. 

The gentry are as numerous in Spain as in 
any country in the worlds and their families 
are very ancient, the reafon of their preferving 
them fo well, is, that all eftates in land arc 
intailed, and cannot be alineated, but in cafe 
of failure of ifiue, and not then, without a 
great deal of charge and trouble, which ia 
the occafion that land is fo very dear there^ 

worth 
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worth thirty-nine to forty year's purchafe, 
Alfoiin every city, in the Archives, they keep i 
r^gifter of all the families that belortg thereto, 
with the alliances they mkke, which are alfo 
the moft heceflary, becaufe no one can be 
made a knight without full proofs of his be- 
ing clear for four generations, by father and 
mother of the blood of Jews and Moors, with 
whom the Spaniards have been very much 
mixed in former times, efpecially in Anda- 
lufia; therefore men of eftates iri Spain are 
cxtrcamly ambitious of knighthood, becaufe 
then their blood is out of queftion, and every 
younger brother of a good family, is alfo very 
defirOus thereof; both becaufe that honour 
may maintain him in that refpeil in the world, 

• 

which his want of eftate would lofe, and alfo 
for that thereby they are capacitated more 
readily to obtain offices aiid places, civil and 
military. I have known feveral made knights, 
that all their eftate and credit would hardly 
amount to make up fixty pounds, for the 
charge of being Invefted therewith ; and I re- 
member to have feen fourteen knights in the 
retinue of the Marquis of Laguna, when he 
went Viceroy to Mexico in his livery, fo that 
we may well put the Knights of Spain, into 
the old lift of the poor companions. 

The 
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The orders of knighthood in Spain are 
thefe ; (that of the Golden Fleece, nor 
that of St. John's, cannot be reckoned Spa- 
ni(h orders ; the former being given only to 
fome very great men, aqd .that in Flanders 
and Germany as well as Spain, and is pecu- 
liar to the King of Spain, as Duke of Bur-^ 
gundy, and Head of the houfe. of Aullria ; 
the laft is common to all the popifh gentry in 
Europe :) therefore the Spaniih orders are St* 
Jago, Calatrava, and Alcantara. There is 
hardly any Grandee or Nobleman in Spain, 
that is not of one of thefe orders, and it is 
beneficial as well as honourable ; they having 
many Commendaries belonging to them. 

The fir ft order of St. Jago is the eldeft, 
though not efteemed the beft, becaufe they in 
producing the proofs of pure blood, pardon 
the quartempart on the mother's fide, which 
the others does not. The habit is a long 
white robe, and the badge is a red dagger^ 
which they wear wrought on their cloaks, 
and enameled on a golden fcollop-fhell, 
which fliell you fee St. Jago's pilgrims wear. 

This order hath forty-two Commendaries 
in the pro/irce of Caftile, and forty-five in 
Leon, befides ten Alcades and Lieutenan- 
cies. 

The 
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The Tecond order is Calatrava^ whofc 
badge is four red flower-de-luces crofs^-ways. 
It has thirty-four Commendaries, and eight 
Priories. 

The third order is Alcantara, whofe badge 
is the fame with Calatrava, but green. It has 
thirty-three Commendaries,four Alcades^ and 
four Priories. All thefe orders yield to the 
pofTefTors of the'feveral Commendaries, four 
hundred and forty thoufand ducats yearly 
rents, beftdes the Mafterfliips, which are 
worth three hundred thoufand ducats per 
annum, which are at prefent poflefTed by the 
King : thofe officers, by the power and in- 
fluence they have over the Knights of their 
feveral orders, for fometime paft, were thought 
too great for fubjeds to enjoy, as formerly 
they did. Over and above thefe rents, the 
feveral orders allow all their feveral Knights, 
ProfefTors, that have not Commendaries, and 
that will demand one hundred and twenty 
thoufand marvedies a year for bread and 
water. 

Further, for the employment and advance- 
ment of this numerous nobility and gentry, 
the King of Spain has to beftow about one 
thoufand feven hundred offices, ecclefiaftical, 
civil, and military j amongft which, fome of 

the 
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the chief are, nine Viceroy(hips, viz. of Naples, 
Sicily, Arragon, Valcntia, Navarfe, Sardinia^ 
Caralonia, Peru, and Mexico. Governments 
near upon as conFiderable, Flanders, Milan-, 
-Galicia, Bifcay, Andaluiki, Upper and Lower 
Murcia, Seville, Majorca, Minorca, Ivica, 
the Canaries* In Africa, Oran, Ceuta, Eaft- 
India, Phtllipine iilands. In America, Go- 
Ternor, Captain^G^neraf, and Prefident of 
the Chancery of Su Domingo. The ifland 
of Hifpaniolj^, Governor and Captain-Ge- 
neral of St. Cbriftopbers, of the Havanna, 
Governor of Cuba, Governor and Captain- 
General of Port Rico, Governor and Cap- 
tain-General of Florida, Governor of the 
iflands of Magarita, Governor and Captain- 
General of NeW Andaloufia, Governor and 
Captain-General of Tucatan, Prefident and 
Governor of the New Galicia, Governor and 
Captain-General of New Bifcay, Governor 
Captain-General, and Prefident of Guati- 
mila, Governor of Luconufco, Governor and 
Captain-General of Honduras, Governor of 
Moracago, Governor and General of Cofta 
Rico, and Governor of Terrenates. 

The revenues of the crown of Spain, are 
reckoned about thirty-fcvcn millions of dol- 
lars^ 
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lars, wherein they reckon but three and a 
half from the Weft-Indiejs yearly. 

In Caftille alone are five Archbiihops:, 
thirty-one Bifliops ; whofe revenues are above 
one million and a half. To make a bettor 
judgment of the grandeur of Spain, confidfr 
that as it appears by the books of accounts of 
the Council of the Indies, there has entered 
into Spain from tfaefe parts, from the year 
1545 to the year 1667, one thousand five 
hundred and fifty millions of dollars value in 
gold and filver ; of all which, the King has 
the one-fifth part : befides which, there al- 
ways comes a great quantity out of regifter, 
at leafl one-fourth part of the whole, of 
which the mountains of Potofi alone, have 
produced three hundred millions of filver. 
Befides the plate, there comes from thence a 
vaft wealth in pearlsj precious ftones, cochin- 
neel, indigo, Vigonia wool, and other com- 
modities. 

In the Indes, the King promotes fix Arch- 
bifiiops and thirty-two Biihops* In Arfagon, 
one Archbifliop and feven Bilhops. In Va- 
lentia, olie Archbifliop and two Bifliops. In 
Catalonia,, one Archbifhop, eight Bifliops, and 
the Bifhop of Majorca, In the iflands of 

Sardinia^ 
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Sardinia, three Archbifliops and four Bi/hops^. 
In Italy, eight Archbifbops and feventeen Bt- 
Ihops. In Sicily, three Archbifliops and feven 
Bifliops. Bcfidcs a great number of Abbots, 
Priors, and Dignities without number, of aU 
which the Pope has not the fpoils of the dead, 
nor the fruits of the vacant lees. 

The government of Spain, by its conftittt- 
tion, is a limited monarchy, fucceffive in a 
right line both males and females. The inale 
line ended in Ferdinand ; who united Ca- 
ftille and Arragon, by marriage with Ifabella 
of Cafiille, whofe daughter and on^y child 
married Philip the Fair ; by whom the crown 
came into the houfe of Auftria, Charles V. 
Emperor, being fok heir of that family. 
Philip I. dying before bis wife, the limitation 
of the monarchy is by the Cortes, (or Parlia- 
ment) compofed of twenty cities, and one 
town> viz. Burgos, Leon, Granada, Seville, 
Cordova, Murcia, Jaen, Madrid, Cuenca^ 
Samora, Galicia, Guadalaxara, Valladolid, 
Salamanca, Avila, Soria, Segovia, Tora, 
Eftremadura, Valencia, and Toledo ; each of 
which fends two Deputies, who are chofen 
by and out of the Aldermen, or Common 
Councils of the refpe£live cities, who are he- 
reditary 
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reditary. Thefe Deputies muft bring deci^ 
five procurations from their refpedive cities : 
on their meeting they are covered in the King's 
prefence, and fit and uke an oath of fidelity 
to him^ and that they have no private orders 
from their cities^ other than what their pro* 
curations exprefs ; and when they enter upon 
builnefs, they take an oath of fecrecy among 
themfelves. They have two Secretaries within 
themfelves, and the eldef: of the Procurators 
or Members for Burgos, afis as Prefident^ or 
Speaker ; but no a£l can pafs without the con- 
fent of all. If it be matter of grapt to the 
King, then their votes are caft or given pri- 
vately ; but if it be matter of juftice, or pri* 
rate concerns, which is firft determined, thej 
give their votes publicly, and then the ma^ 
jority carry it» When any ad pafies, they 
carry it to the King for his confent. They 
are called by letters convocatory from the 
King and Privy-Council, or Council of the 
Chamber ; and difiblved by a notification of 
the Prefident of the faid Council. But they 
Jeave a deputation at court of eight Members, 
four for adion, and four for abfence, or in- 
firmities. The Cortes have never been called 
fincc the year 1647, when they gave the King 

the 
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Che millions or general excife, and will not be 
railed any more, unlefs upon the utmoft exi- 
gencies of affairs : their power being ib great 
in calling minifters to account, examining 
into all male-adminiftration fince their laft 
leffion. But their z&s only bind the king- 
dom of Caftille and its dependents $ th^t of 
Arragon, having its ftates and juftice ; but they 
are now alfo difcontinued : fo that now, the 
whole of the SpanKh government lies in the 
power of the King, and his feveral Councils, 
who refide at Madrid j' atitf wfaofe pragmaticr^ 
or proclamations in the King's name, have 
Ihe force of laws in their feveral provinces, 
and art. The Supreme Council of Caftille; 
ttie Council of Arragdni theOounci! of the 
Indies, the Council of Italy and Flanders, 
Council of the Chamber-Cabinet, which it 
only the Prefident and .three or four of t\it 
Council of Caftille, at the King^s pleafure j 
and thefe are they that have the chief ma- 
nagement of aHairs of gcrvernment. Though 
there is alfo a Council of State, which is abovt 
all in titles though in reality it is more for 
ftate than ufe. Befides thefe, there ate Coun- 
cils of War^ of Revenues, of the Inquifition, 
of Orders of Knighthood, of the Crufado, 

which 
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which are for the management of thefe feve*> 
ral matters. 

The law of the land, where the King's 
proclamations do not intervene^ or the defpo* 
tic power of the inquifition, is purely civil ; 
where in criminal cafes, no man is condemned 
by witnefles alone, without his own confef* 
iion, which is however extorted by torment 
of the rack : and in cafes of meum and tuumy 
all fuits are managed before Alcadies or Judges 
of the refpe£live towns or cities, by way of 
bill and anfwer in writing, from which there 
are appeals to the fupreme courts of chan- 
cery, at Granada, &c. where there are plead- 
ings, ^ut there are a great many exemptions 
fronrthe common courfe of law, on account 
of privileges, as all churchmen, all that be- 
long to the inquificion, all foldiers, all knights, 
and all perfons belonging to the King's reve* 
nue; all which appeal, in cafe of profecu* 
tion, criminal or civil,, to their own Judges : 
or finally to their refpe£tive Councils at Ma- 
drid. Befides the power of the church' in 
preferving any other perfon, that flies to it 
from the ordinary jufiice in any cafe, from 
whence he cannot be taken, but by order of 
the Pope's Nuncio or Legate, who is ufually 

the 
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the Arcbbifliop of Toledo, Primate of Spaiir^ 
and generally a Cardinal, and a Spaniard. 
Thus have you a brief account of what has 
occurred to my notice touching Spain, or 
more properly Caftille, wherein I had my 
refidence fome years. But the government of 
Arragon is, or was very diSdnSty which I am 
not acquainted withal. 
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APPENDIX I. 

^e following Account of the prefent King of 

Spain^ and his manner of livings and of other 

' particulars relating to the court of Madrid^ 

is taken from AJTr. Barettx's Travels through 

Spain. 

THIS day I have feen the King ; and I 
muft fay that a prominent nofe, a pier- 
cing eye, and a ferene countenance, make 
bioi look much better than hi« coin repre- 
fents him* I have feen feveral portraits of 
kirn, even one by his favourite Mengs : but 
aeither Mengs, nor any other painter, had 
givea me a true idea of his face, which is 
pleafing, though made up pf irregular fea- 
tures. 

As to his perfoti, it is of a good fize, and 
his walk quite Bourbonian ; that is, ered and 
fteady. He appears to be robuft, and I am 
told that he has a great deal of bodily firength. 
His comple£lioQ is quite fun-burnt, which is 
undoubtedly the confequenee of his paiSon 
for the chace. In this refpedl he i« a true 

Meleager. 
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Meleagcr. No degree of heat or cold can 
keep him from this cxcrcifc. You may pof- 
fibly think it worth the while to read- an ac- 
count of the life he leads ; and here it is, as^ 
I had it from people who hav€ been daily wit- 
neffes of it for many years* 

Every day in the year he gets up about £1X9 
and cxaflly at feven comes out of his bed- 
room in his night-gown. He finds waiting 
in the anti-chamber a Gentilhcmbre di Camara^ 
a Mayordomode Semdna, a phyfician, a furgeon, 
and feveral other regular attendants, with 
whom he interchanges words while dreffing. 
The Gentilhombre^ kneeling on one knee,* prc- 
fents a diih of chocolate, which the King 
drinks almoft cold. He then difmiiles fome 
of them with a nod, enters his private cha- 
pel, and hears a mafs : then retires to a clofet, 
to which no body is ever admitted, and there 
reads or writes, efpecially on thofe days that 
he does not intend to go a-hunting in the 
morning. 

About eleven he comes out of the clofet 
to meet the whole ropl family. They all 
kifs his hand, or offer to do it, lowering a 
knee. He embraces them all, kiffing the 
Princes at the cheeky and the PrincefTes on 
th« forehead* 

The 
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The royal family withdraw after a little 
chit-chat, and he gives a momentary audience 
to his confeiTor : then fpeaks to thofe mini- 
fiers of flate, who have any bufinefs to com- 
municate, or paper to fign. Then the family 
ambafTadors come in, that is, the French and 
the Neapolitan. With them the King inter- 
changes words for a quarter of an hour ; fel- 
dom more* Juft againft the time that he is 
going to dine, the other ambalTadors and fo- 
reign miniflers come in. ExaSly at twelve 
be fits down to table, quite alone now that his 
Queen is dead. The ambaflador^ and foreign, 
minifters, his own miniflers of ilate^ the great 
officers of his army, and feveral other great 
perfonages, pay their court while he falls to 
eating, and all thofe whom the guards have 
permitted to let in, croud round the table to 
fee him dine. The cardinal -patriarch of the 
Indies fays grace, not as cardinal or patriarch, 
but as his chief chaplain. 

The ceremony of the table is this. The 
Mayordomo Mayor ftands on the King's right 
hand) and a Captain of his body-guards on 
bis left. One of the weekly Mayordomo'-n^ 
two GentUbombres de Camara^ and a croud of 
pages and fervants attend promifcuoufly. One 
9f the two Gfruilbcmbns carves, the other gives 

him 
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him drink* The diflics, all covered, are 
brought in one by one in an uninterrupted 
fucceflion by pages, and each difli is put into 
the hands of the carving Gentilbombrej who 
takes it with one hand, uncovers it with the 
other, and prefents it to the King* The King 
gives a nod of approbation or difapprobation 
to every difli* Thofe that are approved, the 
Gentilhombre places upon the table : the reft 
are carried back. Many however are the 
difhes approved, which ftill are not touched, 
as the King eats only of the piaineft^ and al- 
ways with a good appetite. 

The GtntMombre who gives him drink, 
pours firft a few drops of wine and water in a 
filver falver that has a beak, and drinks that 
himfelf ? then kneds on ont knee, and pours 
of both to the King, firft the water, then the 
wine, which is always Burgundy. 

When the King has drank his firft glafs the 
ambafiadors and foreign minifters, who ftood 
the while and all in a row on the King's right 
hand, make their bows, and go to pay their 
refpefts to the reft of the royal family that are 
all at their dinners, each in his or her own 
apartment, the Prince of Afturias alone, Don 
Luis alone, the Infanta alone, and the two 
younger Infantes together. All thefe' tables

He then re-entets his private apartment to 
put on hk hunting^-dieft ; that k a grey frock 
of ooarfie cloth, made at Segovia on purpofe 
ifot bitqj and a leather waiftcoat. The lea- 
ther breeches he always puts on when he gets 
frim l»d» efpecially an thpfii days that he in- 
tends: to go aiphttKlSng. Light boots, a hat 
flapped before, and ftrortg leather gloves com- 
pleat this drefs.* While the boots are putdng 
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on. At SommiUir de Grr/^tf (Dake of Lbfada) 
gives htm « difli of eoffoe. fietwecB one and 
cwo he fteps into his coach drawn hy fix 
or eight mules, and zwzy with bis brother 
Don Luis, the mules galloping vtatrt a terr^. 
* Half a dozen of bis bodj^-guarda procedc the 
coach on borferback^ and three fodcmea ride 
behind it. 

No bad weather, as I Tatd, is ever an ob* 
,ftscic to his going out on hunting-dajS) not 
jt^en a fiorm of bail accompanied by thtinddr 
and lightening* Don Lids, who is his con- 
ftant attendant in the coach, is the only per- 
ion allowed to fire at the game onthe&jdaily 
huntings. But on folemn huntings . fame of 
the Grandees who watt on him at the chace^ 
are granted the fame privilege. However of 
late the folemn huntings are become rare, be- 
caufe the expence of them was found too great. 

A little after fun-fet he generally comes 
back, carrying as much of the feathet^ganfe 
in his hands as he can hold* As to the 
quadrupeds he has killed, fuch ^s ftags, deer^

to the |^ac& iti carts. He furveys the whole, 
orders k to be weighed in his prdbice, and re- 
joices when there is fo much, moil panicnlatly 
when he has kiHed a wolf or two. It is but 
'^Idoni that betakes the Prince of Afiurias to 
;httiit with him. 

WhSen the game is weighed and ordered to 
the kitchen^ he goes to pay a ihort vifit to 
the Queen-mother ; then* gives a private aa- 
-dieoce to that mitfiftery w4iofe day it happens 
to be, as each of them has bis fixed day of 
private audience. The miniiler brings his 
papers in a biig, and offers to his infpedioti 
' (hofe that are to the purpofe of bis errand. If 
the mintfter's bufinefs leaves him any time, ho 
plays at Rtverfit^ (a game at cards fb called) 
with three of his courtiers, generally the 
Duke de Lofada S^mmeliirs de Corps^ Duke 
.d' Arcos Capiian cbbt Cfmpania Efpaniola^ and 
another Grandee whofe name I have forgot* 
teii. fie* nev^ plays for any thing, having 
recourfe to this expedient merely to confume 
» quarter o# an hour, oi* half an hour that he 
nnift wait for his lUpper. At nine he fits 
down to it; ^ilttended otdyby bis courtiers': 
then goes to bed, to get up again next day to

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him tQ the King. As to SquiUace, he is z 
laoft indefatigable man, artd they fay that he 
alone idifpatches more bitfinefs, than all the 
odier miniftcrs put together, fcarcelj allowing 
himfelf time to est or to fleep. But they 
charge him with inficSerable haughtineis and 
lofatiable avarice; two qualities not eafily 
pardoned, efpeciallywhen they meet in a fo- 
reigner, as it is the cafe with SquiHace, who 
is a Sicilian* But it is not my intention ta 
give you the. chiraders of ali^ body here, 
only tell you what I hear people frequently 
repeat with regaird to this and diat gteat.man 
at court. It is natural that Squillace fluntld 
be ^vied, having reached the higheft pofty 
though a it ranger ; -and the language of envy 
is not to' be blindly credited. 

The . King ufe^ every body with a fort of 
condefceniton thai may be odkd di^tty^ 
nfrhlch. imprefles his fcrvants with a ftrong 
fenie of real refped, independent of his king* 
fliip, as the rigidity of his morab gives them 
nbroom.for the leaft xontempt. His method 
oft fprnding tithe, £0 vnalteraUy regular, may 
appear fomewhat ddl : .but it 't$: oerfainly htu* 
dable, and it* is quite 'heceffiiry that' a King 
fliould have his mioifters and (ervants exaAly 
ipprtied of the hours, and even the mii^^utes, 

that 
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that tliey are to approadr him for the difftatcft 
of bttfineis in their rerpedive ftattons and em« 
ployments* 

Every body here agrees, that his Majcfly is 
far from wanting knowledge of men or things* 
He has . read much, and never pafles a day 
withdttt looking into a book. Beftdes bis na-^ 
five ttagne^be fpeaks Italian and French with 
tbe greateft fluemy and propriety, nor is h^ 
ignorant of the Latin. They fay, that he 
knows his own as well as other Princes in? 
tCic&B full aswell as any of hirminifters, and 
4oq[ not fpart anyrexpence to be early in^ 
Aihnp(l of whatever piifle$ in Europe and out 
pf Euibpe that may aiFc£l him in any way. 
: Since he came to his throne, he never 
would fiiffer any Italian opera to be performed 
tekbec at I^UdrjU or Aranju^z, as w^ prac- 
tifcd itt the focmer reigp. T)»e days of Que^n 
Barbara ar< over, when miUions were fquan- 
^red upon Italiim muficians. I have already 
mentioned the great aficendant Farinelli had 
obtained over that Qpeen } nor was her huf- 
hand le(s Ibnd of him than herfelf. . Yet our 
Hdpd^rn Orpheus behaved wt|h Aich conftant 
hnmility ^d moi^raliqn duriiig, the long time 
bt was their faTOiirite, and got to naany real 

O 4 friends 
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hiiMth amdngft the natmt by his difiafercft^* 
cdncft and finiplicity^ that fbioB of iho Gnui*- 
dces fpoke ki bis behalf to the King on his 
arriral from Naples, and wcit fo gpnerous as 
to reconnacnd him to his favour as a truljr 
lioiieft 4iian^ who had never abufisd the con* 
£Nknce of c heir former maflers^ but conftamljr 
employed his credit to do aU the good that 
was in his power to db« AU this is very well 
faid the King i yet bs eapvus fin iummtfikrt

On every gala-day his Majefty puts on a 
new fuir, and ai$ rich as art can make it ; hut 
all bis fine doatb9 are conibctly m^de after 
the faChion that was ufed in his younger years» 
and he always appears impalicnt tp undrefsy 
being never eafy, until he refumes his grey 
frock and leather waiftcoat. He was always 
an enemy to «!! fort of »niiotation« and kt 
ileady in uniforaiity, that be woise for abovo 
twenty years a fil ver. watch. His Qpeen infift- 
ed often upon bis changing it fer a better, but 
to no purpdie* Yet, to g^t rid of hejr importu** 
nity, and inceiTaat jokes, he'refolved at laft to 
have a gold cafe to it» which be made himfelf 
on the latbe^ i . 

. When he rcfolved to give, the kidgdom of 
Naples to bis fon, every body eypefted that 
he would fend to Spain all the antique monu^ 
ments that bad been dog out of the Hercula«»

that he erowned that Ton, he went to the

The palace of Buen Rettro was formerly 
hut a mean habitation for fuch kings as thofe 
Of Spatn^ if we credit ofd accounts. But the 
late King embelliflied its apartments very 
flduchy and* his p^efent Majefty has alio lind out 
fcmit furns about them, fo that they are now 
Very grand and convenient, I w^tnt by it this 
afternoon, and faw no lefs than two hundred 
Women (itring in rows before it upon the bare 
ground. I. alked th«4ii«aRing of fuch an ex« 
traOrdiitaiy - aftmbty^ < and was -ai^weaed,

laft neither. An odd fort of: d wtrRon^ thotighc 
I, CO fit in rows on tbc bare groi«ul for fe^ 
veral houn ! 

There are ndithar hackney-chfttr^, nor 
hackney coaches . in Madrid. . A foreigner 
cannot therefore ride occaftonaUy about town» 
as both foreignecB asid natives do in London 
and Paris. He who iteeps no coach of his 
own, muft either walk or hire a chariot^ 
wrhidLis commoaiy to be bad for thirty reah 
a^day. All voitures art here drawn by muies^ 
and the coachman might as well be called 
pofiillions, as they ride on the mule inflead 
of fitting on the coacb^box : a good prafiice 
in my opinioa, as by. fo doiog» Jthey obftruft 
kfs ike fight ihroogh the fofe-glafs. 

This cttfton ^ having mules inftead of 
Jioeiea, id - wbeet^carriagjBs, is here tiniyerfaf^ 
-faecaufe korfes cannot long refift this hot fim 
<m fiinuntr^ .nor. .the cold hlafts in winter^ 
Inrhicit I am^toU are very rigid in this toiwn 
^hen the fnowcoveia the Mils on the fide of 
the £fcucial.: Sckne ibretgn aoofaafiadors wha 
4dbfed to iKitoit so. thtsrcufiooi, and wouM 
Jiava. hoslet to their xoaches^ bare had resfan 
to repent their love of fingularity, as no pair 
of hor&s could laft them a whole ytar» whe* 
.. i ther 
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Iher cbey mtde iiie of Spanifli or foreigd 
horfes. No body is aliowed to ride about 
town with more than four mules to bis vebi*^ 
cte. 'The King Ofrfy has fix, and (bmetimes 
eight ; but he is feldom feen about town. 
Out of Madrid the great people side with fix, 
but few are permitted to enter the town gates 
with them. Only the great officers of thit 
^rown, and the foreign rainiflers (if I am 
not miftaken) have lYtis pririiege ; but then 
Ihey muft have their poftillions in travelling 
drefies, and go ftraight home from the gate at 
which they enter. 

The beft gentry here are very kind to 
Grangers when once introduced to them, if 
you will allow me to }adge by what I experi- 
ence myfelf : nor do the common people here 
give vs bad language, or angry looks^ as it is 
Aten the cafe in England, wh^e . the lower 
daflbs are continually deceived into- an aver«» 
iton to foreigners by a daily tmintserrupced 
ittCceSion of dilboncft and maUgaant ferib^ 
4)Iers. As- to the Spuii& Oranddea, xhey are 
feldom acquainted either wkb foreigfters^or.nab 
ttves that are not of their ewn rank. A fo«* 
reign ambaOador was telling me yeft^rday^ 
Hhat be has not bad a dinner in the fpace of 
' - foor 
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-font years rcfidence, but from thafe Grandcet 
.wbo are adually 10 the miniflry, nor ever had 
any to dine with bioi. One muft conclude 
by this, that it is not the cuftom amongft the 
great, to keep open houfirs here as ihey do ia 
almoft all the capital towns in Kurope. Yci 
fojme of thefe Graniees are very rich, nor 
can they be taxed with avarice, as moft of 
them live with the greateft fplendour : but the 
mode of their fpending is difFercnt fcom,thaC 
of other coim tries, and generally confifts ia 
keefung z great coufit within doors,, which 
coniifts of many chaplains, fecrctaries, 
pages, and a large nuoiber of Hvcry-fervants, 
together with a omfidcrable number of mules 
in their ftablcs. Then very few are the Gran* 
dees or rich people in Madrid, who ever dtfi^ 
pub a fisnrant that has been a while in theif 
familick; but when he it difabled by- age or 
iicknefs, he is zjuUladoy as they call it, and 
enjoys his falary as long as he lives, without 
any. further care. There are (bme. noblemen 
here, who^ as I am told, have above a ban* 
dred fueb u^h ikaneftica between town and 
countily} aadiyou miift own that there is no 
lefs homaniiy than grandeur ia this fort of 

Spaoiih 
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Spanifh genetofity, which extends evtn to tVt 
niddliiig claflbs* Our great nobiUcy at Rooto^ 
Naples, Genoa, and. Milan, contiiiued tJie 
iame practice iia |ate as the beginntiig of 
this century ; but have teen 4efe fcveral years 
leaving it off; not mocb to their honour, ia

• 1/ A native or ftranger wants occafionally

EVERY body knows, that there is n4 
entering Spain from any part of Prance, 
but by*croffing the Pirences. 

The roads through thofe mountains go 
under two difterent denominations with the 
Spaniards. Thofe which admit of wheel- » 
carriages, they call Caminos di Ruedasi and 
Caminos 4e Herradura they term thofe, which 
are too narrow for fuch vehicles. A Camino 
di Herradura is generally travelled on a mule. 
Couriers only run it out on horfeback, chang- 
ing horfes at different ftages. 

Th€ beft Camino de Ruedas through thofe 
mountains, is certainly that which I have 
defcribed in the foregoing letters. But. to 
j[bare gny reader the trouble of tracing it out 
^6f them^ l give it here again, beginning at 
Perpignan, which is the chief town in the 
province of RouilUlon.

It is notorioaa, that there is no going poft 
through any part of Spain in a wheel^carriagey 

P 3 l>ut 
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but only on horfeback, after the manner of 
the couriers. A courier told me in Spain, 
that there are no better horfes in Europe for 
the purpofe of riding poft than thofe in Spain, 
Few gentlemen however would chufe to go 
in that manner ; and he, who intends to go 
the above, or any other Spanifh road, and 
does not chufe to ride on horfeback, muft 
either have his own carriage, and hire mules 
or horfes to it, or hire both a carriage and 
mules at Perpignan, where this may always 
be done. Thofe who go the journey with 
their own voitures, will find it coftly, as the 
calefleros or muleteers muft io that cafe come 
back from Perpignan to Madrid to fetch their 
chaifes ; and it is plain that they muft be paid 
both for the going and coming; which would 
not be the cafe if they took their chaifes or 
coaches along with them, and have a, chance 
left of bringing back fome other traveller,' 
The expence of a pair of mules and a man, 
will generalJy amount to twelve or thirteen 
fiiillings a day, going at the rate of ten or 
eleven leagues. If you want to go fader, you 
muft jpzy three or four (hillings a day more } 
as in that cafe your condudors will be at the 
additional expence of changing mules at fiar- 
celoiia and- Zaragozza.
